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FOOTBALL, 

ALTHOUGH there is much difference of opin- 
ion among football authorities, as to the 
best methods of bringing out a winning 
team, it was felt that the success of last year's 
season fully warranted a repetition of the early 
training used in developing the great team of 

Accordingly Manager Chidsey, Captain 
Chalmers, and Coach Newton quietly called 
the candidates for backs and ends to Budd's 
Lake about four weeks ago. Running, sig- 
nal practice, punting, etc. , constituted the daily 
work of the men. September ist, came the 
rest of the candidates, making in all twenty. 
Work of this kind continued until college 
opened, and the team returned to Easton, 
Tuesday, the nth. 

Of course everybody was anxious about the 
" new material," but Coach Newton excused 
the men from practice until Thursday, in order 
to give them a chance to get settled in college. 

Thursday gave the student body a chance to 
see for itself what was on hand. Almost thirty 
men reported for practice. 

Punting was practiced for a while. Then 
three squads were formed, and signals were 
practiced. Coach Newton finished with a 
game of association football. 

All this was certainly encouraging. Three 
squads on the field the first night of practice 
is something never before seen at Lafayette, 
and though it is too early in the season to say 
much about the new men, their appearance is 
certainly promising. 

The same style of work has continued this 
week, but thus far there has been no line-up: 



Much attention is being given toward getting 
the backs off with speed, and the play is full 
of snap and ginger for so early in the season. 

The following men of last year's team are 
here : Bachmau, who has increased greatly in 
weight, and will again try for center ; Trout 
for guard ; Allen is out again showing up well 
at end ; Richter is doing good work at quar- 
ter ; Piatt is again at half-back ; Chalmers, in 
view of the heavy new material at tackle, has 
been moved to end ; McDermott and Falkner 
are both making bids for guard, while Slattery 
and Carter are out for half-back. 

There are, however, no sureties as yet, and 
even the best of the old men will have to work 
hard against some of the new material in order 
to hold their places. 

Among the most promising of the new men 
are, Elliott, '04, who played center one year 
at the University of North Carolina, and is 
trying for guard ; Horan, '04, guard from the 
Scranton High School, who is trying for the 
same position here ; Cooper, '04, of the Tower 
City team, who is trying for guard or tackle ; 
the Haldeman brothers of the Central High 
School, of Philadelphia, one of whom is trying 
for quarter, and the other for end or half ; 
Morrison, '04, of the Easton A. C, for half- 
back ; Cole, who played guard on the Ursinus 
team one year, is a candidate for tackle or end; 
Flumerfelt, '04, of Tunkhannock who w T ill 
try for tackle ; Launt, '04, from the Walton 
A. C, N. Y., who is making a strong bid for 
half ; and Cure, of State, who will enter Jun- 
ior, and doubtless perform the duties of full- 
back. Among other men who are on the field 
' doing *g6o& fcjwt'work, are, Shick, '02, Mac- 
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Dowell, '03, Peacock, '03, Scammel, '04, 
Freer, '04, Stayer, '04, Cake, '04, and 
McKenna, '04. 

From all this material one thing is certain : 
a heavy line will be put in the field, and every- 
thing indicates a speedy backfield to support 
it. Coach Newton has still over a week to 
whip the team into shape before the first game 
with Ursinus on the 29th.

The training table was started Monday eve- 
ning.

Dr. Newton gives the men about an hour's 
instruction every evening in the gymnasium 
on signals and football in general. 

Manager Chidsey has not been idle during 
vacation. He has had a large part of the 
gridiron sodded, and is having a much larger 
grand stand than the old one put upon the 
west side. 

The following clipping is taken from an ar- 
ticle in the North American of Sept. nth, in 
which George Brooke takes a general survey 
of football prospects in Harvard, Yale, Prince- 
ton, Cornell, and Pennsylvania. He then con- 
cludes with the following : 

As to Lafayette's Chances. — If any football en- 
thusiast wishes to see real football as she is played, let 
him or her go up to Easton when Princeton journeys 
over from Tigertown to play Lafayette. Coach New- 
ton is a first-class coach, and can fill his men with the 
enthusiasm that wins. It is said that the material at 
his disposal is extra fine, even for Lafayette.

mountain, and stranger things may happen there than 
Newton's men beating the Princeton eleven. They 
are looking from off that over towards Princeton all 
the time. It will be a great game, for Lafayette sel- 
dom loses on her own ground, and her kickers fully 
understand the air currents that jump over from ad- 
joining mountains. 

"Joe" Wiedenmayer, '02, who did such 
excellent work at right tackle last year, and 
fully expected to return this year, is at his 
home in Newark suffering with cataract of the 
eye, and seriously threatened with loss of his 
sight. Though he should return, it is said he 
will not be able to do anything on the gridiron. 

The team suffers another loss in "Slip" 
Brown, '02, who put up such a fine showing 
at end last year. He had his knee badly in- 
jured while riding horseback during the sum- 
mer, and is now confined to a hospital in Chi- 
cago. He is expected to return in the course 
of a few weeks, but it is doubtful whether he 
can do any work at football this year. 

Knight, '03, will also be missing from this 
year's team. " Rus" played a strong game 
at half last year, and his absence will be felt.

IN the death of Chief Justice Green, which 
occurred last August, Lafayette College 
loses one of her most prominent alumni — 
although the present generation of students in 
college are perhaps not personally acquainted 
with the late judge — his career has been . 
followed with interest and we mourn his 
departure. 

We quote Judge Henry Scott in his tribute 
to the dead Chief Justice : 

Most of the generation at the bar knew him not. 
Twenty-one years ago he passed from this place, 
where he had reaped honors and renown, to a stage 
yet more deserving of his fame. To many here pres- 
ent his success as an advocate is only a tradition. But 
it is not wholly so. To some of us there still remains 
the memory of his commanding presence, and that 
wonderfully persuasive logic inexorable as fate which 
carried conviction to the bench. A few of his early 
professional competitors yet remain and by their pres- 
ence remind us of the struggles and triumphs of his 
younger manhood in which they too were principal 
actors. The acquisitions of these years laid the stable 
foundations for later growth. The science of special 
pleading which disciplined the mind to precision of 
thought and statement had not yet been superseded. 
Whenever a new force is created it is not long before it 
settles into place, and with all its activities applies an 
agency to advancing problems. His strength was the 
lucid and concise statement of his arguments. He 
did not speak until the subject had been closely inves- 
tigated, every feature of the case had been studied, 
and he knew his adversary's necessary contention as 
weU as his own. He was in robust and exuberant 
health, interested in his profession, and had most 
patient industry for thorough and complete examina- 
tion of details. These faculties never failed at the 
bar, and they followed to that higher sphere where 
their results are now perpetuated in written opinions 
which will long illume the pathway of the profession. 

* * * 

THE student body was greatly shocked this 
summer to learn of the death of ' ' Chris ' ' 
Lauer, who graduated in the class of '99. 
He was temporarily employed as a brakeman 



by the Pennsylvania Railroad, and in the per- 
formance of his duties as such was instantly 
killed. ' * Chris ' ' prepared for college at the 
Kutztown Normal, entering Lafayette in the 
fall of '95. 

He successfully played the position of first 
base during his whole four years here and was 
a gymnast of no mean ability. Upon gradu- 
ation he entered Dickinson Law School, and 
at the time of his death was a senior there. 
4 ' Chris' ' was very popular while in college, 
and that he was still kindly remembered was 
manifested by the hearty reception given him 
last spring when he played here on a visiting 
team. His popularity, however, was not due to 
his athletic ability alone, for " Chris' ' Lauer 
was a man who made friends of all who met 
him. The college has lost an alumnus whose 
short career gave promise of success at the 
bar, which was his chosen profession. And 
we who knew him have lost a true friend, one 
whose generosity and sympathy made him 
ever ready to perform an unselfish act. 
" Long shall his memory live, green in our 
souls."

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ROBERT E. SPEER'S VISIT TO

There is no man more able to conduct the 
Missionary Rally of the Association ; no man 
who would be more acceptable to the college 
men. 

Mr. Speer will conduct the Y. M. C. A. 
meeting next Sunday evening. It will be 
held in the chapel in order that all may be 
comfortably seated. The meeting will begin 
promptly at six o'clock, and will probably last 
one hour. Every man in college is cordially 
invited by the association to be present. The 
men will not be seated according to classes 
since it will be the regular informal meeting 
of the association. It is greatly desired that 
the chapel shall be filled from the front that 
there may be as little formality as possible.

Lafayette's splendid schedule will afford her 
friends an opportunity to see first-rate football 
this year and the management was doubly 
prudent in providing such ample accom- 
modations. 
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NORTHFIELD, 1900. 

THIS year those members of the delegation 
who were not already in New England 
decided to go to Northfield via Hudson River. 
A more delightful trip cannot be desired than 
a ride by the Albany day boat up this majestic 
river. Grant's Tomb, West Point, Stony 
Point, and other historic places on its banks, 
cannot fail to stir the patriotism of every 
American heart, while the scenery on either 
side of the river makes one feel that there are 
beautiful lands besides ' * where the blue Rhine 
sweeps along. ' ' 

The attendance this year was over six hun- 
dred, being larger than at any previous confer- 
ence. The plan of the meetings was the same 
as in former years, consisting of classes in 
Bible study, personal work, and mission study; 
conferences on college evils, etc. , and the plat- 
form meetings in the auditorium morning and 
evening. The afternoons were entirely de- 
voted to athletics. 

Even the men who had never been to North- 
field felt the loss of one whose presence in 
former meetings was so great an inspiration. 
Northfield and Moody had been inseparably 
imprinted on our hearts. His labor of love for 
college men went beyond those with whom he 
came in contact, and he had found lodgment 
in the depth of our souls. Mr. Mott, who had 
charge of the services did excellently, but he 
was not Mr. Moody. As we stood beside that 
lonely, simple tomb on Round Top we felt 
much of the truth of Dr. Richards' words : "I 
have stood among the tombs of kings and 
statesmen in Westminster; I have stood beside 
the tomb of the great Napoleon ; I have stood 
on the spot where the funeral pyre of the 
mighty Caesar sent its smoke to heaven ; I 
have gazed on the gigantic piles beneath which 
the Pharaohs are buried but never have I stood 
beside a grave which sent such a thrill cours- 
ing through my veins as that on Round Top, 
with the simple inscription, "He that doe th 
the will of God abideth forever." 

Mr. Speer gave four very inspiring addresses. 



Speer is a man who talks from the heart to the 
heart. He knows college men through and 
through. This intimate knowledge of college 
men, his very pleasant style, and clear reason- 
ing make him one of the most acceptable of 
speakers. The addresses of Dr. Torrey and 
Dr. Jefferson were also very much enjoj r ed. 
The sunset meetings on Round Top were 
largely attended, and life work talks were de- 
livered by able speakers. 

We may safely say that the greatest interest 
of the conference centered around the mission- 
aries present. Mr. Beach and Dr. Ashmore 
represented China ; Dr. Chamberlain, India ; 
Dr. Soper, Japan ; while the white locks and 
feeble steps of Dr. John G. Paton, of the New 
Hebrides, were a constant source of inspiration 
to all present. This wonderfully heroic man 
has battled against heathenism for forty years, 
and has lived to see thousands of cannibals 
taught to know and to live Jesus Christ. The 
voice of this veteran is weak, but his appear- 
ance calls in trumpet tones for recruits to 
uphold that banner which he has so gloriously 
planted in the South Sea Islands.

A SKETCH OF JUSTICE GREEN. 

UENRY GREEN was born at Green's 
* * Bridge, Warren County, N. J., August 
29, 1828. His father, however, was a native 
of Easton, and his grandfather had been one 
of the original settlers of this place. He was 
educated at Lafayette College, graduating from 
that institution in 1846. He then studied law 
.with Judge Washington McCartney, and in 
September, 1849, was admitted to the North- 
ampton County bar. 

From that time until September, 1879, he 
continued in the uninterrupted practice of his 
profession, never holding any office which 
would interfere with his professional duties. 
The only public position, in fact, that he 
had held, was a seat in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1872-73, to which he was 
appointed on February 21, 1873, as a 
Republican delegate-at-large, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Hon. 
Samuel E. Dimmick. He was for several 
years the law partner of the late Andrew 
Reeder, who became famous as Governor of 
Kansas in the ante-bellum days. 

On September 29, 1879, Mr. Green was 
appointed by Governor Hoy t to fill the vacancy 



on the bench of the Supreme Court occasioned 
by the death of Associate Justice Warren J. 
Woodward. This appointment held good only 
until the close of the year 1880, when he was 
elected in November of that year as the suc- 
cessor to Judge Woodward for a full term of 
twenty-one years. With the single exception 
of the late Judge Reed, he was the first Judge 
of the Supreme Court of this state who came 
directly from the bar to the Supreme bench 
without previous judicial services, since the 
election of Judges in 1851. 

He succeeded Chief Justice Sterrett in 
January of the present year, and his term of 
twenty-one years would have expired in 
January, 1902. 

Judge Green was a staunch Republican since 
the organization of that party, but he was 
never a " working " politician. He sat in the 
first National Convention of the party — that 
which nominated John C. Fremont for the 
presidency in 1856. Since his appointment to 
the Supreme Court bench, Lafayette College 
has conferred upon him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws.

EDWARD MARBLE. 

WE quote the following extract from the 
New York Tribune, of August 9, 1900 : 

Edward Marble, an old-time actor, minstrel play- 
wright, and theatrical manager, died Thursday eve- 
ning after a lingering illness at his home, No. 141 
Greene Ave. , Brooklyn. The funeral will be conducted 
by his life-long friend, the Rev. William A. McLough- 
lin, at St. Stephen's Church, Broad and Butler Streets, 
in Philadelphia, at 10:30 o'clock to-morrow morning. 
Mr. Marble leaves an only daughter, to whom he was 
devotedly attached. 

It was in Buffalo, on September 6, 1846, that Mr. 
Marble was born. His greatest success was attained 
before he was forty years old, so that he was better 
known to the previous than to the present generation 
of theatregoers. 

Mr. Marble's first appearance was at the theatre of 
his uncle, John B. Rice, of Chicago. He played the 
child part in "The Strangler." In 1862 he became 
call-boy at McVicker's Theatre, Chicago. He played 
small parts at McVicker's, and from there went to 
Mrs. John Drew's Arch Street Theatre, Philadelphia.

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FOOTBALL. 

H DRINCETON at Easton " is the one 
1 thing that has aroused even the 
"polers" of South College to the highest 
interest in the game. For a time it was un- 
certain whether the kickers from Tigertown 
could be induced to play on Lafayette Field. 
All doubt as to the matter has now been re- 
moved and the game will be played here in 
Easton. This is the first time Princeton has 
played in Easton since the famous game of '96, 
and every individual player has determined 
deep down in his heart to do or die on October 
20th. 

The past week, as the last before the season 
opens, has been one of great importance to 
both coach and men. The coach has been 
carefully and anxiously watching the work of 
each man, and making mental data of the 
same for future reference, and there is little 
doubt that some good men, who otherwise 
might deserve a position on the team, will be 
shelved later in the season in favor of others, 
simply because they showed a lack of vim, 
enthusiasm and faithful work during the 
early part of the season. Thus far there has 
been no line-up. But work has been hard and 
long ; kicking and catching punts, dividing 
into squads and running down the field under 
kicks, forming into squads and going through 
the various formations, have been the chief 
features of the practice. Dr. Newton believes 
that a man should not only know what he 
is to do in each play, but also what every 
other man is to do. To accomplish this the 
men are changed about and thus acquainted 
with the duties of each position. This makes 



the practice especially hard. The men, how- 
ever, have thus far shown no unwillingness to 
work. Every man seems to be in the game 
from the beginning to the end, and works 
with a vim and determination. The fact, 
however, that thirty- eight men have pre- 
sented themselves, from which only eleven 
will be selected, means that there is going to 
be a lively hustle, and the man who makes a 
position will richly earn it. 

Though it is probable that even in 
the coach's mind no positions have been 
settled upon, and a man's chances will depend 
much on what he shows himself capable of in 
the line-ups against the scrubs, and the early 
games of the season, the following men are 
making a good showing for the various posi- 
tions : Bachman, who played such a strong 
and consistent game at center last year, with 
his additional weight, will probably hold his 
position on the team. The man who gave 
Pierson his troubles can be depended upon. 
Elliott, who played center at the University of 
North Carolina, and weighs 190 pounds, 
shows up well at this position, and could 
doubtless fill the place if called upon to do so. 
He is a very fast player for a man of his 
weight. 

For guard there is abundance of material. 
Of last year's team, the veteran Trout stands 
first chance. Horan, the big guard from the 
Scranton High School, is a fast and hard 
player, and will doubtless put in a strong 
bid for the position. Ernst, from the Kutz- 
town State Normal, also shows up well. 
Though he weighs close to 200 lbs. , he is a 
very active man. Other strong candidates are 
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Falkner, who played in several games last 
year, Elliott, Cooper, and Cole of Ursinus. 
Neither Chalmers nor Weidenmayer, the 
tackles of last year's team, will try for these 
positions. Weidenmayer will return to college, 
but will be unable to play, while Capt. Chal- 
mers will be moved to end, in view of the 
abundance of heavier men for tackle, and the 
need of a speedy man at end. McDermott, 
who was injured early in the season last year, 
is out again. He played tackle on the '98 
team, and is a strong hard player, because 
of his speed, he is also talked of as an end. 
It is, however, probable that in case Trout and 
Horan make guards, Elliott and Ernst will 
stand good chances for tackles. There are 
plenty of other strong candidates who will 
make them hustle, in Cooper, Cole, Freer, and 
Flummerfelt. For end, there is little doubt 
that Chalmers will be a fixture, as he is one 
of the fastest players, as well as one of the 
surest tackles on the team. li Slip" Brown, 
who developed into such a strong end last 
season, is expected to return next week, and 
be in his football togs ready for work by Oct. 
10th. In case he does, he will doubtless make 
the other end. Allen, who played in part of 
the Cornell game last year, is also showing 
up well. W. Haldeman and Wilson are also 
candidates for this position. But the vacancy 
left by Hubley is yet to be filled. There is no 
lack of candidates and good men too, but 
none of them seem to quite meet the require- 
ments. E. Haldeman is the only man who 
has weight enough for the position, but he 
shows little skill in passing the ball. Morrison 
and Scammel seem to be about the best at 
passing the ball, but both are light, Scammel 
having a little the advantage in avoirdupois. 
Richter also stands a good chance, but is light, 
and loses his head at times. He is, however, 
a very hard worker, and gets fully into every 
play. Other candidates are Stayer, Carpenter, 
Iseman, and Brown. 

For half-back there is still the veteran Piatt 
who is looked upon as pretty sure of his posi- 



tion. Other candidates are Slattery and Car- 
ter who played in a number of last year's 
games ; Morrison who was half-back on the 
Easton A. C. ; St. John, the crack end from 
Hackettstown ; Mengel ; Carpenter ; and W. 
Haldeman. But the man who has shown up 
strongest so far is Launt, of the Walton A. C. 
He is well built and exceptionally fast in get- 
ting off with the ball. Ex-Captain Bray's 
place will doubtless be taken by Cure who 
comes from State College. Carpenter and 
Scammel have shown considerable ability at 
kicking. 

Thus it will be seen that the prospects are 
very encouraging, but it is still too early to 
make any predictions as to what the team will 
do. Material is on hand— good heavy men, 
and plenty of them. Still, these things are 
not all that is needed, as the season of '97 well 
showed. With practically the '96 team on 
hand, minus Barclay, and strengthened by the 
presence of Duffy, Boyd, Saxe, and our own 
Chalmers, the season was practically a failure. 
Team work and harmony among the players 
is fully as important. Only time will tell 
whether these things exist. 

The season opens in earnest on Saturday in 
the game with Ursinus. Though a hard game 
is scarcely expected, the boys from College- 
ville put up a good strong fight last year, and 
will doubtless be ready to repeat it this year. 
This will be the first opportunity to get a line on 
the men. It will also be the beginning of a 
season that means much to Lafayette. The 
eyes of the public are upon us to see whether 
or not we can maintain the high standard we 
attained in the football world last year. 
We have a hard schedule before us, nine out 
of the eleven games to be played on our own 
grounds, — and Lafayette never loses on her 
own grounds, — not even to Princeton and Cor- 
nell. We can depend on Captain Chalmers 
and his team to do their part. It remains for 
us to do ours, — for every man in college to get 
fully into the spirit of the game, get out on 
the field every night, and by our presence and 
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cheering make the men on the team realize 
that the college is behind them to a man.

ROBERT E. SPEER TALKS TO LAFAY- 
ETTE MEN. 

SUNDAY MORNING. 

A LARGE audience composed of the faculty, 
students, and friends of the college filled 
the chapel to listen to Mr. Robert E. Speer, 
Secretary of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions. Mr. Speer took as his text Rev. 21:27. 

1 1 And there shall in no wise enter into it 
anything that defileth, neither whatsoever 
worketh abomination or maketh a lie ; but they 
which are written in the Lamb's book of life. ' ' 

Said he : There isn't a man who does not 
share the instinctive natural prejudice against 
a lie. It is the instinct of our race and men 
have felt this way from the beginning. Not 
only to us but to the heathen also is a lie 
abominable. 

A lie can never become j ustifiable. Falsehood 
undermines the foundations of human confi- 
dence. For human friendships a lie is contempt- 
ible and unjustifiable. God can't lie, and what 
God can't do, he can't authorize men to do. 

Falsehood is a matter of character itself. It 
is our business to be true to what lies behind. 
We are bound by indissoluble bonds to the 
past. We owe a debt of honor not only to . 
what lies behind us but to what lies around us. 
Falsehood to the past is meaner than falsehood 
to the present. 

We owe a debt of honor to ourselves. If we 
are true to what is past — if we are true to what 
is about us — then we must be true to ourselves. 

Finally and above all we owe a debt of honor 
to Christ and we must be true to him. 

There are two short and simple creeds which 
we may carry with us — " Hate Lies" and 
" Be True." 

SUNDAY EVENING. 

At 6.30 Mr. Speer again addressed the stu- 
dents on " Claims of Missions." 

Said he : There is no money in Missions 
for you. You are asked to give your lives for 
people whom you have not seen and who can- 
not pay you. Mission work is the most pow- 
erful religious propaganda in this life. Its 
purpose is to link the souls of men to the liv- 
ing God. The mission work wants men with 
hearts burning with a passion after God and 
whose purpose is to live with God. It de- 
mands self sacrifice and what is life but a sac- 
rifice. May God give us love for a cause that 
we may live for and die for. 
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THOSE who heard Mr. Robert E. Speer on 
last Sunday could not but have been 
deeply moved by his eloquent and practical 
address. Mr. Speer ' s statements were clear 
cut and forceful, appealing to the most indif- 
ferent listener. The average college man 
lapses into a state of lethargy when confronted 
by theological discussions, but a practical, sim- 
ple, and earnest presentation of fact is sure to 
strike home and leave a lasting impression. 

We congratulate the Young Men's Christian 
Association upon the inauguration of the plan 
to have men of national and international rep- 
utation visit the college, and we especially 
hope that Lafayette men may .again have the 
pleasure of listening to the brilliant young Sec- 
retary of Foreign Missions.

Ursinus kicks to 15-yard line and Iseman 
returns to 35-yard line. Iseman, Scammel, 
and Trout advance the ball to Ursinus* 40- 
yard line, when the half ends. Score, 29-0. 

Ursinus kicks to 25-yard line. Ernst 
returns 5 yards. Slattery makes 25-yard 
run around end. After short gains by line 
plunges, Slattery makes 12 yards around 
right end. Piatt plunges through line ten 
yards, and Carter is pushed over for a touch- 
down. Bachman kicks the goal. 

Ursinus kicks to 10-yard line. Richter 
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returns to 35-yard line. Lafayette fumbles 
and Price falls on the ball on Lafayette's 25- 
yard line. Ursinus succeeds in gaining first 
down once, but fails the second time. Tries a 
field goal but kick is blocked. Wilson gets 
the ball and half ends on Lafayette's 20 yard 
line. Score, 35-0. 

It will be seen that Lafayette had things 
mostly her own way. Only once was her goal 
in danger when Ursinus tried a field goal from 
the 20- yard line. Lafayette played a strong 
offensive game throughout. The success with 
which her end plays were executed was espe- 
cially noticeable. She had little opportunity to 
show her defensive strength. It was rather 
weak, however, failing at times, to hold the 
close formation used by the Ursinus team. On 
the whole, however, the team showed up well. 
The interference was at times ragged, but there 
was little fumbling. The plays were all execu- 
ted with a snap and dash that meant business. 

As will be seen from the line-up, an entire new 
team was placed in the field in the second half, 
there being but one man to play in the second 
half who had played in the first. The line-up :

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JOHN CLARKE, ^ ANSWERS THE 
"POST." 

THE Pittsburg Post under the supposition 
that Mr. Geiger would be allowed to enter 
Lafayette took it upon themselves to give our 
institution, a quiet little roast in an issue 
several weeks ago. We clip the following from 
the Post: 

Concerning the trouble between Geiger and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, John D. Clarke, of Lafayette, 
'98, writes the Post as follows : " I noticed in the Post 
that Mr. Geiger, a member of the Vesper crew, having 
been refused permission to play football at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, would enter Lafayette and play 
on her football team. Being a graduate of Lafayette, 
( '98) and having been interested in athletics there, I 
could not understand how a man ineligible at Penn 
could be eligible at Lafayette, as while I was a student 
very strict eligibility rules were passed. So I wrote 
Prof. Frank A. March, Jr., faculty member of the Laf- 
ayette athletic committee, to send me the facts of the 
case, and I quote the following from his reply : 'As a 
matter of fact Geiger put in an appearance at Lafay- 
ette on Monday morning full of the idea that he had 
only to offer and we would jump at him. He took the 
next train back, having discovered not only that our 
eligibility rules are as strong as Penn's, but that Lafay- 
ette has no veterinary course, which course requires 
but little preparation, so he could not possibly enter 
Lafayette, much less play on her team.' As there are 
a good many graduates of Lafayette in this community 
who are interested in knowing the facts of the case, 
and for the benefit of all interested in college athletics, 
I have taken this means of letting them know Lafay- 
ette's position."

STEAM HEATING OF DORMITORIES. 

ALONG with other improvements in and 
about the dormitories on the north side 
of the campus, has been completed a modern 
plant for steam heating. The trustees decided 
that steam, while not so economical as some 
other methods of heating, would in the end 
give better results and be far more satisfactory 
to every one concerned. 

In the north basement of McKeen Hall is 
the sixty horse-power boiler, which will fur- 
nish steam for all the dormitories. The system 
is one pipe, low pressure — a pressure of ten 



pounds guaranteed to maintain a temperature 
of 70 ° in all rooms where radiators are placed 
in the coldest winter weather. The steam 
conductors extend ea.<t and west to the other 
dormitories — being underground on the west 
side. 

Radiators are placed in proper location in 
all the studies, toilets, and entries and sufficient 
radiation allowed so that there will be no 
difficulty experienced in keeping the rooms at 
a comfortable temperature at all times. The 
water is returned to the boiler by gravity and 
the system is guaranteed to work without 
noise. 

In connection with the plant is a large 
boiler which furnishes hot water to the 
lavatories and showers in the sixteen toilettes. 

John Borden & Brother, of Philadelphia, 
put in the whole plant. The whole cost of 
same is nearly $9,000. 

Steam will be turned into the pipes as soon 
as cool weather makes it necessary.

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REMINISCENCE OF STEPHEN CRANE. 

r E clip the following from the San Fran- 
cisco Call, written for that paper by a 
contributor. 

Crane was not an eccentric character. Many people 
have said that he was. It was even told in print in 
this city that he was a drug-taker. Such stories were 
absurd. He was merely the combination of clean, fine 
youth with genius. When one writes " fine youth " 
of Stephen Crane the expression is qualified. He was 
never physically strong. His greatest eccentricity was 
his habit for all night work. I never saw him wholly 
at bodily ease. He was not a persistent worker, be- 
cause his body — a body which suffered from the con- 
stant draining of an intensely active mind — was ever 
too weak to bear continuous labor. His brain never 
rested. 

Yet when emergencies arose so also did Crane. He 
was a correspondent on one New York newspaper dur- 
ing the war with Spain. I was correspondent on 
another New York newspaper. On June 23rd I was 
told that a battle would occur the next day. I asked 
Crane if he intended to go to the front. It was insuf- 
ferably hot, and we had all learned to distrust rumors. 
He decided not to go. I was amazed by his . apparent 
indolence. I went to the battle and was badly hurt 
by a bullet. When I regained consciousness, hours 
after the fight had ended, one of the first faces I saw 
was that of Stephen Crane. The day was hot. The 
thermometer — had there been such an instrument in 
that God-forsaken and man-invaded wilderness — would 
have shown a temperature of something like 100 de- 
grees. Yet Stephen Crane— and mind you, he was 
there in the interest of a rival newspaper— took the 
despatch which I managed to write, five or six miles to 
the coast and cabled it for me. He had to walk, for 
he could get no horse or mule. Then he rushed about 
in the heat and arranged with a number of men to 
bring a stretcher up from the coast and carry me back 
on it. He was probably as tired then as a man could 
be and still walk. But he trudged back from the coast 
to the field hospital where I was lying and saw to it 
that I was properly conveyed to the coast. 

One day in 1890 a young man came to my office with 
a letter of introduction. He was thin— almost cadav- 
erous. He wanted work and got it. His article — writ- 
ten for a ridiculously low price— on tenement-house 
fire panics, was one of the best things that he or any 
other man ever did. It was followed by other strik- 
ingly strong stories. 

One day he said to me most modestly: " I have 
written some verse." He handed me a package of 
manuscript. The next day I left the package on an 
elevated railroad train. I never told him about it, for 
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within twenty-four hoars I had recovered it from the 
lost property office of the Manhattan L. The manu- 
script was that of •« The Black Riders," which had a 
tremendous vogue in England. 

We were both members of a club made up of writers. 
The best part of its furnishings was a great open fire- 
place. Pour or five of us sat before it one night and 
Crane read us parts of a story full of fighting. It was 
" The Red Badge of Courage." Afterward, when we 
had really seen fighting together, I marveled because 
his stories of actual battle were less realistic than his 
descriptions of imaginary conflicts in this book. It 
was that faculty which would have made of Crane a 
great novelist. He had an accurate and logical imagi- 
nation. 

In losing Crane, America lost one of her most prom- 
ising young writers. But his friends lost more. They 
lost a chap whom they all knew to be a real man as 
well as a talented acquaintance.

Y.M.GA.NOTES. 

THE prospects for the bible study depart- 
ment of the Y. M. C. A. are very en- 
couraging, sixty-one men will take up syste- 
matic bible study this year. This number is 
divided among the classes as follows : eleven 
seniors, ten juniors, twenty sophomores, twenty 
freshmen. There will be nine or ten classes. 

The leaders of the various classes are Isett, 
'oi ; Sahler, *oi ; McDermott, 'oi ; Yerkes, 
'oi ; Steele, 'oi ; Nesbit, '02 ; L,. L. Brown, 
'02 ; Bender, '03 ; Copeland, '03 ; and F. Mil- 
ler, '03. Great hopes are entertained for a 
most successful year in bible study. A scheme 
of weekly reports to the chairman of the bible 
study department has been devised in order 
that a strict record may be kept of the attend- 
ance at the classes and also the number of 
meetings held. 

At Haverford fifty per cent, of the students 
are enrolled in systematic bible study. It is 
to be hoped that it will not be many years 
until the same thing may be said of Lafayette.

LAFAYETTE, II ; MANHATTAN, O. 

IN a game marred by incessant wrangliug, 
Lafayette defeated Manhattan by a score 
of eleven to nothing, both touchdowns being 
made in the first half. In the second half 
although the visitors were only able to hold us 
for downs once, nevertheless we were not able 
to get the ball past their thirty-five-yard line.

PROF. YOUNGMAITS NEW BOOK ON 
DEMOSTHENES. 

PROF. R. B. YOUNGMAN, who has so long 
and so ably filled the chair of the Greek 
language and literature in Lafayette, has con- 
tributed to the Aldine edition of "The 
World's Great Books," which is now coming 
out from the press of D. Appleton & Co. , a 
' ' Critical and Biographical Introduction to the 
Orations of Demosthenes. ' ' 

The orations given in this beautiful volume 
are ten in number, and cover some 250 pages 
octavo. At the request of the publishers the 
selection was left entirely to Prof. Youngman. 

Every alumnus who has been under Prof. 
Youngman as an instructor — and that means 
nearly every graduate of the classical depart- 
ment now living— will want this book, if only 
to refresh his memory by awakening pleasant 
reminiscences of the days when he essayed to 
picture the shield of Achilles, or joined in the 
Junior debates or studied the Greek theater. 

In this " Introduction" the professor draws 
a strong picture of the difficulties that the 
far-famed Athenian orator was called on to 
surmount, and of his patriotic efforts in behalf 
of his native land. He gives a masterly 
sketch of the circumstances under which 
Demosthenes delivered his well-known 
"Oration on the Crown," in behalf of 
Ctesiphon, which has been styled the "unap- 
proachable masterpiece of Grecian oratory." 
Hon. Thomas B. Reed is chairman of the 
committee to select the authors to be contained 
in this series. Edward Everett Hale, of 
Boston, and Dr. William R. Harper, of 
Chicago, are also of the committee.

LETTER FROM JORDAN, '95. 

PRESIDENT ISETT, of the Y. M. C. A., 
received the following letter from Rev. 
S. M. Jordan, '95, one of Lafayette's former 
gridiron heroes and who is now laboring in 
Persia. As a result of the movement begun 
early in the year, Lafayette men are now 
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contributing to the support of Rev. Jordan, 
through the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions. 

Teheran, Persia, August 24, 1900. 
Dear Mr. Isett: 

Your letter of May 18th came to hand something 
more than a month ago and I enjoyed it very much 
indeed, both for the special news which it contained 
and that more incidental but very welcome to a son of 
Lafayette. 

Not having been on Mt. Lafayette since the fall of 
'97, I know very few men now in college. I remember 
the present football captain as one whom I picked as a 
coming star — possibly he will remember my being 
present and helping coach the team a little. Yes, 
indeed, I heard of the grand success of the team last 
fall. I sometimes long to be back on the gridiron 
along with Walbridge, Barclay, Vincent, Rhinehart, 
Roland and others who, like myself, have passed out 
from alma mater. We are gone but the good example 
set by us in '94, when we snowed Lehigh under by a 
score of 28-0, has been right royally followed — and 
since that day victory has been with us even as it had 
been against us in the early nineties. 

The numbers engaged in mission study, considering 
that the volunteers are so few, I think quite encourag- 
ing. While I was in college the volunteers usually 
numbered about ten and the mission study class a very 
few more. All the improvements on the campus are 
doubtless making quite a change. I fear that the 
dormitories will be too fine for bucket rushes and 
water scraps as in ye olden days. 

I deeply appreciate the effort you are making for 
the cause of missions and in behalf of our work in 
particular. As you probably know, I am superintend- 
ent of the boys' school and do some of the teaching. 
Roughly speaking we carry the boys as far as a good 
' * prep • ' school . In language and mathematics beyond 
that We try to give a good thorough education as 
far as we go and above all to turn out men of the 
right sort. In the Persian schools thoroughness is 
unknown. Their education is but a veneer. I think 
our school is considered the best in the city. One of 
the regular text-books is the Bible. There is no 
better book to teach English from in conjunction with 
other books — and we in learning Persian find the 
Bible the best book we can obtain. Here we have limit- 
less opportunity for work. The Mohammedans are 
always ready to hear and discuss if not to accept. 
Heretofore we have never had more than three 
ordained men here. We expect soon to have five and 
are asking for five more. It is a place to try men's 
mettle, for these Moslem priests are quick and bright 
and ready in argument. But we have truth on our 



side and must win. There is much evidence that the 
work done in past years, the words spoken, the 
Scripture that has been and is being sold, are bearing 
fruit. Many Mollahs come to us to talk and almost 
all will acknowledge the truth of Christianity, that it 
is a way of salvation, but are reluctant to allow it to 
be the only way. I will give you an example from the 
callers that come. In January I began to preach. 
About that time an unusually large attendance of 
Mollahs was noted, all of whom paid the closest 
attention. Among these was one whose interest was 
marked. On Sabbath morning, remaining a little 
behind the others, he asked to be allowed to call. At 
the appointed time he came. For two hours he plied 
me with questions concerning the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity. At the end of that time he said that is just 
what I have come to believe. For some years I have 
read the Bible and believe it to be God's word. I 
have no faith in Mohammed or the Koran. I believe 
that Jesus Christ is the only Savior of the world. I 
want to become a Christian, how can you help me? I 
am a Mollah now studying in one of our theological 
schools. My support is derived from sources which 
will immediately fail on my avowing myself a 
Christian. I have no other trade or business. I am 
willing to do anything — to become a servant, a per- 
sonal teacher — anything by which I can earn my 
bread. I would like to study under Christian super- 
vision and then become a teacher (rather preacher) to 
lead others into the true way. I did some little Bible 
work with him and now for some months I have lost 
sight of him. He is but one from numbers who come 
and go ; but the numbers are ever increasing* and not 
a few claim to be Christians and to have forsaken 
Islam forever. 

I have many more things that I might write unto 
you but will cease. Awaiting any questions you may 
send, I am

lomats in the distinguished group who grace the Court 
of St. James. 

The great object of the higher education is to make 
educated men. To fit the minister of the Gospel, not 
only by a knowledge of language and literature, philos- 
ophy and history, science and art, to understand the 
glorious pages of the great book he is to expound ; but 
also to enable him to understand the men he is to 
preach to, their point of view, and be able to attract 
and win them to Christ. To fit the lawyer by a large 
knowledge of men and things, to grasp his case and 
present it to the judge and jury with wit and weight. 
To fit the physician to understand the scientific basis 
of his profession, the mental as well as physical 
nature of his patients, and above all to give him that 
tender sympathy and gentle goodness which he 
can only learn from the "Great Physician.*' To fit 
the business man, as well as the professional man, aye, 
to fit those who are not men at all, but eager, earnest 
woman, for sweeter, larger lives, into which savages and 
saints of old come to share the thoughts with daily 
toil. He, or she, who, when the long day is done, can 
pick up a book and enter understanding^ into the 
world of Homer or Horace, of Augustine or Erasmus, 
of Shakespeare or of Wordsworth ; who begins each 
day as well as closes it with a brief but bright glimpse 
of heaven caught from the passages of the Psalms or 
Isaiah, of the Evangelists or of Paul ; has a source of 
power, and a place of rest, such as every truly edu- 
cated person enjoys and the uneducated can neither 
possess nor fully understand. 

Hence, if anyone asks me, shall I go to college ? I 
say " Yes!" But I do not say this to all. The higher 
education must remain, as it has ever been, the privi- 
lege of the few. It is no longer reserved for those of 
a certain wealth and worldly position. The new world 
standard is quite different from that. It is reserved 
for those who have ability, industry, and sound judg- 
ment. There is no royal road . Brains are not enough; 
true education demands work, steady, prolonged, in- 
tense. The capable mind must be disciplined and 
trained. Nor will brains and industry suffice without 
sound judgment. Common sense is often worth more 
than genius. The mark of common sense is that too 
uncommon sense that makes a young man take the 
wise advice of older men. Many very bright men are 
in such a hurry that they omit their college course, or 
take a partial one, or spoil it by a bad choice of studies, 
rushing into professional or business life half trained. 
Some of these men never gain that sobering sense of 
their own ignorance, which is one of the best lessons 
a thorough education teaches, and remain conceited 
prigs all their days , others awake too late to lament 
the road they refused to travel, who semysterious vistas 
they have heard of but can never see.

NECROLOGY. 

BESIDES the deaths of Judge Henry Green, 
of '46, and Christian E. Lauer, of '98, 
which occurred on August 19th, both of which 
have been noted in our columns, the College 
has lately been bereft of several other well- 
known alumni. 

'48. James T. Doran, valedictorian of his 
class (which was the first in size, numbering 
twenty-four members, in all the early years of 
the institution), died at his home in Malvern, 
Chester County, on July 3rd. He was a 
teacher all his life, of acknowledged skill and 
thoroughness, born in Easton, reared in 
Stewartsville, and taught in Chester and 
Lancaster Counties. He served as a tutor in 
Lafayette, and when Dr. Cattell went to the 
Holy Land in 1858-9, taught his classes in the 
College for a year. He left an extremely, 
valuable collection of minerals. This rare 
gathering, costing years of labor, ought to be 
in the possession of his alma mater. 

'57. Rev. Washington Orr Wright, whose 
ministerial life was nearly all spent in the 
Presbytery of Huntingdon, removed to Phila- 
delphia in the spring, and died there August 
26th, aged 74 years. He was born in Bally- 
money, Ireland, and coming to this country 
in his early youth was prepared for Lafayette 
by Thomas G. Gayley, of '53. He was 
esteemed by all his associates for his scholarly 
attainments and devotion to his work. 
Receiving but a small income, by wise 
judgment and at great personal sacrifice, he 
succeeded in bringing up his family and 
educating his four sons and four daughters to 
an unusual degree of refinement and promise. 
His life was chiefly spent at Milesburg and 
Snow Shoe. 

'75. The death of Thomas Dolan Sayre, 
of Monticello, Missouri, is reported as having 
occurred some time since. 

'79. Hiram Bacon Howland died at his 
home in Indianapolis, Sept. 19th, aged 45. 
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kicks off quickly, not one of them being 
blocked.

Short plunges by 
Piatt and Trout advanced the ball ten yards, 
then Princeton secured it on a fumble and man- 
aged to carry it to our thirty-yard line before 
they lost it on downs. Cure, Trout, and Chal- 
mers then made short gains amounting to 
about eight yards. Lafayette's backs again 
fumbled, and it was Princeton's ball on our 
thirty-five-yard line, but they failed to gain 
Unnecessary five yards, and Lafayette again 
had an opportunity to show her offensive 
strength. Fifteen yards were covered, before 
another fumble gave the ball to Princeton. 
The Tigers found the Maroon and White line 
a veritable stone wall and Mattis was obliged 
to punt ; the ball, however, was fumbled and 
McCord fell on it on our five-yard line. In 
three rushes Reiter succeeded in carrying the 
ball over the line. No goal w r as kicked. Score: 
Princeton, 5 ; Lafayette, o. 

Cure kicked off and after several exchanges 
of punts the ball was in Lafayette's possession 
on her thirty-yard line. Then began a fierce 
assault on the Pririfceton line, and before they 
realized what had happened, the ball w r as on 
their forty-yard line, with a tag labeled touch- 
down attached to it, but the whistle blew and 
time was up for the first half. 

The first part of the second half was devoted 
almost entirely to kicking. Finally Lafayette 
secured the ball on her forty-yard line and by 
hard, steady rushes, in which Chalmers, Ernst, 
and Launt played prominent parts, succeeded 
in carrying it to Princeton's thirty-yard line, 



before they lost it. After several exchanges 
of kicks, Piatt made a free catch on our ten- 
yard line. Cure punted to the center of the 
field. Princeton got the ball and were advanc- 
ing it toward our goal line when the game 
ended.

H. D. Oliver, a former member of Lafayette's 
football team, died suddenly on Wednesday 
last, in New York. 
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DEMOCRATIC RALLY. 

THE Democratic Club was addressed Thurs- 
day evening, Oct. 18th, by the Hon. Parke 
Davis. The club, organized the week before, 
showed its interest in the Democratic cause by 
being present to the man. A number of new 
names were added to the list of members. 
Great enthusiasm prevailed throughout the 
address of Mr. Davis, and points were strongly 
applauded. The address was far above the 
ordinary stump-speech on account of its 
being addressed to college men exclusively. 

Mr. Davis spoke on Imperialism and Trusts. 
He used various statistics to show that the 
retention of the Philippine Islands would be 
far from a commercial advantage, the supposed 
strong argument of the Republican party. 
He said that their retention would warrant a 
large standing army and the danger of foreign 
entanglements. He arraigned the Republican 
party as fostering the growth of trusts. 
Hanna says : " There are no trusts ;" yet, he 
and his fellow spell-binders renounce the Ice 
Trust in which Senator Hanna and B. B. 
Odell are heavy stockholders. Under the 
present administration trusts have increased 
enormously. The Attorney-General has not 
prosecuted a single one of these trusts under 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Law. Mr. Davis 
denounces the Porto Rican bill as the iniquitous 
scheme of the Sugar Trust, which would reap 
the benefit of a 15 per cent, duty on Porto 
Rican goods. Two weeks before the passage 
of this bill the President himself recommended 
freedom of trade with Porto Rica. Later 
some silent influence persuaded him to change 
his mind and sign the bill.

Prof. March presided 
and opened with a ringing speech full of amu- 
sing anecdotes. Messrs. Fox, Morrison, James, 



Knauss, and Newton were then introduced, 
and held the attention of the boys by their 
eloquence. Robert E. Leetch, 'oo, and Stuart 
N. Hutchison, 'oo, now of Princeton Seminary, 
also spoke a few words, and last, but not least, 
Capt. Chalmers and the other members of the 
football team were called upon. 

That the spirit of Lafayette always lives 
was shown Saturday night when, even though 
disappointed at the defeat by Princeton, the 
students surrounded the training club where 
sat twelve disheartened football warriors who 
had fought bravely for the Maroon and White 
and cheered each man and sang the college 
songs. Another smoker was held Monday 
night. The speakers were Prof. March and 
Messrs. Morrison, Knauss, and Newton. The 
enthusiasm was as pronounced as on Saturday 
night, and the undergraduates proved that 
they would stand by their team as well in 
defeat as in victory.

STUDENTS' MEETING. 

DR. J. W. MOORE called a meeting of the 
students in his room on Wednesday 
morning to discuss the advisability of self- 
government by the students in and about the 
dormitories. Hiram Keller, 'oi, was elected 
chairman and J. L. Wallace, 'oi, secretary. 
Some suggestions were offered by Dr. Moore, 
after which plans for maintaining discipline in 
the dormitories were discussed. The following 
plan was adopted : ' ' That one student from 
each hall be elected by the residents of that 
hall, and that the representatives from all the 
halls be formed into a governing assembly with 
power to make the rules and to enforce them. 
Certain members of the faculty are to form a 
committee higher in authority than the stu- 
dents' governing body, to which anyone may 
appeal if he deems himself unjustly treated.

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FOUNDER'S DAY AT LAFAYETTE 
COLLEGE. 

THE exercises of Founder's Day at Lafay- 
ette College were of more than usual in- 
terest this year. The recent growth and 
development of the work of the college has 
attracted notice not only from the alumni of 
the college, but also from the general public. 
The exercises of this year, as the last exercises 
of this character in the nineteenth century, 
naturally seemed to close an epoch. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
day was the unveiling of the window in the 
Van Wickle Library, which was given as a 
memorial to Mr. Van Wickle by his wife, who 
is the daughter of the late Ario Pardee, and 
whose name is so familiar to all friends of the 
college. The window was designed by Fred- 
erick Wilson, the well known artist, and 
executed by the Tiffany Company, of New 
York. The subject is that scene in the career 
of Sir Philip Sidney, when, wounded on the 
battlefield of Zutphen, he passes the draught 
of water which has been brought him to a 
private soldier in the agony of death, with 
the words: "Thy necessity is greater than 
mine." The window has been carried out in 
all the beauty of execution for which the 
Tiffany Company is so celebrated and gives 
the finishing touch to the beautiful reading 
room of the library. 

The public exercises were held in the 
auditorium of Pardee Hall at 4 o'clock in the 
• afternoon. President Warfield presided, and 
in opening the exercises spoke as follows : 

"We are met here to-day to recognize our debt to the 
founders of thi9 college ; and it is worth while noting 
that this is the last time that we shall do so in the 
nineteenth century. Lafayette is a child of this cen- 
tury. It has no history linking it to the early days of 
settlement, such as its venerable sisters Harvard and 
William and Mary possess ; it has no part in the co- 
lonial life of America, such as belongs to Yale and 
Princeton and Columbia ; nor was it one of the early 
creations of the zeal for learning which animated the 
young republic in the last days of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, such as are scattered from Bowdoin in Maine to 
Transylvania in Kentucky. Lafayette College was 
founded to meet the needs of the nineteenth century, 
and her whole history has passed before men who are 
here to-day. 



"Those who can remember the conditions of diffi- 
culty which surrounded the college in its earliest years 
can best appreciate the growth that has been attained. 
Its first president loved the college with a deep affec- 
tion, and always spoke with enthusiasm of its beautiful 
location and its possibilities of usefulness. Lovely 
Lafayette was his well-loved phrase. We may rejoice 
that the passing years, and the gifts of those who own 
her charms, only make her yet more lovely. We are 
happy in the new buildings, in the added conveniences, 
in the growth in students. It is an auspicious thing 
to stand at the threshold of a new century with the 
largest number of students in our history, and the best 
equipment for their instruction. It would be sad if we 
had the students without adequate means to teach 
them ; it would be shameful if we had a fine equipment, 
but no students to make use of it. It is the con- 
junction of means and end, of boys and buildings, of 
pupils and professors, which makes us feel that the 
present is prosperous and the future bright. 

11 May the next age give growth, sound and strong. 
I would not venture to confine it to the compass of my 
mind. Each age has its own ideals and its own attain- 
ments. But I dare express the hope that our college 
will ever be true to the past ; that it will remain a col- 
lege ; that it will remain a teaching college ; that it 
will set tasks worthy of a sturdy manhood, and not 
offer easy avenues to a luxurious dilettantism ; that it 
will hold faith, and culture, and citizenship, as but dif- 
ferent phases of one robust manhood, ana that it will 
keep as its motto the Master's words : ' Let him that 
is greatest among you be the servant of all.' " 

The speaker of the day, Rev. John Bancroft 
Devins, of the New York Observer \ then made 
an address on "The Making of a Newspaper." 
The following is a brief abstract of Mr. Dev- 
ins* address : 

After tracing briefly the history of journalism from 
the fifteenth century, and showing the rapid progress 
made in the closing decade of the present century, Mr. 
Devins took his audience through the various depart- 
ments of a metropolitan newspaper, showing the edi- 
tors, reporters, compositors, proof-readers, stereotypers, 
and pressmen at work, and gave many incidents from 
his own experience in some of these departments, and 
his observation in others. He then discussed the news- 
paper as an educator, urging that in the twentieth cen- 
tury, preacher, teacher, and editor should be allies and 
not, as too often in the past, opponents. Concerning 
the importance of the press, he quoted with approval 
Carlyle's statement : 

"The newspaper constitutes the essence of all his- 
tory," and Webster's similar testimony : " If you want 
to find genuine history you must look for it in the 
newspapers and in private letters." He also agreed 
with Edward Everett, who, in speaking of the leading 
papers of his day, said : •• Where can we find greater 
accuracy than in these papers. If truth ever emerges 
from the well, in which she is said to abide, it is to 
clothe herself in print." 

The Sheldon experiment was commended as an illus- 
tration of the zeal and sincerity of the Topeka preacher, 
although in the opinion of the speaker, the adventure 
was a failure, except for the owners of the paper. 
•• Good intentions and honesty of purpose alone do not 
constitute the entire equipment of an editor, of either 
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a secular or a religious newspaper." On this point he 
said further : 

** Nearly every man except an editor knows just 
how to run a paper, but if more men tried it there 
would be fewer critics, for where one man succeeds, 
twenty find that 

1 Man's a vapor 

Full of woes ; 

Starts a paper, 

Up he goes.'" 
As the new century will bring new conditions and 
new methods of meeting them, the speaker sketched 
an ideal newspaper, saying in substance : 

••The twentieth century newspaper will not neces- 
arily be a new publication, but it will probably be one 
of those already as nearly ideal as its readers are. It 
will be attractive, clean, with clear print, bright head- 
ings, and popular writers. It will not attempt to 'mir- 
ror the times more in an historical than a journalistic 
sense.' It will contain the news of the day, 'all that's 
fit to print, • and when printed and seen, readers will 
know • it is so.' A paper may be free from all objec- 
tionable matter, and contain so little reading that is of 
present-day interest that it will be siniplv pure and 
dull, and to the average reader as uninteresting as if it 
had been printed a year before and just offered for sale. 
Few people would read such a paper, if it were deliv- 
ered at tneir door ; fewer still would buy a copy from 
a newsboy. Its circulation would dwindle in spite of 
the good intention of its editor ; its influence as a 
leader of public opinion would soon cease. 

"Special newspaper training will be needed to fit 
one to edit this paper successfully. In the school of 
journalism — a newspaper office — alone can this train- 
ing be secured. There "are few people who would en- 
trust a litigation involving a large Estate to a book 
agent or a doctor. Neither the willingness of a man 
to argue against a leading member of the bar, nor his 
high moral character would justify the experiment. 
The man at a reception who had never played a piano, 
but was willing to try it, fitly represents those who 
think that because they can write letters, or sermons, 
therefore they can write editorials, review books, dis- 
cuss politics, secure news, report meetings, pass upon 
manuscripts, and perform the other exacting duties 
which come to an editor daily. 

"The expensive experiment of religious people in 
starting the New York world \ and the New York Daily 
Witness would seem to indicate that Christian readers 
in New York will not support a daily paper that has 
'Piety' written on every page. They look upon a 
daily paper termed ' Christian' as they do upon a hotel 
called • Temperance' ; while approving the more ex- 
cellent institution, they patronize the other one. To 
conduct a daily paper, professedly Christian, would re- 

auire sufficient capital to employ as capable a staff as 
le most enterprising papers now have, and enough 
more capital to conduct it at a loss until a constituency 
could be secured. It must not be forgotten that news- 
paper patrons, like lovers, are won, and the wooing is 
sometimes long and expensive. However high the 
idea may be in the mind of the editor, he is dependent 
for the sale, of his paper on people who are wholly 
practical and not at all imbued with his ideality. But 
a daily Christian paper, in the hands of efficient men, 
backed by sufficient capital, would undoubtedly win a 
strong place with the reading public. 

•'Capital will be needed to carry on the twentieth 
century newspaper. Extracts from books, condensa- 



tion of reports, quotations from sermons, homilies upon 
the shortcomings of classes in society, will not satisfy 
the reading public. Christian men admire consecra- 
tion, but they will let a newspaper severely alone un- 
less it contains, what they have a right to expect, the 
news of the day. A paper • brick' is as bad as a gold 
1 brick' — worse, if stamped * Christian.' Able writers, 
alert correspondents, the news ahead of your rivals and 
presented in an attractive manner, this one must have 
if he is to make a paper a success, and, therefore, a 
power for good in the community, and this requires 
capital. A thousand dollars, fifteen hundred dollars, 
have been paid for the articles used in a single issue of 
a religious paper, which was secured for ten cents, or 
for four cents by regular subscribers at ministerial 
rates. 

"Shall the press be endowed? At first blush this 
idea is repellant ; one is tempted to say : ' If the public 
will not support a newspaper, let it die. ' One does 
not say that in starting a Bible society nor in conduct- 
ing a tract society. This is not the rule of conduct to- 
wards a college, not even the largest ones. Why not 
say : * If the public will not support Columbia, or 
Princeton, or Yale, or tbe New York University, let it 
die ?' President Low gives a million-dollar memorial 
library to Columbia ! What a memorial such a gift, or 
one half as large, to a newspaper would be ! What 
opportunities it would present ! What a power for good 
a paper with that backing could become ! And there 
would be little more risk than in endowing an institu- 
tion. In either case, it is a question of confidence in 
those receiving the money. 

" The ideal twentieth century newspaper will be 
owned by Christian men, probably endowed, manned 
by the brightest minds of the day — college men, Chris- 
tian men, from editor-in-chief to pressman. Its literary 
tone will equal the best magazine writing of the day ; 
its news features will be as attractive as those displayed 
by the so-called • yellow sheets, ' while they will be pre- 
sented in such a manner that the husband and father 
will not have to buy it at the news-stand on his way to 
tbe office, having ordered one less sensational for his 
wife and children to read. 

11 Paragraphs and not column articles will be the rule. 
The first chapter of Genesis, which gives the history 
of half of eternity in a sentence, will be the pattern for 
reporters, those on space, as well as those on salary. 
When crimes are mentioned, those committing them 
will not wear a halo ; ordinary forgers will not always 
be called 'scions of distinguished families' nor women 
shoplifters be described invariably as 'ladies of rare 
beauty and evident good breeding.' There will be 
discrimination and also truthfulness shown in report- 
ing meetings ; gatherings which are of equal size will 
not be described as 'a mere handful in the hall,' if it 
is the opponent's meeting, and as * an assemblage that 
filled the vast auditorium' if our candidate happens to 
be the speaker. 

"This ideal paper will touch every department 
of life. Nothing that concerns humanity will be 
foreign to it. Something in it for every reader, and a 

freat deal of interest to all, will be its motto. It will 
ave capable correspondents in every important news 
centre ; it will be a newspaper — the news selected and 
edited from a religious point of view. It will not be 
large; it will not be ideal if it is bulky. The legiti- 
mate news of the day, religious, philanthropic, educa- 
tional, literary, will be condensed where possible and 
extended when necessary ; not only will the news be 
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S resented in its due proportion, but it will be reviewed 
y trained editorial experts, who will analyze it, not 
to find in it a plea for or against political parties, but 
to guide the reader in his thinking, to broaden his 
vision and to make him a better citizen, a better man. 
41 The newspaper of the day, always excepting those 
under review, are not perfect, especially those issued 
by the other office. They are better than they were; a 
more tolerant spirit is seen on the editorial pages of 
even the religious papers ; the news is fresher and pre- 
sented more entertainingly than twenty-five years ago. 
The papers, secular and religious, will be better yet a 
decade nence. Criticism willimprove them somewhat; 
judicious approval will go even farther than censure to 
make them all they should be. As Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid, of the New York Tribune \ has said : 

" * The power of the newspaper is not declining. 
Never before was it so great. Never before did it offer 
such a career. But it is power, accompanied by the 
usual conditions — greatest when most self-respecting 
and least self-seeking. There is more good young 
blood tending to this than to any other profession. 
There is more movement in it than in bar or pulpit, or 
whatever other so-called profession you will ; more 
growth, a larger opportunity, a greater future. We 
are getting the best.' " 

After Mr. Devens' lecture, Dr. Warfield, in 
behalf of the trustees of the college, con- 
ferred degrees as follows : Doctor of Laws on 
W. W. Cottingham, Supt. of Schools of 
Easton for forty-seven years ; Doctor of 
Divinity on Rev. James H. Snowdeu, of 
Washington, Pa., one of the trustees of 
Washington and Jefferson College ; Master of 
Arts on Charles A. Oliver, M.D., of Phila- 
delphia; and Doctor of Philosophy (in course) 
on Rev. Ernst P. F. Pfatteicher, of Lebanon. 
Following this the audience was dismissed 
with the benediction by Rev. J. H. Snowden.

OWING to the fact that Syracuse Univer- 
sity had . canceled their game scheduled 
with us for last Saturday, the management 
secured a game with' the Newark A. C. La- 
fayette's team was still somewhat crippled, as 
a result of the Princeton game a week before, 
so an eleven made up largely of substitutes, 
started the game. Freer was in the snap-back 
position, but showed lack of experience, and 
was soon replaced by Bachman, who played 
his usual steady game. Cooper took Trout's 
position at left guard, and Iseman was found 
at left half-back in place of Launt. Morrison 
played Capt. Chalmers' position at left end. 

Newark displayed unexpected strength, es- 
pecially during the first part of the game, 
when by a series of short plunges she suc- 
ceeded in carrying the ball to our ten-yard line, 
where it was lost on downs. After this our 
team seemed to take a brace, and only once 
throughout the remainder of the game was 
Newark able to make the necessary five yards. 
Ernst, Cooper and Piatt, did most of the ground 
gaining for Lafayette, while Koehler, Mc- 
Mahon, and Wiedemnayer excelled in this re- 
spect for Newark. Just before time was 
called in the second half, Koehler circled left 
end for a sensational run of twenty-five yards. 

FIRST HALF. 

Lafayette won the toss and chose the north 
goal. McMahon kicked off to Cooper, who 
ran fifteen yards before being downed. Cure 
was sent through the center for three yards, 



and Piatt lost two on an attempted end run. 
The signal was then given for a kick, but the 
ball was passed slowly and the kick was 
blocked. McMahon fell on the ball on Lafay- 
ette's thirty-three-yard line. Koehler made 
ten yards, and Wiedenmayer and McMahon 
made short gains bringing the ball to the ten- 
yard line, but they were unable to advance it 
further and Lafayette secured the ball on 
downs. On the first play, Cure attempted a 
kick. Freer, however, passed the ball low and 
Gibson fell on it back of the line, but English 
was way off side, and the play was not allowed, 
Lafayette being given the ball to line-up on 
the twenty-yard line. Piatt went through 
right tackle for forty yards, and Cure added 
four more. Lafayettte fumbled but Stayer re- 
gained the ball. Cure advanced three yards, 
and Cooper found an opening for fifteen. 
Piatt and Ernst made short gains, and then 
Cooper, after advancing seven yards, dropped 
the ball and it was Newark's on her ten-yard 
line. Three downs lost a yard for them how- 
ever, and McMahon was forced to punt, La- 
fayette getting the ball on the thirty-five-yard 
line. Close formation plays netted about 
twenty-five yards, and a delayed pass enabled 
Cure to carry the ball over the line, but it was 
claimed that he ran out of bounds, so the ball 
was brought back to the ten-yard line. On 
the first play Ernst plunged through center for 
Lafayette's first touchdown. Bachman missed 
a difficult goal. Score : Lafayette, 5 ; Newark, 
o. 

McMahon kicked off to Ernst who gained 
fifteen yards before being downed on the 
thirty-five-yard line. An end run of Iseman 's 
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of ten yards, and steady line plunges by 
Cooper, Piatt, and Cure, took the ball to 
Newark's ten-yard line, and only the call of 
time prevented another touchdown. 

SECOND HALF. 

Cure kicked off to Koehler, who ran the ball 
from his ten-yard line to within fifteen yards 
of the center of the field. Newark was unable 
to gain, and Lafayette secured the ball on 
downs. Cooper, Cure, and Ernst, by repeated 
gains, took the ball to Newark's five-yard line. 
Here the visitors played excellent football, and 
it took four rushes for the Maroon and White 
to carry the ball over the line. Cure made 
the touchdown, and Bachman kicked the goal. 
Score: Lafayette, n ; Newark, o. 

Chalmers took Morrison's place at end, the 
latter going to quarter in place of Stayer, who 
had his hand slightly injured. E. Haldeman 
was substituted for Piatt at left half-back, and 
Piatt went to full-back in place of Cure. 
Cairnes kicked off to Iseman, who carried the 
ball back to the thirty-five-yard line. Then 
Lafayette proceeded to carry the ball straight 
down the field for another touchdown, which 
was made by Iseman. No goal. Score : La- 
fayette, 1 6 ; Newark, o. 

On the next kick-off Morrison carried the 
ball back twenty-five yards, and Chalmers 
made an end run of twenty-five more. A fum- 
ble gave the ball to Newark near the center of 
the field. Koehler circled right end for thirty 
yards, and Wiedenmayer advanced three more 
on a mass on tackle, just as the game ended.

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GAYLEYHALL.

The site chosen is between 
the Library and Blair Hall, and includes a part 
of the nursery* and the southern tennis court. 
There will be a main building facing the east 
with a frontage of eighty -eight feet and a 
depth of thirty-eight feet, to the rear of 
which will be an addition of about thirty- 
five feet in depth, and from twenty to fifty feet 
in width : thus giving an entire depth of about 
seventy- five feet. The main section will con- 
tain an elevated basement, and two stories 
with a third floor room situated over the main 
hallway, to be used for photographic purposes. 
The arrangement of the floors is as follows : 
basement-storage room for inflammable mate- 
rials, a laboratory for first-year work with a 
desk capacity of fifty-six, and a metallurgical 
laboratory ; first floor — lecture room, capacity, 
one-hundred and fifty, and an organic labora- 
tory capacity, forty-five ; second floor — quan- 
titative and qualitative laboratories, capacity, 
forty-five each. In the addition at the rear, 
the basement will contain the heating appa- 
ratus, lockers, and an assay room ; first floor — 
the office, and a fine large library and museum ; 
second floor — instructor's room, quiz, and 
balance rooms. Each floor will have its stock 
room, and all the laboratories will be thirty- 
five feet square, and each desk furnished with 
gas and running water. There will be in all, 
desk room for three hundred. Besides the 
apparatus already at hand, a large stock, which 
the present laboratory was unable to accomo- 
date, will be secured, — such as spectroscopic 
and electrical apparatus. 

On entering the main hallway the first thing 
to be seen will be a large mineral case standing 
in the middle. In the hall, as in the museum 
and library beyond, the floor will be mosaic 
and the woodwork oak. In the museum will 
be found in show-cases a valuable collection, 
already of considerable size and rapidly increas- 
ing; around the walls will be the library. This 
collection contains many valuable books, and 



it is the intention of Professor Hart to greatly 
increase the library in the near future. This 
library is made possible through the generosity 
of Henry W. Oliver, of Pittsburg, who endowed 
it with $5,000. The furniture and woodwork 
are the gift of The Baker and Adamson Chem- 
ical Co. , of Easton. 

The building will be fire-proof throughout ; 
built of fine red brick laid in Flemish bond, 
and will resemble, in style, the type of the 
Columbia University building, or the Law 
School , at Philadelphia. The chemical depart- 
ment and the college at large owe much to the 
munificence of James Gayley. of the Carnegie 
Steel Co. , who came to the rescue in the hour 
of need with $30,000. 

As before stated work has been begun, but, 
owing to unavoidable delay with both the 
plans and the contract, it is feared that it will 
not be finished before June, 1901.

DEMOCRATIC CLUB MEETING. 

The Democrats of the college held a rally 
in the president's room, last Tuesday evening. 
Lawyer Xander, of Easton, was the speaker of 
the evening. He opened his remarks by 
asking the question, "Why Should I Be a 
Democrat in Pennsylvania ?' ' He mentioned 
several reasons for so doing; its-., attacks 
on the school system, Baker Ballot Law, and 
the rottenness of the judiciary. 

Mr. Xander claimed that the Republican 
party was overthrowing the constitution in 
six vital points which are enumerated in the 
preamble. As illustrations of this, he cited the 
following cases : Yielding up of a section of 
Alaska — government by injunction — levying 
tariff upon Porto Rico — subjugation of 
Philippines. 

Imperialism, said Lawyer Xander, was not 
a phantasy, but a reality. The speaker 
ridiculed the suggestion of a 4 4 full dinner pail/ ' 
and predicted the election of Bryan and 
Stevenson. Mr. Xander' s speech was both 
eloquent and forcible, and was listened to with 
rapt attention.

literature and art.

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STORY OF A GREAT PENNSYLVANIA 
COLLEGE. 

UNDER the above heading, the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, in the edition of Sunday, Oct. 
27th, devoted a full page to Lafayette College, 
giving a complete account of its early history, 
and tracing its growth up to the present time. 
The Inquirer also published, in connection with 
this story, photo-engravures of some of the 
men most prominent in the development of 
the college, among whom were Rev. Dr. 
William C. Cattell, Ario Pardee. Prof. Selden 
J. Coffin, and Pres. E. D. Warfield. Eight 
views of the buildings were also inserted, 
including McKeen Hall, Old South Hall, Van 
Wickle Memorial Library, Observatory, 
Pardee Hall, Martien, Fayerweather, and 
Powell Halls, and the Gymnasium.

E. A. Kinsey, 1901, captain of the Cornell 
track team, and one of Cornell's best pole 
vaulters, has resigned his position and will not 
return to college. 

At Wesleyan the same system in selecting 
men for the mandolin club is used as in pick- 
ing the football team. Candidates are allowed 
to accompany the club on its minor trips, and 
an opportunity is given them to show their 
ability. 

The Yale faculty has voted to allow the 
University Glee and Banjo Clubs to take the 
longest trip in the history of American 
colleges. They are to go clear across the 
continent during the Christmas holidays, 
singing at Los Angeles and San Francisco. 

A gift which amounts to $100,000 has been 
made the University of California by Mrs. 
Saphar, of Oakland, Cal. Of this amount 
$75,000 will go toward the endowment of a 
chair in some branch of classical literature, 
either Latin or Greek. The remainder is a 
gift in real estate in Oakland and will amount 
to about $25,000. Of this $20,000 will be 
used to found a law library. 

After very careful consideration of the 
situation, it has been decided by Yale University 
not to establish a bank on the campus. The 
scheme was suggested and much discussed the 
past year. It was thought the bank would 
prove a very considerable convenience to 
students. It was found, however, that there 
were certain technical legal difficulties in the 
way of the University in any such plan, and, 
as from the first it was contemplated to 
operate the bank in connection with the 
treasurer's office, the idea was considered not 
feasible. 
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FOOTBALL. 



LAFAYETTE, 34 ; LEHIGH, O. 

DESPITE the unpleasant weather, about 
four hundred loyal supporters accom- 
panied the Lafayette team to South Bethlehem 
last Saturday, to see them defeat their old 
rival, Lehigh, which they did, and so emphat- 
ically that the Lehigh rooters are still wonder- 
ing how it all happened. In the first half 
Lafayette rolled up twenty-three points, five 
of which resulted from a difficult field goal 
by Cure from the thirty-yard line. In the 
second half the Maroon and White continued 
to tear the Lehigh line to pieces, and before 
darkness ended the game, eleven more points 
had been scored, making the final score, thirty- 
four to nothing. 

The team deserves great praise for their ex- 
cellent work, since they were without the ser- 
vices of Trout, who lasted but two or three min- 
utes, and Stayer, who was unable to accom- 
pany the team on account of sickness. The 
wet weather made the field slippery, and the 
ball hard to handle, nevertheless there were 
only two fumbles, one of which resulted in 
Bachman securing the ball and making a touch- 
down. Morrison, at quarter, played surpris- 
ingly well, his handling of kicks, and running 
them back through a broken field, being one 
of the features of the game. 

The individual work of the Lafayette play- 
ers was of a high order. Cure's punting was 
of great assistance ; he got all of his kicks away 
safely, and always gained a great deal of 
ground. On one occasion he punted from La- 
fayette's twenty-five-yard line and the ball did 
not stop rolling until it had reached Lehigh's 



ten-yard line. Chalmers played a brilliant 
game at tackle, and Ernst, Cooper, Cure, Piatt, 
and Launt seldom failed to gain when given 
the ball. Slattery and E. Haldeman made 
good gains on close formation plays, Halde- 
man making a run of sixty-five yards for a 
touchdown. 

FIRST HALF. 

Shortly after 2.30 o'clock the two teams ap- 
peared on the field. Lafayette won the toss 
and chose to defend the east goal. Capt. 
Gearhart kicked off. Elliott brought the ball 
back to the forty-five-yard line. Ernst made 
three yards through center, Cure added three 
more through the same place, and Launt made 
four around end, bringing the ball to the center 
of the field. Piatt went through right tackle 
for three yards, and Cure made two more on a 
delayed pass. Trout left the game and Cooper 
took his place. Ernst advanced eight, and 
Piatt ten yards. Short gains by Launt and 
Piatt, enabled Piatt to make the first touch- 
down. Chalmers punted out to Piatt, and 
Bachman kicked the goal. Score : Lafayette, 
6 ; Lehigh, o. 

Lehigh kicked off thirty-five yards to Launt, 
who ran out of bounds at the thirty-yard line. 
Lehigh secured the ball on downs. Persons 
gained three yards, and on the third down 
Hinkle made two more. Hinkle and Fara- 
baugh failed to gain, and Gearhart tried for a 
field goal but failed. Cure punted from twenty- 
five-yard line. Lehigh fumbled and Slattery 
fell on the ball. Lafayette carried the ball to 
within a foot of Lehigh's goal line, but here 
Lehigh took a firm stand and held for downs. 
Persons punted to Morrison on the thirty-yard 
line. Cure, Cooper, and Ernst carried the 
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ball to the twenty-yard line, and then Cure 
dropped back and kicked his field goal. 

Gearhart kicked off to Launt who advanced 
to the thirty-yard line. Slattery and E. Hal- 
deraan between them advanced ten yards on 
close formation plays, and then Haldeman 
plunged through the line for a pretty run of 
sixty-five yards and a touchdown. Bachman 
kicked the goal. Score: Lafayette, 17; 
Lehigh, o. 

Lehigh kicked off thirty-five yards to Mor- 
rison who carried the ball back to the center 
of the field. Cure hit the center for nine 
yards, and Ernst followed with ten more. 
Cooper, Slattery, and E. Haldeman carried the 
ball to within four yards of a touchdown, but 
there was a fumble. Bachman, however, se- 
cured the ball and made a touchdown, from 
which he kicked a goal. Score : Lafayette, 
23 ; Lehigh, o. 

Lehigh kicked off and after a few plays the 
half ended with the ball in Lafayette's posses- 
sion on Lehigh's forty-yard line. 

SECOND HALF. 

Cure kicked off fifty yards to McCormick 
who ran back to the thirty-yard line. Mc- 
Cormick makes four yards, and Hinkle ad- 
vances two more. Chalmers is injured and W. 
Haldeman takes his place. Whitehead makes 
five yards on a double pass. Piatt and Mc- 
Cormick are forced to retire. Slattery goes to 
half-back in place of Piatt, and Allen takes 
Slattery's place at end. Fuller goes in for Mc- 
Cormick. Launt tackled Farabaugh for a loss 
of four yards. Hinkle punted thirty yards to 
Morrison. Short gains carried the ball to 
Lehigh's twenty-five- yard line, where a try at 
field goal failed.

INTERCOLLEGIATE. 

THE Yale bicentennial anniversary was held 
October 20-23, 1901. 

There is to be no Penn. -Harvard freshman 
football game this fall. 

A French club has been organized at Yale, 
the object of which is stated to be the pro- 
motion of interest in French. Meetings will 
be held every two weeks. It is planned to 
have public lectures by distinguished French- 
men. 

The Carlisle Indians made $10,000 out of 
football last year. 

State College defeated Bucknell in the annual 
dual meet 51 to 45. 

Williams won the New England Intercolle- 
giate championship recently, securing thirty 
and two-thirds to twenty-eight and two-thirds 
for Brown, twenty-five for Bowdoin, twenty 
and two- thirds for Dartmouth, eight for Uni- 
versity of Maine, six and two-thirds for Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, five and 
two-thirds for Amherst, and two-thirds for 
Wesleyan. 

Harvard has followed the lead of Columbia 
and has formed an automobile club too. 
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Yale is using a new guard on tackle-back 
formation this season, which proved very 
effective against Dartmouth. 

The subject for the Yale-Harvard debate, 
which will be held this year at Cambridge on 
December 2, has been chosen as follows : 
11 Resolved, That the permanent retention of 
the Philippine Islands by the United States is 
desirable.' ' 

The registration figures give the total enroll- 
ment of the Harvard University as 4,234 — a 
gain of 167 over last year. 

The bi-centennial buildings at Yale are 
rapidly progressing. They are to include a 
large dining hall 200 x 60 feet. 

The Yale Y. M. C. A. held its first recep- 
tion to the classes of 1902 and 1903 S., the 
night after college began. 

Kraenzlein, who is to take a P. G. course at 
U. of P., will coach the broad jumpers and 
hurdlers, not being eligible for the inter- 
collegiate. 

The Intercollegiate Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion held its tournament this year at the 
Merion Cricket Club. Little, of Princeton, 
won in the singles, and Little and Alexander 
in the doubles. 

A poll of the college was recently held by 
the Princeton Republican Club. McKinley 
received 997 votes and Bryan 41. 

The Yale Freshman football team played 
the Law School team October 29 for a short 
half. Neither side scored. 

The Yale Democratic Club had the honor of 
escorting Mr. Bryan from New Haven to New 
York, and later to Madison Square Garden. 

The University of Chicago has an endow- 
ment of $1 1 ,000,000. 

"Maxey" Long ran a quarter of a mile 
straight away in 47 seconds flatatGuttenburg, 
N. J., October 4, breaking all previous records 
for that event. 



The total enrollment at the University of 
California this year is over 3,000, an increase 
of 400 per cent, in a decade. 

More than 2,500 students are registered in 
the University of Illinois, an increase of over 
500 on last year's enrollment. 

Hereafter California and Stanford will 
engage only alumni of their respective institu- 
tions as coaches for their athletic teams. 

Prof. D. A. Kent, of Iowa State Agri- 
cultural College, has been appointed by the 
Sultan instructor in farming for the Turkish 
government. 

Chicago University will offer a course in 
foreign commerce next spring for men who 
expect to become consuls to foreign countries 
or to engage in importing and exporting. 

The September Black and Red of North- 
western University, Wisconsin, has in its 
literary department an article in German and 
a Latin oration, besides a number of English 
articles. 

The Freshman class at Dartmouth numbers 
215, the largest entering class in the history of 
that institution. A new dormitory has been 
added to the number of college buildings at a 
cost of $45,000. 

In the death of Prof. Henry Barnard, 
LL.D., the past summer, America lost one of 
her foremost educators. Prof. Barnard was 
a graduate of Yale. He was the first United 
States Commissioner of Education. 

The Yale Glee and Banjo Clubs will take a 
trip across the continent at holiday time, sing- 
ing at Los Angeles and San Francisco. They 
will be the first eastern college musical organ- 
ization to touch the Pacific coast. 

Yale, Harvard, Brown, Dartmouth, and 
Wesleyan are negotiating for an intercollegiate 
basketball association, the members of which 
will play for the intercollegiate championship 
this winter. Other colleges will be admitted 
on application. 
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Rev. Rush Rhees, Amherst, was inaugu- 
rated as president of the University of Rochester 
with impressive ceremonies October nth, and 
formally presented with the keys and charter 
of the institution. Addresses were made by 
President Low of Columbia, President Harper 
of Chicago, and President Seely of Smith. 

The Bi-centennial Committee, of Yale, have 
made public the plans for the celebration of 
the University's two-hundredth anniversary. 

The University of California is to have a 
$2,000,000 gymnasium to be built of white 
marble. Practically open air exercise will be 
given by the construction of a movable roof. 

The size of the entering class in some of the 
smaller institutions of the East is as follows : 
University of Vermont, 89; University of 
Maine, 109 ; Rutgers, 63 ; Colby, 71 ; Dart- 
mouth, 202 ; Amherst, 122. 

Harvard Medical, Dental, and Veterinary 
schools, are to be moved to Brookline, where an 
estate of twenty-six acres has been purchased, 
between Huntington avenue, Longwood 
avenue and Francis street. 

Columbia was represented at the Paris 
Exposition by exhibits in education, psychol- 
ogy, law and library administration. The 
gold medals were awarded, one for its general 
exhibit, and one for its exhibit in education. 

According to the registration figures made 
public, there are 2,474 students in all depart- 
ments of Yale University, which is 43 fewer 
than a year ago. 

A new fraternity to which students in chem- 
istry alone are eligible, has been established at 
the University of Illinois. It is known as 
Phi Lambda Upsilon and has six charter 
members. 

The annual cane spree between the two 
lower classes at Lehigh, resulted in a tie, the 
sophomores winning the relay race, and the 
freshmen the baseball game, neither side 
scoring in the football game. 



Daily papers are issued by Harvard, Yale, 
Pennsylvania, Princeton, Cornell, Brown, 
California, Wisconsin, Michigan, and Leland 
Stanford. 

According to the latest catalogue of ten 
leading American Universities, their relative 
numerical strength is as follows : Harvard, 
5,250 ; Columbia, 3,729 ; Michigan, 3,346 ; 
Yale, 2,474 ; Pennsylvania, 2,656 ; Cornell, 
2,645; Wisconsin, 2,025; Chicago, 1,680; 
Princeton, 1,194 J Johns Hopkins, 622. 

The University of Chicago is planning the 
erection of a new club house for the use of the 
students. It will be five stories high and will 
contain a large banquet and dining hall, which 
may be used for dancing if desirable. 
Bowling alleys, billiard tables, and other 
means of amusement are provided. The cost 
is to be $200,000. 

The trophies Kraenzlein won in Paris are 
held by the Philadelphia Custom House 
officials. They claim that an import tax of 
$36 is due on the prizes. The authorities 
claim that Kraenzlein must swear out an 
affidavit stating that the articles were received 
as prizes in athletic events. He has done this 
but the trophies are still held. Kraenzlein 
says if the Custom House does not give him 
the trophies he will convey his case before the 
Treasury Department, at Washington. 

A new course in foreign commerce is to be 
offered at the University next spring. It is 
intended as a course for training men who 
expect to become consuls to foreign countries, 
or to engage in importing and exporting. Dr 
Henry Rand Hatfield, of the department of 
political economy, has been sent to Europe 
for six months to study the commercial 
educational work there, in preparation for the 
new course. Mr. Worthington C. Ford, a 
prominent government statistician, will give 
lectures on statistics at the University begin- 
ning in January. — University of Chicago 
Weekly. 
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The University of Michigan has established 
a course in Marine Engineering to count for 
the degree of M. S. 

Yale held a mock presidential election in 
which McKinley and Roosevelt received 89 
per cent, of the votes cast. 

Flowd W. Parsons, '02, of Grafton, West 
Virginia, has been elected captain of the Lehigh 
University baseball team for the season of 
1901. He has been prominent in athletics, 
chiefly in baseball for several years. Before 
entering Lehigh he played second base on the 
University of West Virginia team during the 
season of '97, and in his freshman year at 
Lehigh played left field on the 'Varsity. 

Professor William H. Pickering, of the 
Harvard Observatory, will leave Cambridge 
next week on an expedition to Jamaica, to do 
some special work with the new 135-foot 
telescope, which was constructed for the 
Observatory last year. The instrument is 
taken to Jamaica that the work may be done 
in the tropics, a region better adapted for 
astronomical observations. It is especially 
hoped that some better photographs of the 
moon can be made than have been produced 
heretofore. If the work proves satisfactory 
the telescope will probably be sent to 
Arequipa, Peru, the Observatory's South 
American Station. 

As a result of a request which President 
Harper, of the University of Chicago, received 
from M. G. Brumbaugh, Commissioner of 
Education in Porto Rico, ten Porto Rican boys 
are to be admitted to the Morgan Park 
Academy, tuition free. Commissioner Braum- 
baugh says that there are hundreds of intel- 
ligent Porto Rican boys and girls who are 
exceedingly anxious to receive education in 
the United States, but who are financially 
unable to do so. The boys' traveling expenses 
are to be paid by the government, and the 
trustees are of the opinion that some charitably 
inclined person will offer to pay their living 
expenses.

Lafayette failed to gain in 
two attempts so Cure punted, the ball going 
out of bounds at his thirty-five-yard line. On 
the next play McCracken fumbled and it was 
Lafayette's ball. Piatt failed at an end run, 
and Horan was unable to gain through the 
center. Cure punted seventy yards to Penn's. 
fifteen-yard line. 

Now Penn. tried the guards-back. Hare 
made eight yards through center, and Mc- 
Cracken and Wallace followed with five more 
each. The admirers of the Red and Blue 
thought a touchdown looked easy, but Lafay- 
ette's line braced mightily, and Penn's next 
two attempts failed to gain. Hare's kick was 
partially blocked, and Wallace fell on the ball, 
or rather meant to fall on it, only to awake 
and find it clasped firmly to Chalmer's bosom 
on Penn's fifty-yard line. Piatt and Iseman 
made but a couple of yards between them, and 
on the third down Cure tried for a goal from 
placement at the fifty-three-yard line. The 
kick, however, was partially blocked and Horan 
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fell on it on the Red and Blue's thirty-five- 
yard line. Iseman then made four yards 
around end before he was tackled by Bennett. 
Cure hit the center for eighteen yards, and 
Piatt and Ernst added ten more through the 
line. Short gains by Ernst and Horan took 
the ball to Penn's. three-yard line. On the 
third down Cure plunged through an opening 
between Hare and McCluskey for a touchdown. 
The try at goal failed. Score : Lafayette, 5 ; 
Pennsylvania, o. 

Hare kicked off to Cure who carried the ball 
back to the twenty-five-yard line. Lafayette 
failed to gain in two attempts, and Cure punted 
to Potter on Penn's thirty-five-yard line. 
Penn. then proceeded to force her way straight 
down the field for a touchdown, none of their 
gains being more than eight yards. Lafayette 
offered a stubborn resistance, and held for 
three downs on her one-yard line. Hare fi- 
nally plunged through the center but fumbled 
and Hodge fell on the ball over the line for a 
touchdown. Hare kicked the goal. Score: 
Pennsylvania, 6 ; Lafayette, 5. 

Cure kicked off to Potter on the five-yard 
line, who carried the ball back thirty-five 
yards. Wallace made ten yards and then Hare 
was forced to kick, the ball going to Piatt at 
Lafayette's twenty-five-yard line. Piatt and 
Ernst found openings in the Quaker line for 
gains of six and eight yards each. Cure 
punted to Potter on the Red and Blue's forty- 
yard line, and the Quakers by fierce line- 
plunges succeeded in carrying it to our forty- 
yard line, where they lost it on a fumble by 
McCracken, and Chalmers fell on the ball. 
Lafayette then made fifteen yards by steady 
gains through the line, and time was called 
with the ball in the center of the field. 

SECOND HALF. 

Cure kicked out of bounds, but on the second 
attempt booted the leather to Potter on Penn's 
twenty-yard line, who carried it back to the 
forty-five-yard line. Wallace and McCracken 
failed to gain, and Hare punted to Lafayette's 
twenty-five-yard line, Morrison bringing the 



ball fifteen yards. Chalmers circled right end 
for a pretty gain of ten yards, and made five 
more through the line. Ernst made one, and 
Cure three more through the center. Horan 
failed to gain, and for the first time, Penn. got 
the ball on downs. Hare went through center 
for five yards. Hodge added four around 
right end, and Potter made six more in the 
same direction. Teas, Davidson, and Wallace 
also took a hand in the ground-gaining, and 
on short rushes the ball was carried to Lafay- 
ette's five-yard line. Here it looked as if La- 
fayette might make a stand and hold for downs, 
but on the third attempt Hodge circled right 
end, and placed the ball squarely behind the 
goal posts. Hare kicked an easy goal. Score : 
Pennsylvania, 12 ; Lafayette, 5. 

Chalmers was hurt, and gave way to W. 
Haldeman. Davidson caught Cure's kick-off 
and carried it back to the twenty-five-yard 
line and fumbled, Horan securing the ball. 
Horan and Ernst carried the ball to Penn's 
fifteen-yard line only to lose it on downs. 
Hare fumbled, and Horan again fell on the 
ball. On the third down Cure dropped back 
to try for a field goal, but the pass was fum- 
bled, and Lafayette's last chance to increase 
the score was lost. Penn. rushed the ball to 
midfield, and Hodge fumbled. After several 
exchanges of punts, it was Penn's ball on her 
forty-five-yard line. Then with Hare doing 
most of the work the ball was carried to La- 
fayette's seven-yard line. Here Lafayette 
made a stubborn resistance and secured the 
ball on downs, just as the game ended. The 
line-up :

WEEK OF PRAYER* 

THE " Week of Prayer " began last Sunday 
evening. As one of the results of North- 
field, Mr. Edmund D. Soper, College State 
Secretary, was secured for the first four meet- 
ings. 

On Sunday evening Mr. Soper spoke on the 
subject, " Becoming a Child.' ' He pointed 
out that every thoughtful man desires entrance 
into the kingdom of heaven. We minimize 
the character of sin by supposing that human 
effort will ever get us into the kingdom. God 
says we must become converted, and become 
as little children. 

On Monday evening he took the character 
of Daniel as the subject of thought. Pointing 
out the difference in environment of ourselves 
and Daniel, how very difficult it was for him 
to live a Christian life, he showed the possibil- 
ity of our living right in spite of our surround- 
ings, and the eternal reward of the overcoming 
life. 

The subject of personal purity was dealt with 
on Tuesday evening, in a plain, helpful man- 
ner, and a strong plea made for clean lives 
among college men. He showed that the sin 
lies in giving way to the imagination, and not 
making earnest and continuous efforts to gain 
control over our passions. We should take 
God into account. 

The last meeting conducted by Mr. Soper 
was on Wednesday evening. In it he pointed 
out the danger in delay. Prompt action should 
follow conviction. Temptations, duties, diffi- 
culties, may delay us, and delay means dimin- 
ished possibilities. We should come at once 
when Jesus calls. 
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THE game with Cornell to-morrow is to a 
certain degree, the decisive battle of the 
season. 

Although both the Princeton and Pennsylva- 
nia games were accompanied by an unmistaka- 
ble element of hard luck, the magnificent show- 
ing made by our team in the latter contest 
under such adverse circumstances, has done 
much to promote a feeling of confidence in the 
ability of the 'Varsity to down the sons of Ezra 
to-morrow. 

We do not desire in these columns to de- 
liver a lofty harangue on the duty of each man 
in college with respect to the game, but a few 
potent facts may do much toward filling the 
bleachers. 

Cornell is to day in the same position she 
found herself last year. She has beaten Prince- 
ton, and a victory over Lafayette means every- 
thing. The spirit at Ithaca for the past week 
has been one of intense enthusiasm. The 
Cornell Sun has published, from' time to time, 
short paragraphs on the condition of the 
L,afayette team, and Cornell men will be 



present in large numbers to root for their 
'Varsity. 

On the other hand there is a spirit of dogged 
determination pervading the Lafayette team, 
and they will certainly be heard from imme- 
diately after the referee's whistle. 

To use a slang phrase, but nevertheless to 
put it plainly, it is up to every man to show 
himself on the field to-morrow. 

We desire to offer two suggestions — First, 
that the management endeavor to carry out the 
plan proposed at the mass meeting before the 
Princeton game; viz., the reserving of the 
Lafayette bleachers for Lafayette men, and 
second, that in cheering, the men pay strict 
attention to the movements of the cheer 
leaders, and to them alone. 

Finally, let us have a duplication of the 
cheering and singing at the Princeton game 
and the 'Varsity will pull out a victory.

GAILEVS ESCAPE FROM TIENTSIN* 

THE Intercollegian for November contains 
an abridgment of a letter written by 
Robert R. Gailey, '94, to a New York friend. 
The letter is of so great interest that we here 
publish a few extracts. 

4 ' It was early Sunday morning, June 17, that the 
Chinese opened fire on the gunboats at Taku in 
reply to the ultimatum of the powers given to the 
officer in command of the Taku forts. These 
forts had the flags of the allied foreign powers 
flying over them by 8 o'clock that morning, and 
by 2.30 that same afternoon the first shell was 
fired into the settlement at Tientsin. My! How 
it did shake us all up ! I had just gone up town 
to see about Mrs. Gailey 's moving up town for a few 
days, and just as I was going into the house of a 
friend to make plans their first shell went whirr- 
ing, sputtering, splashing through the air. It 
took my breath for a moment, and I confess I was 
a little undone. Several things flashed through 
my mind, but I was not long in deciding my 
course of action. My wife and baby were three- 
quarters of a mile away, and these shells were 
going right down in that direction. I got into 
my ricksha and hurried down the street. My 
man pulling me gave out either through heat or 
or fear, likely both, and I jumped out and ran, 
calling to him to follow me, so that he might 
bring Mrs. Gailey and baby. As soon as I got in 
sight of home I saw her coming with baby and 
Mr. Lowrie (of Paotingfu), who was with us at 
the time, carrying such things as they could pick 
up in their hurry and fright. It seemed a long 
way to Gordon Hall that hot, memorable day, 
as we hurried along, pulling the ricksha and hug- 
ging close to the houses and walls to get perchance 
a little cover from those terrible shells that were 
flying over and about us we hardly knew where. 
Exhausted in breath, but strengthened in prayer, 
we came into the Hall and were ordered to go 
down into the cellar. It was dark and damp. 
There were frightened, squawking, gabbling Chi- 
nese women by the dozen, all rushed down into 
the cellars, and there we were without beds or 
food and the night coming on, and with the con- 
stant firing dangerous to go outside. By 4.30 the 
firing ceased, though there was a good deal of 
• sniping ' by the Chinese, and bullets were sing- 
ing over and around the place nearly all the 
time. Food and beds were carried in, and by 
dark we were in some sort of shape for the night. 
That first night was rather sleepless. We men 
patrolled the building all night, and continued to 
do so every night during the siege. I took my 
4 watch * with the others, and it was a novel ex- 
perience to be walking about with a Winchester 
rifle on the watch for intruders, and hearing the 
' snipers ' singing and striking about in the trees 
or against the wall. 
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We were now hoping to get out of Tientsin just 
as soon as possible, but did not know when it 
could be arranged for us to go. Finally, on the 
5th of July, the big ' Fawan ' came up and a big 
lighter (open freight boat) was prepared for the 
people and their personal baggage, which was 
greatly reduced on account of space. By kindness 
of Captain Bagley, officer in command of the al- 
lied forces, we were given a place on the tug, 
which was quite comfortable. 

41 We left Tientsin about n a.m., and reached 
Ton gku by 6.30 p.m. We were ordered to get on 
the coast merchant vessel ' Shengking, ' which 
was already full. Such a scramble for the re- 
maining places ! 

•• It was hopeless to get a place for a tired 
mother and sick baby on that boat. I presented 
my needs to Captain Wise of the U. S. S. 4 Mo- 
nocacy, ' and he was going to give me a place in 
his ship, crowded as he was, when he happened 
to remember a private railroad car standing on 
the siding nearby, and asked me if we could sleep 
in that. It was a godsend. A nice large place, 
with good air and quiet, and we had a good rest- 
ful night, for which we thanked God. The next 
day we were all off by the 4 Shengking ' for the 
transports, which were lying about eight miles 
out from the mouth of the river. As we went 
down the river past the Taku forts, we saw the 
evidences of the guns on the breastworks. The 
flags of the four nations — England, Japan, Ger- 
many, and Russia — were floating over these forts. 
The native towns of Tongku and Taku were in 
smoking ruins. By noon we were out to the an- 
chorage where all the warships were lying, 
about thirty-four of them from the different pow- 
ers. It was a novel sight and a very interesting 
one. We were ordered to ship over to the 4 Hai 
Loong, ' a small craft that was already too full. 

44 We were so crowded that it was utterly im- 
possible for even the women and children to get a 
comfortable place to spend the night, and the re- 
port was that we were to be shipped in this fash- 
ion to Nagasaki, which would mean a three days' 
voyage at the shortest. So we sent word to the 
Admiral, and asked if there could not be some 
provision made for the Americans on the warships 
or the transport 4 Logan, ' which had just come in, 
and thus relieve the 4 Hai Loong, ' and we would 
be more comfortable. In a couple of hours we 
spied the U. S. launch with two small boats in tow 
coming our way, and our hopes went up several 
degrees. Very soon they were hustling our bag- 
gage into the little boats, and all the women and 
children were put into the launch to go off to the 
4 Yorktown. ' 

44 The next morning we were put on the U. S. 
Army transport 4 Logan.' The Ninth Infantry 
from Manila was aboard, and for three days we 
had an opportunity of seeing soldiers and talking 
with them. It was very interesting to see them 
going off with all their equipment, yet we knew 



that many of them would be left in that land as 
sacrifices to the opening up of that dark land to 
the light of truth and civilization. After we had 
waited a week the orders came to move, and right 
glad were we to see the great ship lift anchor and 
steam out through the ships of all the nations into 
the deep blue toward Japan and home. " 

STUDENTS' SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

AT a meeting of the faculty the action of the 
students, in regard to a scheme for self- 
government in and about the dormitories, at a 
a mass meeting on Founder's Day was read 
and accepted. Dr. J. W. Moore, inspector of 
the buildings, was authorized to proceed with 
the development of the scheme and accordingly 
sent to the occupants of the different dormito- 
ries, notices requesting them to elect a House 
Representative and communicate the result to 
him before Tuesday noon, November 6. 

All the halls except Powell and McKeen 
complied with this request and at present the 
scheme is at a standstill — only awaiting the re- 
turns from these two halls. It is desirable 
that Powell and McKeen hold their elections 
as early as possible, so that the Students' Self- 
governing Committee may be perfected and 
organized.

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WEEK OF PRAYER. 

THE evening services in the Y. M. C. A. 
during the "Week of Prayer," were con- 
tinued throughout the entire week, of which 
the first four meetings were reported in the 
last issue. On Thursday evening, the Rev. J. 
Balcom Shaw, D.D., class of '85, of the West- 
side Presbyterian Church, New York, ad- 
dressed the meeting which was held in the 
chapel. Dr. Shaw based his remarks on the 
Scriptural passage : " I have written to you, 
young men, because ye are strong." Among 
other things Dr. Shaw said, " It is a common 
saying that young men have their fortune to 
win. On the contrary, I believe that every 
young man has a fortune of his own — his life, 
and it is only a question of how he shall invest 
it. Invest it so that in middle life and old 
age there will be no notes and mortgages 
coming due in disease and broken down health. 
Invest not in the Evil One, for your notes will 
all be paid in depreciated currency. No man 
is the same after sinning. Invest not in the 
world, for your dividends will all be paid in 
bogus checks. But invest with that banker with 
whom St. John invested. There are only two 
conditions, — surrender of your life and com- 
mitment. Then, and then only, will your 
bonds be good in the life to come. ' ' 

The Rev. J. Corn well Jennings, of the 
Wakefield Presbyterian Church, Germantown, 
Pa. , addressed the meeting, Thursday evening, 
He took as his theme, Peter's denial of his 
Lord. "We place Peter on our calendar as a 
moral coward. But he was always brave and 
bold. How many of us are like him. We 
fail in that in which we thought we were 
strongest. It is not difficult to be courageous 
when courage is at a premium. But the test 
comes when it is below par. It comes when 
the test means that for moral courage and 
right, we must disappoint our closest friends. 
The whole secret is in Peter's life. Before his 
denial he thought only of himself. After this 
he forgot himself and thought only of his 
Master." 



Fred M. Gilbert, the great Yale athlete, 
who is so deeply interested in the Student 
Volunteer Movement, and himself expects to 
go to the foreign field next year, addressed the 
meetings, Saturday and Sunday evenings. On 
Saturday evening he spoke on the ' ' Student 
Movement.' ' First he traced its history from 
the haystack meeting at Williams College in 
1806. Then of its origin in Great Britain, 
largely as a result of the volunteering for 
foreign mission work of Stanley Smith, stroke 
oar of the Cambridge crew, and of Charley 
Studd, captain of the Cambridge eleven, and 
one of the best cricketers in England. He 
spoke also of its spread until to-day it embraces 
not only Christian, but even non-Christian 
lands. There are four main results : First, it 
has led some to go as missionaries. There 
are to-day in foreign lands over 2,000 volun- 
teers. Second, it proves the quality of men 
being sent as missionaries. Third, it has 
made possible the great student conferences, 
the last of which was held in London, January 
1900, at which there were 1600 students 
present, representing twenty- six different 
countries. Fourth, it has been the means of 
inaugurating in the colleges, the scientific 
study of missions, in which 4,000 men are now 
enrolled. 

On Sunday evening, Mr. Gilbert spoke on 
the "Mohammedan Religion." He first 
traced its history. He said there are some 
who think Mohammed was always sincere 
in his work ; others think he was an impostor 
from the beginning, while others hold that he 
was sincere in the beginning, but afterwards 
turned an impostor. He spoke of the great 
need of the Moslen field, and the few missiona- 
ries at work there. It is a call of a great need 
and a great opportunity, especially to the 
medical missionary, who can go where all 
others are forbidden.

We extend to Professor Hart and family the 
heartfelt sympathy of the whole college, and 
pray that God may comfort them in their sad 
bereavement.

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NORMAN EDWARD HART. 

AFTER an illness of thirty-two days, 
Norman Edward Hart, on last Wed- 
nesday morning, was called to his eternal re- 
ward. 

Death was due to a lingering attack of 
typhoid fever, but it was thought that his 
youth and natuial strength would offset the 
ravages of the dread disease. 

Norman Edward Hart was born in Easton, 
March 5, 1880, being the eldest son of 
Professor and Mrs. Edward Hart. His early 
youth showed unmistakable signs of a brilliant 
mind, and his work in the subsequent few 
years of his life gave ample proof of this. 

While at the Easton High School he showed 
marked literary ability, occupying the position 
of editor-in-chief of the High School Junto. 
He graduated with high honors in 1898. He 
entered Lafayette College in the fall of '98 
with the class of 1902, and up to the time of 
his illness was pursuing a course in chemistry. 

He was a member of the Phi Kappa Psi 
Fraternity and of the 1902 Melange Board, 
occupying the position of supervising artist for 
this latter organization. He contributed to 
the 1900 and 1901 Melange \ his sketches 
eliciting much praise. He had also but 
recently completed some work for The 
Lafayette. 

He was an officer in the Brainerd-Union 
Presbyterian Sunday School, and took an 
active interest in its affairs. 

Besides his stricken parents, he is survived 
by two brothers, Richard N., and Francis D.

INTERCOLLEGIATE. 

THE Freshman class at West Point is the 
largest the academy has ever had. 

Among Catholic women the demand for a 
college, rather than a convent education, has 
resulted in Trinity College, at Washington, 
which opens this month. This is the first 
Catholic women's college in the world. 

An innovation in the policy of the college 
towards religious worship has been inaugurated 
at Bowdoin. With the beginning of the pres- 
ent year, church attendance is left to the 
option of the individual student, but an 
accurate record is kept of his attendance and 
this is sent to his parents, thus removing 
the responsibility for church attendance from 
the college authorities. 

It is interesting to note that among Harvard's 
thousands of students, there are only sixty- 
three men privileged to wear "H.'s" Of 
these there are sixteen football "H.'s, M 
fifteen crew, twelve baseball and twenty track 
"H.'s." 

A volume of California stories, such as the 
famous Yale, Harvard and Princeton stories, 
is now in process of publication by the editorial 
staff of the University of California magazine. 
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Several Princeton Freshmen recently stole 
the clapper of the college bell f were caught 
and fined $30 apiece by the Proctors. They 
met this fine by having a number of small 
souvenir clappers made from the captured one, 
by the sale of which they easily raised the 
necessary amount. 

Columbia has been notified that her degree 
of E. M. will be accepted in the mining fields 
of South Africa in place of an examination, 
as evidence of competency to practice mining 
engineering in that country. 

The University of Chicago is planning the 
erection of a new club house for the use of 
the students. It will be five stories high and 
will contain a large banquet and dining hall, 
which may be used for dancing if desirable. 
Bowling alleys, billiard tables, and other 
means of amusement are provided. The cost 
is to be $200,000. 

The oldest college in the world is Mohammed 
College, at Cairo, which was a thousand years 
old when Oxford was founded. It has 11,000 
students. 

Plans are being made for a new gymnasium 
at Princeton, to be erected by the alumni. 

An international conference of athletes will 
soon be held in Paris, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the plan of holding a series of inter- 
national games at Buffalo next year, in con- 
nection with the Pan-American Exposition. 

Yale is in receipt of a gift of $30,000 from 
Wm. E. Dodge, of New York City. The 
sum is to establish an annual course of lectures 
on the " Responsibilities of Citizenship. ' ' 

Mr. Morris Steinert.of New Haven, has given 
to the department of music at Yale, 3 scholar- 
ships of $150 each. These will be awarded 
annually for three years for proficiency in 
organ, piano, and violin playing, respectively. 

Columbia students will this year have two 
new publications. One, the Columbia Law 
Review, is to be edited by the students in the 



third-year law class : the other, called the 
Bulletin, is edited by students in the Teachers 1 
College, and will be modeled after the 
44 Columbia Spectator." 

Out of twenty-six football captains, four 
play at full-back, five at half, two at quarter, 
seven at end. none at center, four at guard, 
and two at tackle. 

The University of Michigan has received 
the de Criscio collection of Latin inscriptions, 
which number more than 250, most of them 
being on slabs of marble. The collection 
represents the work of forty years' research 
by Signor Guiseppo de Criscio, the parish 
priest of Pozzuoli, Italy, and is of great 
archeological value. Its value for advanced 
work in Latin can hardly be estimated. — Ex.

The University of Pennsylvania and 
Columbia University, are to hold a joint 
debate in New York, on December 14th, on 
the question, Resolved, "That the United 
States should establish a system of graded 
subsides, based upon mileage navigated by 
registered American vessels, while engaged in 
foreign trade." 

The Yale musical club last year cleared over 
thirty thousand dollars. 

Notre Dame has 52 Spanish-American stu- 
dents. Pennsylvania has so many that an edi- 
tion of the university catalogue is issued in 
Spanish. 

The authorities of Yale have made an order 
prohibiting the employment of student waiters 
at the university dining hall. This new rule 
was necessitated by the lengthening of the 
hours for serving meals, and though deeply re- 
gretting the action, the authorities feel that 
it is for the welfare of the dining hall. Thirty- 
men are thus thrown out of employment.

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THE game with Lehigh last Saturday was 
played under conditions somewhat similar 
to those of '98 when sleet and snow trans- 
formed the gridiron into a veritable quagmire.

Whether this comment in the Brown and 
White created any feeling or not we do not 
know but the slurs cast upon Lafayette's coach 
by the Lehigh adherents as they passed through 
the town were ungentlemanly, unsportsman- 
like, and uncalled for. 

We have Dr. Newton's own word that pre- 
vious to the game he was requested by Coach 
O'Keson to give attention to the players of the 
Brown and White if injured and it is a well- 
known fact that our coach did render assistance 
to the Lehigh men, the number of times being 
particularly noticeable. The presence of the 
coach on the field was perfectly justifiable and 
we regret that the Lehigh contingent should 
have brought upon themselves the severe crit- 
icism which they certainly deserve.

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NEW BOOKS. 

ONE of the most useful books that has come 
to the hands of the chemist is the 
" Chemists' Pocket Manual," just published, 
by Richard K. Meade, instructor of chemistry 
in Lafayette College. Chemists all over the 
country have been clamoring for just such a 
book, and it is particularly applicable to the 
student, professional and manufacturing 
chemist. It is essentially a reference book, 
and must occupy a place entirely by itself in 
the literature of chemistry, being the first 
book of its kind published. It will be of as 
much, if not more, value, to the chemist than 
Haskells' book is to the engineer. In conjunc- 
tion with the standard statistics are many 
entirely new reference tables, not the least 
important of which are the " Graphic Methods 
for Saving Calculation" and the " Determina- 
tion of Specific Gravity of Solutions." The 
chapters on standard solutions are conveniently 
arranged and will fill a much-felt want. 

The scheme for the qualitative analysis of 
a substance is very complete, and is followed 
by many standard and select methods of 
analysis of iron ores, pig iron and steel, 
cement, copper and lead ores, oils, water and 
fertilizers. It may be summed up as a small 
encyclopedia for the chemist, and on its merit 
the book should find a ready acceptance in the 
market. 

Edwin Atlee Barber, A.M., Ph.D., of the 
Class of '73, who has published M A Directory 
of Collectors of Pottery, Porcelain and Glass- 
ware, and Descriptive List of Private and 
Public Ceramic Collections in the United 
States," has just completed a new book 
entitled ll American Glassware, Old and 
New," which is being published by the Pat- 
terson & White Company, of Philadelphia, 
Pa. 

Particular attention is given to old bottles 
and pocket flasks, bearing relief designs of the 
American eagle, old-time railroad cars, and 
portraits of well-known patriots, including 
Washington, Lafayette, Franklin, Jackson, 



and Taylor. The book also lists and describes 
all these designs, that are known, and a special 
chapter treats of the little glass tea-cup plates 
which our grandmothers used sixty years or 
more ago, with their heads of statesmen, log 
cabins, monuments, and noted steam vessels 
of the period. 

The work is of convenient size for the 
pocket, and contains over ioo pages printed on 
fine heavy paper, with illustrations in tinted 
inks, and is substantially bound in cloth. 

To collectors and others interested in these 
objects, and those who care to know some- 
thing of the history of the glass industry in 
this country, this book will prove invaluable.

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LECTURE BY PROFESSOR RICHARDS* 

PROFESSOR J. W. RICHARDS, A.M., 
M.S., A.C., Pb.D., Professor of Chem- 
istry at Lehigh University, delivered a lec- 
ture before the Scientific Society, in Professor 
Peck's room in Pardee Hall last Tuesday 
evening on the subject, " Aluminum.' ' De- 
spite the weather, an interested and apprecia- 
tive audience gathered to hear him. Profes- 
sor Richards is a very entertaining speaker, and 
his lecture was highly instructive, even to 
those not specially interested in chemistry. 
He has made a special study of this subject, 
and is one of the foremost authorities on 
aluminum in this country. The lecture was 
illustrated throughout by some very perfect 
slides. Many samples were also shown of the 
metal, both as an ore, and as a commercial 
product. 

The lecturer introduced his subject by calling 
attention to the wide-spread ordinary uses to 
which aluminum is to-day being put. He 
then discussed it from a metallurgical point of 
view. Aluminum is the second most abun- 
dant of all metals and the most abundant of all 
useful metals. The great source of the metal 
is the oxide which is found in France. There 
has been great difficulty in reducing the metal. 
Mr. Hall, a senior in Oberlin College, in 1885, 
discovered the modern method. This was its 
"new birth/ ' Since then it has come into 
use on every hand. One of the greatest uses 
is in the manufacture of steel. It is used for 
electric conductors, for paint and leaf, as on 
radiators and mail-boxes ; also for culinary 
utensils, and for coinage. A new use is that 
of surface printing. A new term has been 
coined, aluminography. In this process 
aluminum is entirely replacing the litho- 
graphic stone. It is also of great use for 
chemical purposes in producing rare metals, as 
chromium. As an alloy of steel it is of great 
use for structural purposes. It is in this field, 
says Professor Richards, because of its light 
ness, cheapness, and strength, that aluminum 
will be found of greatest use. The metal has 



a great future before it, and, in time, will take 
its place next to iron and steel, surpassing 
all other metals in its useful qualities.

MASS MEETING. 

A MASS-MEETING was held in Dr. War- 
field's room for the election of manager and 
assistant-manager of football for the season of 
1901. Assistant-Manager Hill, '62, was 
elected manager, and Bushnell, '03, was 
elected assistant-manager. Manager Chidsey 
announced that the various associations in the 
college had decided to take up a collection of 
ten cents from each man in college, with 
which to pay the rent for a room in one of the 
dormitories. This room is to serve as an office 
for the various associations. 

Mr. Yon moved an amendment to the con- 
stitution : ' * That notices of mass-meetings be 
posted on the bulletin-boards in all the dormi- 
tories." According to the constitution, no 
action could be taken on this motion until the 
next meeting. The meeting then adjourned.

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RESUME OF THE PAST SEASON'S WORK AND 
PERSONNEL OF PLAYERS. 

IT is with a great deal of pleasure that we 
look back over the work of the 1900 foot- 
ball team. Nine victories out of eleven games 
played is a record of which Lafayette men 
may well be proud. At the close of college 
last spring the outlook for a good football 
team was exceedingly bright, but when early 
in September the squad began training at 
Budd's Lake, it was found that but four of 
last year's team would be back. Brown was 
in a Chicago hospital suffering with an injured 
knee, and Wiedenmayer was at his home suf- 
fering with sore eyes. Every undergraduate 
knew that to fill the positions of these men, 
together with those made vacant by the gradu- 
ation of Bray, Hubley, and Ely and of 
Knight, who had left college, would be a very 
difficult matter ; nevertheless, the new men 
showed good form from the start and there 
was every reason to believe that Capt. 
Chalmer's team would accomplish great deeds. 

It would be difficult to imagine a team 
having as hard luck as did the Lafayette 
'Varsity last fall. Trout sprained his ankle in 
the Princeton game and Chalmers was injured 
at the same time. Two days before the Penn- 
sylvania game Launt sustained a broken jaw 
and during the course of the game Elliott a 
broken hand, meanwhile Stayer and Slattery 
were both nursing injured parts. 

The best work of the team was done in the 
Cornell game. Toward the end of the season, 
the men seemed to show the effects of a long 
siege of hard playing and gave every indica- 
tion of becoming stale and overtrained. As 
usual there are many different ratings of the 



leading teams; one critic gives the following 
rating: 

1. Yale. 2. Harvard. 3. Pennsylvania. 4. Columbia. 
5. Princeton. 6. Lafayette. 7. Cornell. 

Others say that Lafayette is about on a par 
with Columbia. 

We take the following extract from Brooklyn 
Life: 

On comparative scores for the football season, 
Lafayette may reasonably be placed below Princeton, 
but in point of actual efficiency I should put her 
ahead, and very nearly on a par with Columbia. 
Princeton beat Lafayette by a fluke 5-0, but was quite 
outplayed, and if the better team had won on its 
merits the score would have been just about reversed. 
Against Pennsylvania she was beaten by the narrow 
margin of 12-5, and she defeated Cornell 17-0. 
Cornell, however, defeated Princeton by 12-0. 

Charles E. Patterson in the January Outing 
says : ' ' Barring the Princeton game, La- 
fayette's record is better than Princeton's or 
Cornell ' s. ' ' The same man picks the following 
All- American team for 1900: 

Starbuck (Cornell), full-back; Chad wick 
(Yale) and Morley (Columbia), half-backs; 
Daly (Harvard), quarter; Bachman (La- 
fayette), center; Brown (Yale), captain, and 
Hare (Pennsylvania), guards; Stillman (Yale), 
and Hale (Yale), tackles; Hallowell( Harvard), 
and Smith (West Point), ends.

Dodds, S. (Wesleyan), Nichols (Annapolis), 
Bloomer (Yale), Lawrence (Harvard), Trout 
(Lafayette), Wright (Columbia), and Olcott

BACK OF THE LINE. 

Fincke (Yale), Sawin (Harvard), Kendall 
(Harvard), and Inglis (Wesleyan). 

In commenting on the various players Mr. 
Patterson says: " Bachman, of Lafayette, 
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easily outshone his opponents in every game. 
He is finely built, weighs 198 pounds, runs 
fast, snaps accurately, tackles hard and is all 
over the field in every play." 

He also speaks of other Lafayette men in 
the following manner: " Chalmers contributed 
his full share to Lafayette's undoubted 
strength. Trout and Ernst of Lafayette put 
up a strong game. Trout is one of the best 
guards of the year. Launt (Lafayette) was 
perhaps one of the best of the new half-backs. ' ' 

Cure is also spoken of as being in some 
respects the best of all the full-backs. 

Mr. Woodruff places Olcott as center on his 
All- American team, but names Bachman as 
his nearest rival, and states that he is perhaps 
the headier player of the two. 

Walter Camp in an article in the Phila- 
delphia Press speaks of Cure's great kicking 
ability. 

LAFAYETTE, 34 ; URSINUS, O. 

The opening contest of the season was a 
most satisfactory one in several ways. In the 
first place, it showed what the new men were 
capable of doing, and then, too, the score was 
one point more than it was against the same 
team last year. During the progress of the 
game, twenty-seven men figured in Lafay- 
ette's line-up, yet at no time was there 
experienced any difficulty in scoring. On the 
other hand, Ursinus was unable to advance 
the ball, and at no time was Lafayette's goal 
threatened. 

LAFAYETTE, 35 ; SUSQUEHANNA, O. 

The second game of the season was played 
with Susquehanna University, and Lafayette 
had no difficulty in running up a total of 
thirty-five points, while her goal was not 
threatened throughout the game. As in the 
opening game, all of the most promising candi- 
dates were given a chance to show their ability. 
The visitors played a hard game, but only 
once did they succeed in holding the home 
team for downs. 



LAFAYETTE, I I ; MANHATTAN, O. 

In a game marred by incessant wrangling, 
Lafayette defeated Manhattan by a score of 
11 to o, both touchdowns being made in the 
first half. In the second half, although the 
visitors were unable to hold us for downs 
once, nevertheless we were kept from scoring. 

LAFAYETTE, 34 ; SWARTHMORE, 2. 

Lafayette easily defeated Swarthmore, and 
should have shut her out, the two points 
credited to Swarthmore being a direct gift of 
Referee Clothier. The Lafayette team showed 
much better form in its style of play than it 
had in any preceding games. Launt and 
Slattery made hair-raising end runs, while on 
one occasion Ernst went through left guard 
for forty yards and a touchdown. Cure kicked 
a pretty field goal from the thirty-yard line, 
during the last few seconds of play. Not 
once during the entire game did the visitors 
succeed in getting the ball on downs. 

PRINCETON 5 ; LAFAYETTE, O. 

For the first time since the memorable 
struggle in '96, in which neither side scored, 
Princeton and Lafayette battled for the foot- 
ball supremacy at Easton. The day was an 
ideal one for football, and one of the largest 
crowds ever seen on Lafayette field witnessed 
the contest. The game was for blood from 
the very start, and although the score gives 
Princeton the victory, nevertheless, our team 
was by no means outplayed. Time and again 
Lafayette found openings in the Princeton 
line for short gains of two, three, or four 
yards, and the longest runs of the game were 
made by Chalmers and Launt. On the other 
hand, the visitors were unable to make any 
consistent gains through our line, except in the 
latter part of the second half , when the team was 
weakened somewhat by the absence of several 
regular players. In the first half Princeton 
was able to make but few first downs, and 
often throughout the game, in order not to 
lose the ball, had to resort to kicking. As a 
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whole, the Lafayette team played excellent 
football, and the players are deserving of great 
praise. The story of Princeton's one touch- 
down is easily told. A fumbled kick and a 
Princeton man falls on the ball on our three- 
yard line. Three fierce rushes and the famous 
Reiter has saved the day for Princeton. 

The only teams which both Princeton and 
Lafayette played, were Cornell and Lehigh, 
with the following results : Cornell defeated 
Princeton 1 2-0, and on the following Saturday 
Lafayette defeated Cornell 17-0. Princeton 
defeated Lehigh 12-5, while Lafayette 
defeated Lehigh 34-0, and 18-0. 

LAFAYETTE, 1 6 ; NEWARK, A. C, O. 

Owing to the fact that Syracuse University 
canceled their game scheduled with us for 
November 27, the management secured a game 
with the Newark A. C. The team was still 
somewhat crippled from the Princeton game a 
week before, so an eleven made up largely of 
substitutes started the game. Newark dis- 
played unexpected strength, especially during 
the first part of the game, when by a series of 
short plunges she succeeded in carrying the 
ball to our ten-yard line, where it was lost on 
downs. After this the team seemed to take a 
brace, and only once throughout the remainder 
of the game was Newark able to make the 
necessary five yards. 

LAFAYETTE, 34 ; LEHIGH, O. 

Despite the unpleasant weather, about 400 
loyal supporters accompanied the team to 
South Bethlehem to witness Lehigh's down- 
fall. In the first half, Lafayette ran up 
twenty-three points, five of which resulted 
from a difficult field goal by Cure from the 
thirty-yard line. In the second half, the 
Maroon and White continued to tear the 
Lehigh line to pieces, and before darkness 
ended the game, eleven more points had been 
scored, making the final score, 34-0. The 
team was without the services of Trout, who 
lasted but one or two plays, and of Stayer, who 



was unable to accompany the team on account 
of sickness. 

PENNSYLVANIA, 12 ; LAFAYETTE, 5. 

Two days before the Pennsylvania game, 
all was dark and gloomy on College Hill. 
Trout had not yet recovered from a sprained 
ankle received in the Princeton game, and 
Chalmers was in poor condition. To add to 
all these troubles, Lauut sustained a broken 
jaw in a practice game. With Launt and 
Trout out of the game all hopes of victory 
seemed to vanish. 

All of the touchdowns were made by hard 
straight football. Lafayette scored first, after 
about ten minutes of play, chiefly through the 
splendid line-bucking of Cure. Pennsylvania 
scored once in each half, and Hare kicked 
both goals. The game was interesting as both 
teams had been drilled in guards-back 
formations. Throughout the entire game 
Capt. Hare held to this style of play, while 
Lafayette varied her style considerably, and 
gained much ground on close-formation plays. 

LAFAYETTE, 1 7 ; CORNELL, O. 

Fresh from their victory over Princeton but 
a week before, Cornell came to Easton confi- 
dent of defeating Lafayette, and thereby wip- 
ing out the sting of the previous year's defeat. 
How well they accomplished their purpose is 
shown only too clearly by the score. In the 
first half Lafayette simply toyed with her op- 
ponents, and gained ground almost at will. 
Cornell had the ball but three times in this 
half. Owing to the great number of changes 
that had been made in the Lafayette team dur- 
ing the past week, innumerable opinions had 
been expressed as to what the strength of the 
team would be, but when, in less than two 
minutes after the game had started, * * Senator* ' 
Piatt plunged through an opening between 
Leuder and Taussig, for a run of eighty-five 
yards and a touchdown, all doubts and fears 
were cast aside, and it was only a matter of 
how large the score would be.

The sweeping victories of the past two 
seasons, due in a very great measure to the 
coach, Dr. Newton, who is one of the ablest 
exponents of the game on the gridiron to-day, 
dissipates the idea which has prevailed since the 
conquering heroes of '96, and those of four 
years later, who spread the fame of Lafayette 
broadcast through the land, that our suc- 
cesses are meteoric and happen about as often 
as a presidential election. 

Although but a small college, with an 
enrollment of less than 400, we have, by steady . 
progress, come to be regarded by the uni- 
versities with a student body numbering 2,000 
or more, as strong rivals, and their attitude 
toward us now, is very much like the ox which, 



upon beholding a pot of extract of beef, 
exclaimed, " Brothers are we." 

It is generally acknowledged about Easton 
and other places, that if a man has football in 
him, Dr. Newton will get it out of him, and 
make the best of it. Not so much individual 
star work as strong, consistent team work is 
his keynote. Out of Bachman, Trout, Chal- 
mers, and others, he has made football men 
who are at the top of the critic's list of rep- 
resentative football payers. 

We are justly proud of the men whose 
names are written in the personnel of the 
'varsity. We are proud of the members of the 
scrub team, who assisted, day after day in the 
development of the eleven ; of the coach, Dr. 
Newton, who made success possible, and of 
* that college spirit of ours which is manifest 
on all proper occasions, and which spurs men 
on to victory.

Every member of the Lafayette team played 
as if his life depended on it. The individual 
playing was excellent and the team work was 
of the finest. Cure ran the team with the 
best of judgment. Piatt never played a better 
game at half-back, and Morrison's work at 
quarter was the finest seen on Lafayette Field 
for many a day. At end Capt. Chalmers 
played a magnificent game. Too much can- 
not be said of Bachman's work, the manner in 
which he got down the field on kicks being 
especially noteworthy. Toward the end of the 
first half, after Cornell had been held for three 
downs on their twenty- yard line, Cure added 
to his renown as a kicker by putting the ball 
squarely between the goal posts from a difficult 
angle. 

LAFAYETTE, I& ; LEHIGH, O.. 

The second contest between the old rivals, 
Lafayette and Lehigh, took place on Lafayette 
field in a drizzling rain; before the game ended 
the field was a veritable pond and fast playing 
was out of the question. The Lafayette team 
was materially weakened by the absence of 
Ernst, at guard, and of Capt. Chalmers. In the 
first half Lafayette was able to score but one 
touchdown, and at times Lehigh found little 
difficulty in gaining ground; their only chance 
of scoring, however, was lost when Capt. 
Gearhart failed to kick a field goal from the 
twenty-yard line. After Lafayette had scored 
her third touchdown, in the second half, the 
game ended on account of darkness. Elliott 
started in to play tackle for the first time since 
the Pennsylvania game, but was soon forced to 
retire in favor of McDermott. 

LAFAYETTE, IO ; DICKINSON, 6. 

Lafayette closed her football season on 
Thanksgiving day, by a game with Dickinson, 
and Dickinson, indeed, treated us to a very un- 
pleasant surprise. For a time it looked as if 
dark clouds might overshadow what up to this 



time had been one of Lafayette's brightest 
seasons. In the latter part of the first half a 
Dickinson man broke through and blocked 
Cure's try at field goal, and Sniffer picking up 
the leather had a clear field for a touchdown. 
The work of the Lafayette team was far below 
par and the men showed every indication of 
being stale and overtrained. The strain of 
three months of hard training had had its ef- 
fects, and not since the Cornell game had the 
men showed anything like their true fonn ; 
nevertheless Dickinson played a strong game, 
and treated the spectators to one of the most 
exciting games ever witnessed on Lafayette 
field. To Cure belongs infinite praise for this 
victory, his two field goals being Lafayette's 
only scores. With but eight seconds of play 
left, he kicked, from the forty-three yard line 
and at a difficult angle, the goal that won the 
game and brought joy to the sons of old Lafay- 
ette.

John G. Chalmers, captain of the team, 
hails from Delancey, N. Y. Captain Chalmers 
entered Lafayette in the fall of 1897, and has 
played the full four years on the team. In 
1897 he played at left tackle, half-back, and 
end. In 1898 he played left tackle through- 
out the season, as also in 1899. Last year he 
played a star game at both end and tackle. 
Chalmers is a born football player as well as 
one of the best captains Lafayette has ever 
had, and richly deserves the success with which 
his team has met during the past season. 

John L. Slattery prepared for college at 
the Red River Valley University, North Da- 
kota, and entered Lafayette with the class of 
*oi. He never had football togs on until the 
fall of '98, when he came out and made sub- 
stitute half-back. He also played in a num- 
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ber of games at this position last year. This 
year he has shown marked improvement, and 
has been doing good work at both end and 
half-back. 

William R. McDermott comes from Lawn 
Grove, Pa. He prepared for college at the 
Lock Haven State Normal and will graduate 
from Lafayette with the class of '01. Pre- 
vious to entering college McDermott had never 
played football. He played in most of the 
games in '98, holding the regular position of 
right tackle at the end of the season. He 
played in the first games in '99, but was in- 
jured in a practice game soon after, being 
kept out of the game for the rest of the season. 
This year he has been playing hard football 
and making a strong bid for a tackle position. 

David D. Cure prepared for college at the 
Keystone Academy, at Factoryville, Pa. In 
1898 Cure entered Pennsylvania State College, 
and at once came to the front as a great full- 
back. This fall Cure entered Lafayette as a 
Junior and has made a great reputation for 
himself. As a line-bucker he is excelled by 
none and as a kicker he is recognized as one of 
the finest. 

Harry E. Trout prepared for college at 
the Lykens High School, and entered Lafay- 
ette in the fall of '99 with '03. He easily 
made the team his Freshman year and has 
proved himself a wonder in carrying the ball 
from the guards-back position. Last year 
Trout played evfe*y game through without any 
serious injury, but this year he had a twisted 
ankle, which kept him out of the game for 
four weeks. 

James Edward Platt, known as "Sena- 
tor, ' ' received his early education at the Mans- 
field State Normal and entered Lafayette with 
the class of '03, making the team &s half-back 
his Freshman year, which position he also 
played during the past season. <4 Senator* 1 
made himself famous in the Cornell game by 
running eighty-five yards for a touchdown. 



Edward Haldeman entered Lafayette last 
fall in the class of 1903. He hails from Phila- 
delphia, where he prepared for college at the 
Central High School and at Brown Prepara- 
tory School. He has done good work at right 
end in the majority of the season's games. 

Walter Haldeman entered with his 
brother in the Civil Engineering department. 
He was a prominent candidate for the team all 
season and took part in several games as sub- 
stitute to Capt. Chalmers. 

Clay Stayer is another recent addition to 
'03, entering Lafayette last fall from Witten- 
burg University, Ohio, of which team he had 
been elected captain for the season of 'oo. 
Stayer was playing a strong game at quarter, 
until he was taken sick shortly before the first 
Lehigh game, and was not able to play from 
that time on. 

Walter Ellsworth Bachman prepared 
for college at the Phillipsburg High School, 
where he played guard for two years under 
Rinehart's instruction. He entered with '02 
in the classical course ; consequently last year 
was his third year on the team. The first 
year he played at left-guard, but last year he 
was moved to center which position he has 
filled ever since, and is considered by many by 
far the best center of the year. Bachman has 
been elected captain of the *oi team, an honor 
which he rightly deserves. 

Joseph Morrison prepared for college at 
the Easton High School and entered Lafayette 
with '04 and at once became a prominent 
candidate for quarter-back. Later, however, 
he played at right end, and played a good 
steady game in that position until Stayer was 
taken sick when he was again played at 
quarter-back, which position he has filled re- 
markably well in every instance. On defense 
he has been playing full-back, handling punts 
neatly and saving many touchdowns by his 
sharp tackling. 

Fred. Launt hails from Walton, N. Y. 
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He entered Lafayette this fall and has proved 
himself a star half-back. Shortly before the 
U of P. game he had the misfortune to frac- 
ture his jaw-bone in a practice game. Great 
things may be expected of Launt during the 
next three years. 

C. D. Cooper prepared for college at the 
Tower City High School and at the Millers- 
ville State Normal School. Cooper entered 
Lafayette with 1904, and by hard conscientious 
work won a place on the team. 

M. L. Elliott, left-tackle, was born in 
Cuba, N. C. He prepared for college at the 
R. M. Institute, N. C. In the fall of '98 he 
entered the University of North Carolina, and 
took his first lessons in football in '99, playing 
center on that team. He entered Lafayette 
last fall and put up a strong game at tackle. 

John A. Horan is a Scrantonian, receiv- 
ing his early education at the Scranton High 
School. He entered Lafayette last fall in the 
Freshman class and at once became a promi- 
nent candidate for the football team. He was 
first tried at tackle, later at guard and then at 
half-back after Launt's injury, which position 
he played remarkably well for a man of his 
weight. 

John A. Ernst is 22 years of age, 5 feet 
11 inches tall and weighs 212 pounds. He 
prepared for Lafayette at the Pottsville High 
School. Ernst entered Lafayette with the 
class of 1904. He and Trout make a power- 
ful line-bucking combination.

WE desire to note in this connection, the re- 
ligious phase of life among the student 
body as is manifested through the Young 
Men's Christian Association.

TEN EYCK, the world's champion oarsman, 
has been engaged as head coach for the 
Annapolis crew. 

Hon. Andrew D. White has been elected 
an honorary member of the Berlin Academy of 
Science. 

There seems to be a strong graduate and 
undergraduate feeling in favor of a change in 
the methods of coaching at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Many want a system of graduate coaching 
and a variation in the style of play used at 
Pennsylvania. The question of the retention 
of Coach Woodruff with his present system is 
soon to be brought up for consideration before 
the Athletic Association. 

The University of California football team 
arranged for a game with Columbia on Christ- 
mas day but the game was canceled, owing to 
the long training season it would necessitate. 

The University of Pennsylvania will send a 
relay team to meet Harvard at the indoor 
games of the Boston Athletic Association, 
January 28. 

The total enrollment of Princeton, as shown 
by the new catalogue, is 1,249, an increase of 
57 over last year. 

During the Christina* holidays, Yale had a 
basket-ball team which took a trip West, and a 
hockey team, which played at Philadelphia 
and Pittsburg. The Glee and Mandolin Clubs 
went as far as the Pacific coast. 



The Ninth Annual Chess Tournament 
between Harvard, Yale, Princeton and Colum- 
bia, was won by Columbia, with Harvard and 
Princeton tie for second place, and Yale last. 

F. W. Allen, 1900, has consented to act as 
head coach of the Yale crew next spring. 
Allen was captain of the '98 and '99 crews at 
Yale. 

Syracuse University has offered six free 
scholarships to any Filipinos who may desire 
to pursue a course of study at that institution. 

The University of Pennsylvania is to have 
a new dormitory with a war tower in memory 
of her students who lost their lives in the 
Spanish war. 

Prof. D. A. Kent, of Iowa State Agri- 
cultural College, has been appointed by the 
Sultan, instructor in farming for the Turkish 
government. 

Rev. Rush Rhees, Amherst, '83, formerly 
a professor at Newton Theological Seminary, 
was inaugurated president of the University 
of Rochester, on October 11. 

This will be the greatest college year that 
the United States or indeed any other 
country has ever known. The collegiate 
institutions, numbering over 400, have a com- 
bined attendance of nearly 200,000. The rush 
for higher education has never been so strong 
or so general as it is to-day. 

Prof. C. A. Fuertes, director of the Cornell 
College of Civil Engineering, has announced 
that funds for the building and equipment of 
a new astronomical observatory have been 
assured, and that architects are now at work 
on the plans. This fills a long-needed want of 
the University.

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PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION 
SPORTS. 

THE Committee on Sports, appointed by the 
managers of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion, has just sent out a circular letter to all 
the colleges and other prominent athletic bodies 
of the country, giving some idea of the num- 
ber and variety of the athletic meets which 
will be held at Buffalo during the Exposition. 
The Stadium, where the events will be held, 
has a seating capacity of 12,000, is beautiful 
in design, and promises to be one of the most 
successful architectural structures of the Ex- 
position. It will surround a quarter-mile 
track, with ample ground area for all the events 
proposed. 

The letter reads somewhat as follows : 

"The Amateur Athletic Union will be invited to 
hold its Annual Track and Field Championship meet 
within the Exposition grounds, and as two days will 
be allowed to these events, and as the A. A. U., in- 
cludes the greatest of American athletics, this meeting 
should prove most attractive. 

' * A lawn tennis tournament has been planned, in 
which it is expected that all leading American players 
will take part, and foreign representatives may com- 
pete. 

44 A Marathon race, the most attractive feature of the 
Olympian games four years ago, will be held in the 
Stadium. 

4 4 Cross-country running will receive due considera- 
tion. It is proposed to have a National cross- country 
event for both juniors and seniors, followed by an 
intercollegiate championship. 

44 A lacrosse competition will be arranged in which 
the leading Canadian and American teams will play. 

44 An interesting competition, which will include the 
leading cyclists of the world, is being considered, 
pending the construction of a special bicycle track 
within the Stadium. 

44 At the World's Fair Championship, at Chicago, 
the Gaelic football championship was one of the most 
interesting competitions, and as many teams are now 
playing Gaelic football in the United States, a series 
will be played at the coming Exposition, one to select 
the Canadian champion, and one to select the Ameri- 
can, when the final games will be played. 

44 The matter of building a swimming tank in the 
Stadium grounds is being considered, and it is hoped 
that water polo championships may be held there. 

44 Several days will be devoted to basket ball, and a

Dr. William Siemens, who 
erica and the falls during the centennial ex- 
iems to have been the first to conceive of the 
of transmitting and distributing the energy 

by electricity. In 1886 Mr. Thomas Ever- 
tnerican engineer, developed a plan for loca- 



ting a power plant more than a mile above, and out of 
sight of the falls, discharging the water used by means 
of an inconspicuous tunnel at the surface of the lower 
river. He proved it to be possible to develop more 
than 1 20, cxx> horse-power ot energy by diverting less 
than 4 per cent, of the total flow of the river, decreas- 
ing the depth at the crest of the falls by less than two 
inches. It is this plan, somewhat modified and en- 
larged, that is now approaching completion. The 
plant consists of a tunnel 7,000 feet long, and about 
twenty feet in diameter, running in a straight line 
from the surface of the lower river to a point near the 
navigable waters of the upper river. The tunnel hav- 
ing a fall of six feet in a thousand, giving a velocity of 
nearly twenty miles an hour, is simply to serve the 
purpose of a tail-race, and is connected by branch tun- 
nels with wheel-pits 178 feet in depth, in which 8re 
located the turbine wheels. The water is taken from 
the river by a canal 1,700 feet long, twenty-five feet 
wide, and about twelve feet deep, which is connected 
with the wheel-pits by lateral openings controlled by 
gates. The tunnel and the lower part of the wheel- 
pits are lined throughout with several layers of brick 
laid in Portland cement. The walls of the tunnel are 
of solid granite masonry. 1,000 men were em- 
ployed continuously for over three years in making 
the excavations. The power is developed by vertical 
turbine wheels located 140 feet below the surface of the 
river. The plans for the wheels, as well as the dyna- 
mos, were selected as the result of a prize competition, 
open to the engineers of the world, by an international 
commission of experts of which Lord Kelvin was 
chairman. Each of the ten wheels is guaranteed to 
have an output of over 5,000 horse-power with 250 
revolutions per minute. 

They connect directly with the electric generators 
in the power-house above the wheel-pit by means of a 
vertical shaft 150 feet in length. Water is taken to 
the wheels from the canal through steel pen stocks 
seven feet in diameter, and admitted in such a way as 
to exert an upward pressure nearly equal to the weight 
of the movable parts of the wheel shaft and dynamo. 
The Tesla Bi- phase alternating current system was 
selected as the method of power transmission best 
adapted to all purposes for which the power is to be 
used. They differ from ordinary dynamos in having 
a horizontal rotation of the field magnets around the 
coils of the armature which are stationary, the mag- 
netic attraction between the pole pieces and the coils 
of the armature thus overcoming in part the centrifugal 
effect which might otherwise become dangerous. 
Each generator delivers a current of 5,000 horse- 
power, to two circuits differing in phase by ninety 
degrees, having a frequency of 25 cycles per second, 
with a normal potential of about 2,100 volts. The 
ultimate objects of the plant are to furnish power for 
general industrial purposes for the running of mills 
and factories, and all other kinds of electrical work. 
The patrons of the company are of three classes : ( 1 ) 
those who erect mills in the immediate vicinity of the 
canal, having their own power plant, and simply 
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using water from the canal ; ( 2 ) those who have mills 
on the land of the power company, or within a few 
miles of the power house, taking power in the form of 
electrical energy direct from the generators ; (3 ) those 
who are at a distance of ten miles or more from the 
power house, requiring an increase of potential for 
economy of transmission. 

The success of the enterprise is assured so far as the 
first two classes are concerned. Located midway 
between the great metropolis of the East and that of 
West, with the ability to furnish power at all hours of 
the day in any desired quantity, and at a price less 
than one-half that at which it can be produced from 
coal, it offers inducements that will attract new manu- 
facturing enterprises, and even secure the removal of 
old ones. The amount of Niagara power that will be 
used by distant consumers is still problematic. The 
company is now furnishing electrical energy in 
Buffalo, twenty miles away, at a lower rate than it can 
be generated by steam, and it is confidently expected 
that they will be able to compete with local plants for 
a distance of at least 100 miles. If, for example, some 
method should be discovered of obtaining electricity 
directly from coal without the use of the wasteful steam 
engine, it is doubtful whether it would be profitable to 
transmit energy even 100 miles from the falls. But, 
if on the other hand, some more perfect method of 
insulation be discovered, it may be found profitable to 
transmit the energy of the falls as far as Chicago. 
But it is extremely improbable that this will be done, 
as the available energy of the falls will doubtless find 
a market nearer home. A conservative estimate of the 
energy used within a radius of 100 miles is 200,000 horse- 
power. When the charter maximum of nearly half 
a million horse-power is developed, it will divert less 
than fifteen per cent, of the normal flow of the river. 
It is possible that their privileges may be increased, 
or that other companies may secure charters, but the 
people are inclined to guard with jealous care this 
unique American feature, and will resent any attempt 
at utilitarian desecration.

Richards' second paper w r as on " Notes on 
Some Blowpipe Tests," being simply a de- 
scription of the various methods used by 
his students in carrying on these experiments.

WITHIN THE FOU> : WITHOUT THE PALE. 

Dr. Ethelbert D. Warfield, President of Lafayette 
College, has been made a Doctor of Divinity. He can, 
therefore, never again extricate himself from a difficult 
position at Girard College, as he once did. 

Every one may not know that this great institution 
in Philadelphia, founded by the multi-millionaire, 
Stephen Girard, has the most remarkable restriction 
of any institution in the world. It allows no clergy- 
man of any denomination within its gates. This does 
not mean that the college teachings are atheistic ; they 
are Christian, but non-sectarian. But no ordained 
priest of any creed can visit the college, become a 
member of its board, or take part in any celebration. 

At the great semi-centennial banquet given at the 
college, men distinguished in letters, statesmanship, 
art, and the sciences were present. Hon. Thomas B. 
Reed was the speaker of the evening ; he was followed 
in impromptu speeches by Hon. Charles Emory Smith 
and many others ot equal prominence. Among them 
was Dr. E. D. Warfield, President of Lafayette College. 
General Louis Wagner, then an official of Girard Col- 
lege, was toast-master, and when he announced Doctor 
WarfiekTs name as speaker a ripple of consternation 
went over the guests. Many at once remembered that 
he was the head of a famous Presbyterian college, 
under the guidance of the Presbyterian Assembly. He 
was announced as " Doctor Warfield." Men won- 
dered what had happened. It was a very great oc- 
casion, and for General Wagner to have made a mis- 
take on this night was significant. No Doctor of Di- 
vinity had ever before been allowed inside the walls of 



the estate. It was an awkward moment for every one. 

Doctor Warfield (who, by the way, is a very young 
man for so large a position ) saw the consternation in 
every face. He arose and said: " Gentlemen, I was 
invited, then uninvited, then reinvited, to this ban- 
quet. I was only accepted at the eleventh hour. I 
was invited because I had the honor of being President 
of Lafayette College. I was uninvited by courteous 
letters because I add the prefix * Doctor* to my name. 
I was reinvited when I promised to clear myself. My 
position is best illustrated by a speech I heard an old 
negro make in Virginia. We were invited, along with 
some Northerners, to go to a famous church and hear 
a colored revivalist. 

"We filed into the church and spread ourselves well 
over the front pews. When the old revivalist got up 
to preach he surveyed that double line of interested 
white faces with dismay, and said : 'Gentlemen, I beg 
you to believe I am not a preacher ; I am only an ex^ 
horter. ' 

" And I say to you, gentlemen, his words, and add : 
I am not a D.D.; I am only an LL.D."

LETTER FROM JORDAN, '95. 

Teheran, Persia, August 22, 1900. 

THE missionary's 
life an& work 
to a large ex- 
tent consists of per- 
sonal interviews 
with men more or 
less interested in 
the truth of God- 
more or less seeking 
God's way of salva- 
tion. Few days 
pass that one or 
more callers are not 
received. As the 
Oriental is prone to 
discuss religious 
subjects, the earnest 
will ess of the truth 
soon finds an op- 
portunity to ex- 
plain the way of 
life as revealed in 
our Lord Jesus Christ. To give an idea of our manner 
of work and the effect it is having on this Islam-bur- 
dened world, one cannot do better than to give a sketch 
of some of these interviews. 

One day in March, there came a man to my door 
with a letter of introduction from some Christian in 
Asiatic Russia. They represented him as a convert 
from Mohammedanism to Christianity, in his life a 
consistent Christian, coming to Persia in the hope of 
finding in our school thorough and systematic instruc- 
tion in theology. Having read the letter, I questioned 
him as to his faith in Christ — his reasons for forsaking 
Islam — what had led to the change, and as to his plans 
for the future. I gradually learned his story He was 
born a Moslem in the city of Meshed, situated 600 
miles to the east of Teheran. His father being one of 
the most influential mollahs of that fanatical city, he 
was trained for the same work. When he came to 
years of maturity, he was shocked by the corruption, 
deceit, and insincerity which he found among the 
teachers of his religion; and, more than that, he could 
find nothing in the religion itself to satisfy his soul's 
hunger after God. 

He believed in God, and felt sure that there is a rest 
and peace to be found if one but know the way. He 
knew that he had it not, so he started to search. He 
wandered throughout the lands of Persia and Arabia. 
He traveled thousands of miles (remember that travel 
in the East is at the rate of 16 to 20 miles per day). 
He everywhere sought light. He learned the peculiar 
doctrines of many sects of Moslems. He joined him- 
self to the Babees. They all told him of ceremonies to 
be performed, of pilgrimages that one must go, of a 
heaven to be won oy works of merit. He left nothing 
undone that might win him this peace ; but to his 
heart came not a spark of the blessed sunshine of God's 
love for which his heart cried out. At last, in his wan- 
derings, he came to a city in Asiatic Russia where it 
was told him that in a certain place in the city was a 
merchant who sold the bible. He went and bought a 
copy of the scriptures and read. As he read the story 
of the life and death and resurrection of Him who 
came to be the Saviour of mankind, he was intellectu- 



ally convinced of the truth, and. better than all, he 
found that for which his soul had longed. By the 
peace and ioy that had come into his life, he knew 
that he had found the pearl of great price. 

Some time before this he had discarded his priestly 
dress, and learned the business of a goldsmith that he 
might be able to support himself. He settled in that 
city, earning his living by that trade, and studying the 
scriptures ; and at the same time using every opportu- 
nity to make known his new found treasure. After 
some months he was baptized. Desiring to be better 
equipped for winning his people to Christ, he again 
makes the long journey to Teheran, seeking theologi- 
cal instruction. As yet we have no such course in our 
school ; and as Mr. Esselstyn was absent on an evan- 
gelistic tour, I, though ill fitted for the task, under- 
took to give him a brief outline of fundamental doc- 
trines, ufcing only the bible as a text-book. For a 
month or more we met three evenings a week for this 
study. Meantime, he was searching for work by 
which he might earn his livelihood ; but as none could 
be found in the prevailing hard times, and as he was 
not willing to be a burden to any one, he decided to 
return to the city whence he came, where he could 
earn his own living, and at the same time be a witness 
to the truth as it is in Christ. 

It was with deep regret that we saw him depart, for, 
like Stephen of old, he is a man full of faith and the 
Holy Spirit, and above all things, desiring to preach 
the gospel which he knows to be the wisdom of God, 
and the power of God unto salvation. We were sorry 
to lose him, and yet were glad for the purpose and 
principle which actuated him, for the hope of the 
kingdom is in just such men, who, having experienced 
God's saving power in their lives, are willing to work 
with their hands and at the same time be devoted in 
their service of the Lord. He is now in that distant 
city in the midst of thousands of Moslems ; and I am 
sure that his life there is a bright light shining in 
the dark places. I have had letters from him, and 
have sent him books that will prove helpful in his 
work. 

It is examples such as this that makes glad the heart 
of the missionary ; for in them he sees evidence of the 
working of the gospel leaven, and the promise of har- 
vests of souls to be gathered for the garners of the King. 
If space and your patience permitted, I might tell you 
of many others — boys from our school, who have almost 
unconsciously imbibed the precepts and spirit of Christi- 
anity,— mollahs who fear their associates, come by 
night to hear the same story Jesus told to Nicodemus; 
of officials, recognized by myself when attending a 
public function at the palace of the Shah as men who 
are frequently at our Church and Sabbath School ser- 
vices. 

All the missionaries agree that the signs of promise 
are more bright than ever before. The great unevange- 
lized fields call with the voice of millions, "Come over 
and help us." We hope to be able this coming year 
to do more evangelistic work outside of Teheran, and 
to the end that in future years we may do yet more. 
We are asking the Board for five new men by whose help 
we shall go in and possess the land.

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COLLEGE ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 
IN ENGLISH 1901-19G5. 

THE above is the title of a book just received 
from the American Book Company of 
New York, Cincinnati, and Chicago. The 
requirements in English for entrance into 
nearly all the colleges in this country are 
uniform, and embrace certain works of standard 
authors. These works are divided into two 
groups, one for careful study, and the other 
for reading, merely. 

For the years 1901-1905, inclusive, the first 
group will comprise Burke's "Conciliation 
with the American Colonies,' ' Shakespeare's 
"Macbeth," Milton's "Minor Poems,'' 
Macaulay's "Addison," and Macaulay's 
"Milton." Besides texts of the works 
mentioned, the book contains introductions, 
biographical outlines, suggestions for study, 
and many other helps. Such a volume will 
doubtless prove very acceptable to all prepara- 
tory schools. The book is of cloth. 12 mo. 
Price, $1. 

In addition to the above, the American Book 
Company has sent us for review, "Outlines 
of Roman History," for the use of high 
schools and academies, by William C. Morey, 
Ph.D., Professor of History and Political 
Science, University of Rochester. Cloth. 
12 mo. 348 pp. Price, $1. 

The book is intended to be a guide, and a 
help to the study and teaching of Roman 
history. The early stages of Roman history 
are presented according to the most plausible 
and scientific views. 

A feature of the book is the series of pro- 
gressive maps, showing the location of every 
place mentioned in the text, and include plans 
of the more important battles. 

A valuable addition to the work is a classi- 
fied list of available books in the English 
language upon Roman history. The publica- 
tion is extremely attractive in its make-up, 
and we commend the book to all students of 
history.

The total number of scholarships available 
for students in Harvard is 213, and the num- 
ber of endowed fellowships, 30. The annual 
income of all together is $62,730. 

A press club has been found at Dartmouth 
for the purpose of securing a better represen- 
tation of the college in newspapers. 

The University of Michigan has a new 
homeopathic hospital. It is the finest building 
of the kind in the West. 

Professor Jameson, head of the history de- 
partment of Brown University, has accepted 
the offer of a like position at the University of 
Chicago, and will assume the duties of the po- 
sition next September. 

The baseball management of Harvard and 
Princeton have been unable to arrange for any 
games next spring between the two universi- 
ties, as the latter demanded three dates. By 
complying with this request, Harvard claims 
that she would not be able to arrange her other 
games. 

Pennsylvania's baseball team began their 
winter practice on the 14th ult. 

There has been a new system formed at 
Harvard under which retired professors may 
receive pensions. 

Cornell's crew for 1901 will have but three 
of the old men. They expect, however, to 
have a strong crew as the new material is very 
promising. 

Minnesota hopes to arrange a game of foot- 
ball with Harvard next year. It will probably 
be played at Cambridge. 

Under the management of the Yale School 
of Forestry and Secretary Stokes, of the Yale 
corporation, an extensive plan has been drawn 
up for the improvement of the Yale campus. 
New trees of various kinds are to be planted, 
and the old elms trimmed and carefully cared 
for. In general a systematic effort is to be 
made to renew the beauties of the old arches 
of elms, displaced by the construction of the 
more -recent buildings: 
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Beta Theta Pi is occupying a new chapter 
house at Syracuse. 

There is a gymnasium being planned at 
Princeton to cost $150,000. 

It has been decided at Harvard to give cups 
to the winners of the cross country run. 

John D. Rockefeller has given $10,000 to the 
new Medical College of Ohio Wesleyan. 

Out of 472 colleges in the United States 370 
have an enrollment of less than 150 students. 

The Insignia Committee of Yale granted six- 
teen men the privilege of wearing the football 
Y. 

Union has shortened her college year two 
weeks by reducing the length of the mid-year 
recesses. 

There are 76. tribes represented in the In- 
dian School at Carlisle, Pa., making an enroll- 
ment of 1,218 students. 

It is reported that the presidency of Wash- 
ington and Lee University has been offered to 
ex- President Cleveland. 

Bishop Hargrove, of the M. E. Church 
South, has given $6,000 to Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity as a thank offering. 

Mr. John D. Rockefeller has accepted the 
invitation of the class of 1901, Wellesley Col- 
lege, to become its honorary member. 

Dr. Edward Everett Hale recently presented 
the Semitic Museum of Harvard University 
with a collection of over three hundred Egyp- 
tian antiquities. 

The students at Tufts will present Milton's 
Masque Comus during the winter. This will 
be the first time the masque has ever been pre- 
sented in this country. 

A collection of 2,000 birds from the Malay 
Islands, India, and various parts of Europe 
has been added to the equipment of the depart- 
ment of ornithology at Princeton. 



Andrew Carnegie is said to be contemplating 
the founding of a polytechnic school at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., for instruction in practical mechan- 
ics and industrial sciences, at a cost of 
$3,000,000. 

Twenty-one students have been recom- 
mended by the teachers' bureau of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago for positions in the schools 
which the United States are to start in the 
Philippines. 

The Universities of California and Colorado 
will in the near future build gymnasiums with 
movable roofs so that exercise can actually be 
taken in the open air. The "gym" to be 
built by California will be made of marble and 
is to cost $2,000,000. 

The report of Mr. Walter Camp as treas- 
urer of the Yale field corporation, under which 
head are consolidated the finances of the four 
main branches of athletics, is made public. 
The handsome total of receipts for the year 
was $68,616. The expenses for all branches 
of athletics were $63,656. This leaves a profit 
of $4,960. 

A new course that is attracting quite a little 
notice, will be offered at Chicago, in the spring. 
It includes training in foreign commerce and 
is adapted particularly to the needs of those 
who expect to become foreign consuls or to en- 
gage in foreign ports. The University has 
sent a man abroad for study in preparation for 
teaching in this department. 

The Yale Library has received two gifts 
from graduates of the College, one being a sum 
of $1000 from Mr. Edward Wells Southworth, 
'75, of New York, to be expended for English 
literature. The other is from Professor Ed- 
ward T. Owen, '72, Professor of French in 
the University of Wisconsin, and consists of 
the zoological section of the Biologia Centrali- 
Americana, 158 parts. It is published at a 
guinea a part. 
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HOW TO GET THE MOST OUT OF 
FRATERNITY LIFE.

IN proposing this subject for discussion, I 
recognize the fact that this article would 
appear more appropriately in a fraternity 
magazine than in a college paper. I can not 
expect to interest men who are not members 
or prospective members of a college fraternity. 
And yet the fraternity has become so impor- 
tant a factor in college life that every student 
should know what is in fraternity life and how 
much a man may hope to get out of it. I as- 
sume that I am not expected to raise the ques- 
tion whether it is worth while for a student to 
join a fraternity at all. That is a question 
well worth considering. 

No man should join a fraternity simply to 
please a friend or for the sake of wearing a 
pin. Active membership in a fraternity calls 
for some time and, in most cases, considerable 
money. No student should consent to join a 
fraternity without knowing beforehand the 
amount of necessary expense involved, and 
candidly considering whether he can afford it. 

Aside from the question of expense, no stu- 
dent who is wise should accept membership in 
a fraternity without considering whether he 
is likely to get out of it as much as he puts 
in. I speak frankly and consistently upon 
this subject. I am fully persuaded that some 
men ought never to join a fraternity, — they 
will never get enough out of it. I spent the 
first year of my college life outside of a frater- 
nity, and then consented to become a member, 
of what was then and is now one of the lead- 
ing fraternities at Lafayette, because I had 



arrived at the conviction that in fraternity life 
I should find something that I lacked and 
wanted. 

My first proposition is that, in order to make 
the most of fraternity life, one should take 
plenty of time to consider whether, for him, it 
is best to join a fraternity at all. Such a de- 
cision can not, in my judgment, be intelligently 
arrived at before one actually enters college 
and becomes thoroughly familiar with the aims 
of the different fraternities and the character 
of the members. I know that for many stu- 
dents the matter is practically decided before 
they have entered college at all. The fact that 
certain fraternities receive all the students 
coming from certain sections and schools indi- 
cates clearly that some one else than the stu- 
dent himself has decided that he shall join a 
fraternity, and what fraternity he shall join. 

In the preparatory school from which I 
passed to college, Lafayette had, for many 
years, a representative among the teachers. 
These teachers were members of the same fra- 
ternity. They picked out the students whom 
they desired for their own fraternity and they 
were practically pledged before they reached 
college. I confess that, as a teacher, I was 
guilty of doing the same thing; but experience 
has led me to see the error of this course. It 
is not fair to the student. The principles of 
a fraternity remain the same, but the men who 
constitute the membership, when the student 
enters college, may be men of very different 
character from those who were the companions 
of the teacher during his college days. 

The student should be allowed to judge for 
himself whether the men who invite him to be- 
come their intimate fellow are the sort of men 
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with whom he wishes to live in close fellowship 
during his college days. It is not fair to the 
fraternity to ask them, upon the recommenda- 
tion of one man, to accept members whom they 
have had no opportunity to know. A frater- 
nity man is of all college men most miserable 
if his companions are not congenial. The 
whole social side of his college life is spoiled 
for him. 

The prime essential to a harmonious frater- 
nity life is that every member shall be persona 
grata to every other member. The choosing of 
new members should be the act of the entire 
fraternity body in the college. 

If I am right in my statements thus far, I 
am warranted in saying that the student who 
will get most out of fraternity life is he who 
will take time to consider whether the frater- 
nity that has chosen him is the one in which 
he is likely to be most happy. 

The whole matter would be much simplified 
if all fraternities would agree to postpone the 
initiation of new members until a certain time. 
If membership in a fraternity is considered to 
be an honor, every candidate for this honor 
should be willing to pass a period of probation. 
The length of this period of probation is a 
matter of minor importance, but it should be 
a fixed period, accepted in good faith by all 
the fraternities of a given college. In my 
judgment it should not be a shorter period 
than one college term, and I should favor a 
period of six months or even a year. 

It is an open secret among college men that 
many a student, who maintains a good stand- 
ing and exhibits a good character during his 
first term, sinks to a much lower level during 
subsequent months. The great majority of 
those who " dropout " of college do so during 
their first year. This period is regarded by the 
college as the testing time. Why should not 
the fraternity demand that the student should 
accept the same period in which to ' ' show 
himself a man." 

A "pledged" man may be subsequently 
"turned down" without any great discredit 



to himself or to the fraternity to which he 
stands connected ; but after a man has been 
initiated there is no way of escape from unsat- 
isfactory fellowship except by resignation, 
which works injury to the fraternity. And 
there is no way by which a fraternity can rid 
itself of an undesirable member except by ex- 
pulsion, which discredits the man. That every 
man should be satisfied and happy in his fra- 
ternity life and that every chapter of every 
fraternity should consist of men who are con- 
genial is certainly a very much more important 
matter than that any man should be able to go 
home at the end of his first term wearing a 
fraternity pin, or that any chapter should be 
able, at the end of the first month, to report 
that it had secured its full quota of new mem- 
bers. 

It is not putting it too strongly to say that 
this state of affairs is simply impossible, while 
the present practice, of rushing in a body of 
unknown men during the first few weeks of 
the college year, obtains. My second proposi- 
tion is that, in order to get the most out of 
fraternity life, a man must be willing to put in 
much. It is as true here as in every other de- 
partment in life that " He that soweth spar- 
ingly shall also reap sparingly, and he that 
soweth bountifully shall also reap bounti- 
fully. ' ' A fraternity has a right to expect two 
things of every man who is honored with 
membership. 

First that, as a student, he shall endeavor to 
make such a record as shall win respect for 
himself and his fraternity. The fraternity 
does not exist apart from its members. 

No fraternity will be held in high honor by 
faculty or student body whose members are 
indolent or immoral. The highest delight 
which a fraternity man can know will consist 
in the congratulations of those who feel that 
when one member is honored all the members 
are honored. 

The student who proposes, upon entering 
college, to be satisfied with a low standard as 
to scholarship and conduct, ought not to ac- 
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cept membership in a fraternity whose stand- 
ard is high. 

The fraternity has a right to expect that 
every member will make the largest possible 
contribution to the social life of the fraternity. 

The fraternity exists, first of all, for the de- 
velopment . of the social side of its members. 
The man who joins a fraternity becomes one 
of a body of young men who propose to live 
together as brothers during their college 
days, and he should cultivate the spirit of 
brotherly kindness. I do not mean that he 
should have no intimate associates outside the 
circle of his fraternity connection. Some of 
my own most intimate college friends were 
members of other fraternities and some were 
non-fraternity men. I mean not that he 
should love other fellows less but that he 
should love his fraternity men more. The 
man who does this no more deserves to be re- 
garded as narrow than the man who loves 
the members of his own family or his church 
more than his neighbors. 

A college man, like any other man, may 
have many neighbors whom he delights to 
serve, but he can have only a limited number 
of intimate friends whom he loves as brothers. 
He should regard the members of his fraternity 
as such. He should recognize the fact that 
the members of his fraternity have a special 
claim upon his time and heart just as the 
members of a man's family have. 

A man who proposes, on entering college, to 
live apart from his fellows and devote all his 
time to books, ought not to accept membership 
in a fraternity, which is a social body. I re- 
call fraternity men of my college days who al- 
ways stood in the presence of callers (as we 
busy men do in the presence of book agents) 
and rarely appeared at chapter meetings unless 
some one went after them. Such men put 
nothing into fraternity life and get nothing 
out of it. I believe that the men who make the 
greatest mistakes are those who get nothing 
out of their fraternity life after leaving col- 
lege. As I look back over the years that have 



passed since I left my college, I recognize that 
these are the years in which I have gotten 
most out of my fraternity connections. When, 
after some years' absence, I returned to college, 
I should have felt like a stranger in a strange 
land, had I not reported myself to " the boys' ' 
of my chapter. A non-fraternity man, after 
three years, has no acquaintance among the 
student body. .Unless he knows that some of 
his classmates will be present at commencement 
he is not likely to go back. For twenty- three 
years I have never returned to " the Hill" 
without meeting some members of my frater- 
nity who made me feel at home. The men 
who return to college annually are for the most 
part fraternity men. Frequent attendance at 
the gatherings of college students helps to keep 
a man, out of college, in sympathy with col- 
lege life. I recall a man, for many years the 
Judge of my native county, who rarely, if 
ever, until the day of his death, missed the 
annual symposium of his chapter. That man 
put a great deal into his fraternity and he got 
a great deal out of it — not only during his col- 
lege days, but as long as he lived. 

The other day I listened to an eloquent lec- 
ture by a distinguished professor in a neigh- 
boring college. After the lecture I was intro- 
duced to him and received the same formal 
recognition that others present received. Know- 
ing him to be a member of my fraternity, I 
disclosed to him my fraternity pin. Instantly 
his face lighted up and, extending his hand, 
he said : " Put it there again." In a moment 
we were chatting like college boys. 

In what I have written, I have desired not 
to try to persuade men to look with favor upon 
college fraternities. Men will be either better 
or worse for membership in a fraternity. I have 
desired to induce students to judge for them- 
selves whether it will be better for them to en- 
ter into such relations or not. And I have 
especially desired to influence those who are, 
or expect to become, members of these organi- 
zations to live their fraternity life so as to get 
most out of it, both while in college and in 
after years.

heroes of peace, to pay our willing and affectionate 
tribute of appreciation, of gratitude and of reverence 
to great public services, exalted personal charac- 
ter and clear preeminence in the least showy and 
least obtrusive path of all the fields of intellectual 
effort. 

There is no criterion of any man's worth and work 
as sure as professional approval, and in no profession 
is judgment more unerring than in the lawyer's final 
estimate of the judge. When, therefore, at the end of 
a century we find his countrymen, led by the legal 
profession, turning spontaneously to a fitting com- 
memoration of the day that John Marshall took his 
seat as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, we have a tribute not due to the 
glamor of temporary popularity, but to the cool and 
deliberate judgment of men who know. 

GREATEST EXPONENT OF JUDICIAL THOUGHT. 

The Justices of the Supreme Court need to be jurists 
in the wide sense of that term as distinguished from 
mere lawyers however learned, and they, especially 
the Chief Justice, should be statesmen with a broad 
appreciation of the bearing of even technical ques- 
tions of law upon the fundamental principles of gov- 
ernment, the polity and the course of events in the 
country. 

Let us look for a moment at Marshall's wide and 
varied though unconscious training for such place. 
Even the powers of John Marshall did not spring like 
Minerva, full grown, from the brain of Jove, but year 
after year, like the tree that is planted in fertile 
ground, grew to maturity alike through sunshine and 
storm. His substantial military service in his youth 
had matured and sharpened his perceptions, his ener- 
gies, his resolution, the practical faculties of life, his 
service of years in the Virginia Legislature had made 
him familiar with public questions of government and 
policy, and later he had studied legislative matters in 
the broader field of Congress ; as a member of the 
Virginia State Council he had learned to consider 
methods of administration as well as of legislation, 
and this experience was again widened in the National 
Cabinet as Secretary of State, and his service as 
Minister to France had shown him the devious ways 
of diplomacy. 

WAS A LAWYER BY INSTINCT. 

That he was profoundly versed in legal principles is 
manifest in every page that he ever wrote. He worked 
on them and from them always. But if we speak of 
technical knowledge of cases and precedents, and the 
law as laid down by the voice of authority, let us say 
frankly he has been surpassed by many others. He 
had not the learning of Kent or of our own Tilghman, 
or of his most learned successor, Taney. But he had 
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that which for his time and place served him far 
better, the lawyer's instinctive perception, an unerring 
logic in reasoning and a vigor of intellect that went 
per saltum where others had to climb laboriously 
through the maze of decisions. 

CHARACTER AS A JURIST. 

The opinions of Marshall are models of judicial 
style. No legal writings were ever freer from techni- 
calities of language or thought. In plain words 
which reach even the unlearned understanding, with- 
out ornament, and absolutely devoid of flourish or by- 
" play, or looking to side effects of any kind, they pre- 
sent a calm and steady flow of pure and sustained 
reason from postulate to conclusion. And they read 
to the lawyers of to-day as they read to the lawyers in 
the cases they decided, for the agreement has no trace 
of personal, or party, or temporary considerations. 

Though his individual convictions were deep and 
strenuous, and the contests of his time were fierce and 
unsparing, his personality no more appears than the 
personality of Shakespeare in "Hamlet" or "Mac- 
beth." He wrote as Shakespeare wrote, not in the 
taste or fashion of his age, but on the foundations of 
human wisdom in the light of pure and enduring rea- 
son. And he wrote as Thucydides wrote, not for a 
day, but as a possession for all time. 

DEVOTED TO COMMON UW. 

"Fortes ante Agamemnonem," said the Roman 
poet. There were great men before Agamemnon ; 
there were just men before Aristides. But even as the 
Greeks cherished the name of Aristides, the Just, and 
sent it down to the admiring centuries, so shall 
Americans cherish and send down at all time the 
name of John Marshall as the greatest of all jurists. 
More fortunate than Aristides, no envious countryman 
was tired of hearing his praise while he lived ; he 
shall be more fortunate in his fame as not only the 
just man, but the just judge!

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ANNUAL SENIOR DEBATE 



REPRESENTATIVES OF WASHING- 
TON AND FRANKLIN LITER- 
ARY SOCIETIES STRIVE FOR 
HONORS IN DEBATE. 

THE Annual Senior Debate was 
held in the auditorium of Par- 
dee Hall last Thursday evening 
at 8 p.m. A fair sized audience 
composed of townspeople and 
students was present to listen to 
the arguments advanced by the 
debaters. 

President Ethelbert D. War- 
field presided and opened the ex- 
ercises by invoking the divine 
blessing. 

The subject follows: 

Resolved, "That the bill known as 
the Ship Subsidy Bill should be passed 
at the present session of Congress." 

President Warfield introduced Mr. 
Carrol Harvey Yerkes as the first 
speaker on the affirmative. Mr. Yerkes 
opened the debate by quoting statistics 
in regard to our merchant marine. * 'It 
is an indisputable fact," said he, "that 
a bill is needed to increase our merchant 
marine. We need to make it possible 
to build our merchant ships at home. 
The speaker claimed that our marine 
trade was declining owing to there 
being no inducements held out. It is 
only through subsidies that we have 
our New York and Paris. Ship subsi- 
dies have been included in our national 
platforms. The demand to carry on 
our trade on our own ships has come 
upon us." 

The first speaker on the negative, 
Mr. William L. Sahler, then took the 
floor. "We maintain," said he, "that 
this bill is unjust and unpractical, that 
the principle is vicious and pernicious. 
It is not just to give governmental 
aid to a private industry, and the mer- 
chant marine is nothing but a private 
enterprise. The bill is unconstitutional 
and promotes class legislation. If this 
bill is just, why restrict its benefits to 
those engaged in ocean trade? The

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bill provides for a useless waste of pub- 
lie funds." 

The second speaker on the affirma- 
tive, Mr. Robert Evan James, Jr., then 
took up the argument. "The question 
is not one for the few hundred thou- 
sand along our shores, but for the 
whole world. No man will build ships 
in America when it costs more to do so 
than in Great Britain. Not only is the 
cost of labor high, but the insurance 
men, and underwriters discriminate 
against American owners. Ship build- 
ing would increase the number of our 
ship yards and cause tremendous com- 
petition to set in. The compensation 
offered is supposed to offset that given 
by foreign countries. All foreign 
countries subsidize their important 
steamship lines, and these rates must 
be met." 

The second speaker on the negative, 
Mr. Andrew Hulshizer Weller, was then 
introduced. Said he: "All legislative 
assistance is defensible only if the ben- 
efits are immediate. The history of 
ship subsidies is a failure from start to 
finish. Ship subsidies have not been 
successful in foreign countries. Its 
aims in Europe are purely political. 
Every inducement has been offered 
by the government, but capital and 
industry have all refused to he en- 
snared. Such a movement of capital 
would be purely artificial." 

M r . Ed ward Joshua Rhoad then closed 
the debate for the affirmative. Said be: 
4 It is my purpose to show three things : 

i. "To whom this subsidy is to be 
given. 2. What are the conditions. 
3. That this is the best bill. 

"The advantage of this pay will in- 
duce American ships to engage in for- 
eign trade and the bill itself will give 
direct employment to American labor. 
We claim that the bill is the best bill, 
not the work of two men but of twenty- 
five. The bill will do much to restore 
to us our foreign shipping trade." 

Mr. Aquila Derickson Chandler 
closed the debate for the negative. 
Said he : " Should the principle be 
right we would need to investigate 
under what conditions ships would re- 
ceive subsidies. Every shipconstructed

On Saturday evening last, the 1902 team 
went to Bethlehem and met defeat at the 
hands of the Lehigh Freshmen.

benefits of chapter houses are twofold : 
o the members, and secondly to the 



college. Primarily they are intended for the ac- 
commodation of the members, but the advan- 
tages are not altogether on the side of the stu- 
dent ; the college shares in them, as it should, 
for whatever benefits the students, should also 
benefit the college ; and vice versa. 

Among the most notable benefits of chapter 
houses to the students, are the similarity to 
home life, congenial companionship, better 
and more comfortable rooms as a rule, than 
are offered by many of the dormitories ; social 
enjoyments, and consequently less tendency to 
seek diversion in the town ; and the perpetua- 
tion of the chapter, which is, of course, a dis- 
tinctively fraternity benefit. 

The home furnished by the chapter house 
has many of the safeguards of the real home, 
as the older men have a restraining and pro- 
tecting influence over the younger members. 

They also foster the development of the 
social side of student life, which is not to be 
overlooked during the college course, as it is a 
part of a complete education, and so essential 
in after life. It is the nearest approach to 
actual home influence that can be attained in 
college. 

Interfraternity relations should be, and are, 
fostered by chapter houses. This can be 
readily done by entertainments during the 
winter months, and farewell receptions to the 
graduating members of the different fraterni- 
ties. These social amenities should not be 
overlooked as they develop the better side of 
one's nature, cement more firmly class and col- 
lege friendships, which are so much appreciated 
in the years to come ; and minimize those 
false ideas, so prevalent among undergraduates, 
that all good is exemplified by their own fra- 
ternity, and the reverse by the other fraterni- 
ties. 
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From a distinctively fraternity point of view, 
chapter houses are of great value to the chap- 
ters, as they bring the members into closer re- 
lationship, and consequently increase their in- 
terest in each other, and the chapter ; and 
keep their alumni in closer touch with the 
chapter. 

A chapter house free of all encumbrances 
virtually establishes the perpetuity of a chap- 
ter. 

The benefits accruing to the college, are an 
intensified interest of the undergraduates and 
alumni in the advancement and prosperity of 
the college. The beautifying of the campus 
by the additional buildings ; and the provision 
of extra dormitory accommodation without in- 
creased expenditure to the college. The newer 
idea in college dormitories — the so-called cot- 
tage plan, where a few men can be accommo- 
dated in comparatively small buildings, is car- 
ried into effect by the erection of chapter 
houses. The main benefit is, of course, the 
increased loyalty of the students and alumni. 
A recent writer on college fraternities, Mr. E. 
J. Ridgway, says in this connection: "The 
college is twice fortunate that numbers among 
her graduates a large proportion of fraternity 
men. Loyalty to fraternity helps to keep 
alive the loyalty to Alma Mater, which is an 
invaluable endowment. The assurance that 
he will receive a warm welcome by his frater- 
nity brothers brings many an old graduate 
back to his college home." The chapter 
house is the great promoter of fraternity inter- 
est, which in turn begets enthusiasm, and en- 
thusiasm begets loyalty, and loyalty begets 
work, work not only for the fraternity, but for 
the college. 

The criticisms on the chapter house system — 
that it breeds cliques and political intrigues, 
that it interferes with that true college spirit, 
which is so essential to the development of 
loyalty to the class and college, that it creates 
caste among the students, and that it tends to 
narrowness are not borne out by those colleges 
which have had the largest experience in the 



management of fraternities and chapter houses. 
The eastern colleges which are the greatest 
exponents of the chapter house system are 
Cornell, Williams, and Amherst. At Cornell 
sixteen of her twenty-three men's fraternities 
have houses, and others are in process of build- 
ing. Professor E. W. Huffcut, of Cornell, in 
a letter on this subject to the writer says : " I 
consider chapter houses a benefit to the col- 
lege. They have very largely developed the 
social life of the college ; and they do not tend 
to create caste among the students," and, fur- 
thermore, "I think that the sense of owner- 
ship and responsibility has a sobering effect 
upon the boys and that they are perhaps more 
careful that all shall go right in their own 
houses than they would be in buildings owned 
by the university." 

Prof. Charles S. Bullock, of Williams, who 
has had an extensive experience in fraternity 
matters in four institutions, writes : " I con- 
sider the chapter house system to be advanta- 
geous to the students, because it furnishes 
something that resembles a home, and useful 
to the college in that they are the center of in- 
terest to the alumni, and offer an abode to 
them when they revisit the college. Chapter 
houses seem to have no tendency to increase 
cliques; and at Williams, general college spirit 
is as strong as at probably any place in the 
country, and the strong development of fra- 
ternity life does not seem to diminish college 
spirit in any respect. Nor do they increase 
the tendency towards caste." 

President Harris, of Amherst, bears similar 
testimony to fraternities and chapter houses. 

Mr. Ridgway, in his article already cited, 
in speaking of the effect of chapter houses on 
college spirit, says : " Cornell is one of the few 
colleges that gives to a vanquished crew or 
team the same royal welcome home that is 
accorded to victorious heroes." Upon the 
testimony of such experts I think we can dis- 
miss the charges of interference with college 
spirit, the creation of political trickery and 
caste as unproved.

Shall we have chapter houses at Lafayette ? 
That is a pertinent question, one that has been 
frequently asked of late, and one that demands 
an unequivocal answer. After considerable 
study, and, I must admit, some wavering, I 
have at last settled down on the affirmative 
side of the question. I believe that chapter 
houses would be a benefit to the fraternities, 
and to the college, and that they would not 
interfere with the success of the dormitory sys- 
tem ; that there would be enough students to 
fill the dormitories, and the chapter houses. 
But we must remember that whatever hampers 
the college would also hamper the fraternities; 
for the prosperity of the fraternities depends 
on the prosperity of the college. 

I strongly favor college location, and conse- 
quently college inspection and government. 
There should be no senseless rivalry among 
the fraternities in the construction of their 
houses. They should be in keeping with the 
college buildings, and of such architectural de- 
sign as would not only grace our fair hill of 
knowledge, but that would give additional 
beauty to our already far-famed " lovely Laf- 
ayette."

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BASEBALL-THE SOUTHERN TRIP. 

THE thirty baseball candidates have been 
hard at work in the gymnasium the past 
two weeks getting into form for the Southern 
trip. Among the candidates some of the new 
men have the genuine baseball move and are 
showing up exceptionally well, so that each 
day the prospects for a winning team at 
Lafayette grows brighter. From what can be 
seen by the work in the gymnasium, the 
Freshmen have among their number some 
good players, and a team better than that of 
last year is assured. The new men who have 
shown the best form so far are Pritchard, '02, 
and Willis, '04, pitchers; Van Atta, '04, and 
Ernst, '04, catchers. Of the outfielders and 
infielders it is hard to judge from indoor work. 

The team will be in better physical condi- 
tion when they go South this year than here- 
tofore on account of the preliminary work 
which is being done and the light training 
which has been ordered. John Freeman, 
better known as "Home-Run" Freeman, of 
the Boston National League Team, will prob- 
ably take charge of the team as soon as out- 
door work is possible, and will accompany the 
team on its Southern trip. This is Lafayette's 
first season to engage a professional coach and 
the wisdom of the move cannot be foretold.

Manager Harvey will leave Easton with his 
team early Sunday morning, March 24th, and 
will go via Philadelphia and Washington 
direct to Greensboro, N. C, arriving there at 
8.30 o'clock Sunday night. On Monday 
morning the remaining short distance to 
Chapel Hill, the seat of the University of 
North Carolina, will be traversed and the first 
game of the season played the same afternoon. 
After a stop of two days at Chapel Hill, two 
games being scheduled with North Carolina, 
the team leaves Wednesday morning, March 
27th, for Durham, N. C, where they will 
meet the strong semiprofessional Trinity team. 

Fromr Durham the journey northward 
begins and the next stop is at Charlottesville, 



Va., where was instituted the University of 
Virginia by Thomas Jefferson, whose old 
home, " Monticella," is still an interesting 
sight to all visitors at Charlottesville. Thurs- 
day afternoon Lafayette meets Virginia on the 
diamond. Washington is the next stopping 
place and on Friday, March 29th, our team 
will try conclusions with the all-star aggrega- 
tion of Georgetown. From Washington to 
Annapolis and the last game of the trip will 
be played with the Navy boys on the 30th 
inst. 

The Southern trip this year is practically 
the same as in former years with the excep- 
tion that the team begins with the most 
Southern colleges and plays northward, while 
in former years the reverse was true.

PENNSYLVANIA TURNS DOWN 

LAFAYETTE 

THE following statement from Prof. F. A. 
March, Jr., which appeared in several 
Philadelphia papers last Wednesday will 
explain the situation : 

"There is great regret felt in Easton at the refusal of 
Pennsylvania to arrange a game with Lafayette next 
fall. The reasons influencing Penn. are still a matter of 
conjecture ; it is not believed that men like Prof. Smith 
would be influenced by fear that a defeat of Penn. by 
Lafayette immediately before the Harvard game would 
seriously affect the attendance and interest in the game 
with Harvard. Yet as Lafayette has offered to change 
her already strong rules to suit the University, as she 
has offered to drop from her teams any player against 
whose amateur standing Penn. can offer any evidence, 
it is hard to understand her position. In fact, Penn. 
as an apostle of athletic purity is rather a joke at Lafay- 
ette. If no game can be arranged, no doubt Coach 
Woodruff will not have to stand comparison next fall 
with Lafayette's able coach. To one who remembers 
Pennsylvania's athletic history, it seems hard to 
believe that Penn., who has suffered so much from 
what were doubtless unfounded suspicions as to the 
amateur standing of her teams, should treat in the 
same manner a friendly college on account of mere 
suspicion, without giving that college even a chance 
to show their falsity. It is hoped that Penn.'s com- 
mittee will yet realize that their action has been hasty.

SUSAN KUNKEL PORTER, wife of Dr. 
Thomas C. Porter, passed quietly away 
Monday afternoon in her 73rd year. Her 
death was not unexpected, for though not' 
extremely aged, she has of late prematurely 
borne the marks of age in the gradual failure 
of her powers, while living along in compara- 
tive physical comfort and peace of mind. Her 
death comes in a sad series of bereavements to 
Dr. Porter now left alone. John, their son, 
died in '87 ; their eldest daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Conway, in '93 ; and their remaining child, 
Mrs. Kate K. Martin, i.i '99. Mrs. Porter's 
brightest moments these last weeks have been 
those in which she anticipated a reunion with 
her children, for whom she called again in 
her last hour. 

She was a woman of more than common 
strength of character and refinement and grace 
of life. Her associations were always stimu- 
lating, and she had both native gifts and 
accomplishments which enabled her to fully 
respond to her surroundings. Whether at 
Mercersburg, where Dr. Porter was professor 
for mo're than three years, or at Lancaster, 
for more than thi teen years, or since '66 here 
in Easton, she always arose, in sympathetic 
and intelligent companionship, to the full level 
of her husband's frork, whether in science, in 
theology, or in literature. 

Indeed she has left some notable monu- 
ments of her own literary and theological 
study. Some of Hoffman's " Tales for Young 
People," especially " Gypsie Fred." and 
" Martin Bernhard," are well-known to Eng- 
lish readers through Mrs. Porter's excellent 
translations, and her " Siman Bar-jons," her 
latest task, has been given a high place among 
the contributions to theology in the Reformed 
Church in America. 

Mrs. Porter leaves, besides her husband, a 
brother, George Kunkel, and a sister, Mrs. 
Simonton, wife of Judge John W. Simohton, 
both of Harrisburg, and an older sister, 
Mrs. C. K. Small, of New York City. 



There are six grandchildren — three daughters 
of Mrs. Mary Conway, and two sons and a 
daughter of Mrs. K. K. Martin. With all 
these her many friends here and elsewhere 
will unite in sincere sorrow at the loss of so 
noble a woman and so true a friend. — Free 
Press.

DR. CLARKE'S LECTURE. 

DR. F. W. Clarke, chief chemist of the 
Government Geological Survey, lectured 
to the Scientific Society, Friday night on the 
4 ' Chemical Work of the Geological Survey." 
After giving a brief historical sketch of the 
Geological Survey, Dr. Clarke spoke particu- 
larly of the work of the chemical department. 

Since the founding of this department, 
twenty years ago, analyses of about five 
thousand different specimens have been made. 
This includes a complete analysis of the rocks, 
earths, ores, and waters known to exist in this 
country. Five hundred new ores and twenty- 
eight meteorites have been analyzed, and nine 
new mineral species have been discovered. 

The department does not confine itself to 
mere analytic work, however. Many investi- 
gations of economic and theoretic character are 
made each year. Aid is given to the develop- 
ment of new chemical industries. 

Some valuable research work has been done 
by the members of this department. Several 
new methods of mineral analysis have been 
discovered. 

Dr. Clarke, in investigating the chemical 
structure of the natural silicates, discovered a 
process of determining the percentage of 
minerals existing in conglomerate rock. This 
is a most important discovery, for it has 
greatly shortened a hitherto tedious process. 

The work of Dr. Clarke and his department 
compares very favorably with that of the 
much older departments of France and Ger- 
many. He has developed many facts of 
moment in the geological world. Dr. Clarke 
is a pleasant speaker and his lecture was 
highly appreciated by everybody that heard it.

LAFAYETTE DEFEATS PRINCETON IN A HOTLY 
CONTESTED GAME BY A SCORE OF l8-l6. 

IN one of the most exciting contests ever 
witnessed in Easton, the Lafayette basket : 
ball team defeated the Princeton team on 
Wednesday afternoon, by the score of 18 to 16. 
Although Princeton scored first, nevertheless 
the Maroon and White had things pretty much 
her own way during the first half which ended 
12 to 6 in her favor. In the second half the 
visitors showed a marked improvement and 
soon succeeded in turning the tables and 
making the score 14 to 16 in their favor. 
Things looked rather gloomy for Lafayette, 
but shortly before the close of the game Carey 
threw a difficult basket and tied the score 16 
to 16, and so it remained until the referee's 
whistle announced that time was up. How- 
ever, both teams desired to play off the tie, so 
play was resumed. For nearly five minutes of 
the fiercest kind of playing the ball traveled 
about, when finally Ed. Haldeman, who was 
playing a fine game, put an end to the agony 
by scoring a basket and winning the game for 
Lafayette, making the final score Lafayette 18, 
Princeton 16. 

The game opened with Lafayette defending 
the north and shooting for the south basket. 
Clausen " soon broke the ice " and scored first 
blood for Princeton. It was not long, how- 
ever, before Richter got rid of his man, and, 
receiving an accurate pass from Ed. Haldeman. 
threw a goal for Lafayette. From that time 
on to the end of the half the ball was in 
Lafayette's possession most of the time, the 
Haldemans and Richter dividing the scoring 
honors, while Clausen and Carter succeeded in 
scoring for Princeton. 

When the second half opened Wrightson 
was found in Clausen's place at forward, other- 
wise the teams were unchanged. Princeton 
started in with determination stamped on each 
man's face. There was a vast improvement 
over their playing in the first half and before 
the spectators could scarcely realizie what had 
happened, they had thrown three baskets and 



tied the score. The crowd went wild when 
W. Haldeman threw a goal from a foul by 
Whitehouse, but Lafayette was not to keep 
the lead long, for shortly Princeton's center 
threw a beautiful basket from near the center 
of the room, and it was Princeton's score by 
one point. W. Haldeman again came to the 
rescue and tied the score by throwing another 
goal from a foul. Time was nearly up and it 
looked as though the game was going to end 
a tie, and so it was, but not until each side 
had scored another basket. Whitehouse doing 
the trick first for Princeton and then Carey 
for Lafayette. As the visitors desired to play 
off the tie the game was continued, Ed. 
Haldeman finally winning it for Lafayette in 
a manner already described.

LETTER FROM MR. PARDEE. 

Robert H. Rice, Editor-in-Chief, "The Lafa- 
yette" Easton, Pa. : 
Dear Sir : — I have been very much inter- 
ested in the fraternity articles by the alumni. 
It has always seemed to me that the weakness 
of our fraternities consisted in the way they 
rushed men immediately on their entering col- 
lege, or even before they had entered, and often 
merely because they dressed and looked well 
when the members of the fraternity really 
knew nothing about their personal character. 
In this way they very often get young men 
of whom they are ashamed in a short time. 
It has also appeared to me a great mistake for 
a young man entering college to pledge him- 
self to a fraternity before he really knows the 
character of the men who compose the society. 
Dr. Eckels in his article puts the question in 
the right way — the candidates for the honor 
of belonging to a good fraternity should be 
willing to wait until his character is established 
by a longer acquaintance than that of a few 
days or weeks. College boys size up new- 
comers very soon, but they cannot do it in the 
short time most of the fraternities now take. 
At least one college term should be the period 
of probation. The difficulty will be to make 
all the fraternities keep any agreement that is 
made in good faith, but an agreement such as 
Dr. Eckels suggests and the writer heartily 
seconds, if lived up to by the best fraternities, 



will soon be of great benefit to them ; they 
would not get the men who graduate in six 
months, but would get the men of character 
who would not join a fraternity that would 
break an honorable agreement. Good fra- 
ternities are a good thing in a college. A 
much larger percentage of fraternity men 
come back to commencement and class re- 
unions, and keep up their loyalty to their 
Alma Mater, than non-fraternity men.

Lafayette defeated New York University on 
Wednesday at Morris Heights, New York, 
score 21 to 9. Expecting a hard contest 
from the recent rub N. Y. U. gave Lehigh, 
the Maroon and White team went into the 
game with a vim that evidently scared the 
New Yorkers and the score was soon too one- 
sided to make the game of any further inter- 
est to the spectators.

Balance in treasury $ 98 72 

It will be noted that at the time of the last report 
there was $1197.80 in the treasury, and that all debts 
except a few trifling belated bills were paid. It was 
thought by the committee that the time was opportune 
to endeavor to buy in the outstanding bonds upon the 
athletic field. There were sixty -five of these bonds, 
and as no interest had ever been paid on them, each 
was worth $130, making the total amount of the field 
indebtedness $8450. 

Nearly all of these bonds were owned by the alumni. 
It had been hoped that it would be possible to pay in- 
terest upon them through the increased receipts of the 
association, but this had proved impossible, and the 
bonds were a poor investment. We, therefore, asked 
our alumni and friends who own bonds, to let us have 
their bonds at as low a price as seemed to them possi- 
ble after an understanding of what we were in a posi- 
tion to do. The response was most generous, and by 



an expenditure of $2860 we were enabled to obtain all 
of these bonds. The mortgage upon which they were 
secured was then canceled and the bonds destroyed. 
In order to obtain the fund necessary to buy these 
bonds, the trustees of Lafayette College, through Dr. 
Warfield, who has at all times been ready to help us in 
this enterprise, were asked to aid us, and they con- 
tributed to our treasury $1905. The field thus having 
been freed from debt, was transferred, as was proper, 
to the trustees of the college, and is now a part of the 
college campus. It cost, as it stands, about $12,000. 

The committee desires me to specially thank the 
friends who have so generously helped us in our plans 
to obtain this field. It will be seen by the following 
summary that nearly all of these friends presented the 
whole or the greater part of the value of their bonds 
to the association. It must be remembered that each 
bond represented $130.

NEW BOOK RECEIVED. 

WE have received from the American Book 
Company, of New York, a text-book 
of psychology, by Daniel Putnam, LL.D., 
Professor of Psychology and Pedagogy in the 
Michigan State Normal College. Cloth. 
i2mo. 300 pages. Price, $1.00. 

The book presents, in simple and direct 
language, a clear exposition of the generally 
accepted principles of psychology. One par- 
ticularly interesting chapter is that devoted to 
the moral nature and moral law, indicating the 
evil effects of hypnotism and giving special 
attention to the subject of the emotions. 

Each chapter concludes with a summary 
and there is an appendix, giving directions for 
psychological experiments and the necessary 
apparatus. 

The book is attractive throughout, with no 
attempt at involved style or technical, forms of 
expression and should meet with favor from 
general readers and students. 
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REV. JAS. DE HART BRUEN SPEAKS 
TO THE STUDENTS. 

THE student body was privileged last Sun- 
day to listen to an eloquent, forcible, and 
practical sermon delivered by Rev. Jas. de 
Hart Bruen, pastor First Presbyterian Church, 
of Belvidere, N. J. The theme of the dis- 
course was "Character Building/* the texts 
being taken from i Cor. 3:11 and Matt. 6 : 24. 

The speaker said in part : The text presents 
Christ as a builder. It is our duty to build 
and to build well. We believe in txxiy build- 
ing and in mind building, but many of us 
take no thought in regard to character build- 
ing. There is at times a lack of intelligent 
work in building a character, a lack of plan 
and of definite purpose. As a matter of ex- 
perience we determine our own destiny and 
thus the Scripture places the responsibility 
upon ourselves. If we are to succeed we 
must build. There must be first a foundation 
upon which to build. Christ is the founda- 
tion of your character and in Him you must 
place your faith. After experiencing the 
change of regeneration you may then go forth 
in character building. 

In the second place you must have a plan 
which is implied in building. If you strive 
to build a character you need a distinct plan, 
and Christ is both the foundation and the 
plan. You must know Jesus Christ if you 
are to build according to that plan. 

Thirdly, you must have material, which is 
needed to work in your character, viz. , those 
principles and motives which make up the 
character. If you are to build you must work 
and upon this, in the main, success depends. 
We need a power, not our own, to put the 
principles found in the Book into our char- 
acter, and while the responsibility rests upon 
us the power is His. 

Build well your character. Build with the 
Book. Build with Christ as an example. 
Exercise the grace given you. Seek the 
living presence of the living Christ. 



SCIENTIFIC SOCIETY. 

ON last Wednesday evening, Dr. James W. 
Moore, of the Department of Physics, 
lectured to the Society on ,4 Time. ,, The 
speaker enumerated the improvements in the 
mode of living of the last century, and 
explained how these were effecting the spread 
of Christianity and civilization. Strife among 
mankind, he said, is due to the scant know- 
ledge men have of each other. The telegraph, 
the printing press, the steam engine, and the 
countless other devices for the spread of know- 
ledge common to 20th century life are doing 
much to make men better known to each other 
and will ultimately bring about universal har- 
mony. The speaker remarked that a person 
now in his three score years and ten, lived 
as much as his ancestor of a century ago could 
have lived in nine hundred years. 

At the close of the lecture the Society held 
a brief business session.

Forsyth, who is untiring in his efforts to 
make the library as attractive and serviceable 
to the student body as possible. 

There are, however, a few points to which 
we take exception. One is in regard to the 
rule which allows no student to enter the 
library proper except on special permission. 
A man learns to know books by seeing and 
handling them, and not by simply seeing their 
titles in a catalogue, however complete that 
catalogue may be. And to make men ac- 
quainted with books in general is certainly one 
of the chief ends of a library. Again, a man 
may be working up some particular subject. 
In this case it would certainly be of great 
advantage to him to be allowed to go into the 
library and look over all the works that are in 
any way connected with his subject, and so 
enable him to get a broader view of his sub- 
ject. While it may be that some slight 
restrictions are necessary, we are opposed to 
the stack-house being guarded as a sanctum 
sanctorum. There is free access to the shelves 
and alcoves in the libraries of other colleges 
and universities, and this is also true of many 
of the public libraries in large cities, to which 
all classes and kinds of people come. 

Our second criticism is in regard to taking 
out periodicals and reference books. Under 
the present rules, one may be at work on some 
article in a periodical or reference book when 
the clock strikes nine, and unless he has 
secured special permission from the librarian 
at five o'clock, he can, on no condition, take it 
out, however important and necessary it may 
be to him. We feel that the custodian of the 
reading room should be allowed to give out 
periodicals, and especially reference books in 
such cases, on condition, of course, that they 
are returned when the library opens in the 
morning. We make the same criticism in 
regard to back number newspapers and periodi- 
cals. They are now treated the same as pres 
ent number periodicals, and can only be taken 
out between library hours, and this makes it 
almost impossible to takethemoutat all, since 
the librarian is usually absent when the library 
closes, and the curator of the reading room 
has no power to give them out. 

We have suggested these few criticisms as 
indicating what we believe to be a general 
criticism, mainly, a too great strictness and 
restraint in the management as a whole, and 
we firmly believe that when more freedom and 



privileges are granted, the library will not 
only become more popular, but more service- 
able and useful as well.

Death of Prof. Thomas Conrad Porter, DD. f 

LUD. Peaceful Ending: of a Long: 

and Honored Career* 

THE Rev. Thomas Conrad Porter, Dean of 
the Pardee Scientific Department, Emeri- 
tus Professor of Botany, Zoology and Geology,, 
and Curator of the Botanical Collections, died 
suddenly on last Saturday afternoon at his 
home on Paxinosa Avenue. In the death of 
this distinguished scholar and scientist, Lafay- 
ette College sustains an inestimable loss and 
another name is added to the list of distin- 
guished sons of the college who have entered 
into their final rest. 

The death of Dr. Porter's wife, on the 4th 
of last March, was a severe blow to him, and 
since that time he has been failing rapidly. 

Saturday morning found him working in his 
room at the college. He spent the greater 
part of the afternoon at home and about 5 
o'clock went into the garden to look at the 
shrubbery. Upon returning to the house he 
went to his library and began writing. He 
conversed freely with his housekeeper, Mrs. 
Temmey, and seemed in the best of spirits. 
Five or six minutes after Mrs. Temmey left to 
prepare the evening meal, Dr. Porter breathed 
his last. It is thought that he had some pre- 
monition of his death, for the note which lay un- 
finished upon his desk contained instructions 
to the executors of the will concerning the de- 
position of some of his personal effects. 

Dr. Porter's three children preceded their 
parents to the grave. John Porter, their only 
son, a musician of exceptional ability, died in 
Spain in 1887. Mrs. Mary Conway, one of 
the daughters, died at Fredericksburg, Va., in 



1893. The other daughter, Mrs. Kate K.- 
Martin, died at Chambersburg in 1899. The 
grandchildren, Mary Vivian Conway, Susan P. 
Conway, and Elizabeth D. Conway, of Freder- 
icksburg, Va., Jean M. Martin, Thomas C. P. 
Martin, and Wm. H. Martin, of Chambers- 
burg, are the only survivors. 

Thomas Conrad Porter, DD., LL.D., was 
born at Alexandria, Montgomery County, 
Penna., on January 22, 1822. He early de- 
veloped strong mental powers and his educa- 
tion was carefully conducted. He entered 
Lafayette in 1836 and graduated four years 
later in a most notable class. While at college 
he was active in the work of the literary socie- 
ties and other features of undergraduate life. 
In 1843 he graduated at Princeton Theological 
Seminary, returning to Lafayette in the same 
year to receive the Master's degree and deliver 
the Master's oration. For several years he 
was a missionary in the state of Georgia. On 
the 14th of November, 1848, he was ordained 
pastor of the Second German Reformed Church 
at Reading. The following year he became 
professor of the natural sciences in Marshall 
College, and when that college united with 
Franklin College he filled the same chair in the 
united colleges until 1866. In that year he. 
was called by the joint invitation of Trustees 
and Faculty of Lafayette, to the Jesse Cham- 
berlain chair of botany. 

Between 1 877 and 1 888 he served as pastor of 
the Third Street Reformed Church of Easton. 
In 1865 Rutgers conferred upon him the de- 
gree of D.D., and in 1880 he received the de- 
gree of LL.D. from Franklin and Marshall. 

On January 1, 1897, he retired from the ac- 
tive duties of his professorship, continuing to 
occupy a place in the college life as Curator of 
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the Botanical Collections, and Emeritus Profes- 
sor. 

The exercises of Founder's Day, Oct. 20, 
1897, were planned as a recognition of his long 
devoted and distinguished services to the col- 
lege. On that occasion the following was the 
order of exercises : 

Invocation — Rev. John H. Stahr, D.D., Presi- 
dent of Franklin and Marshall College. 
Introductory Remarks — President Ethelbert 

D. Warfield, LL.D. 
Address — "Progress of Systematic Botany in 
North America," Prof. N. L. Britton, 
Ph.D. 
Address — " Thirty Years of Geological Prog- 
ress in North America, M Prof. Wm. B. 
Scott, Ph.D. 
Address — " Dr. Porter as a Pioneer in Finnish 
Literature," Hon. John M. Cranford, 
M.D. 
Benediction — Rev. Sam'l A. Martin, D.D., 
President of Wilson College. 
Dr. Porter was an authority upon the scien- 
tific subjects which he taught and brought 
honor and reputation to the college. He was 
a member of the Academy of Natural Sciences, 
of Philadelphia, of the American Philosophical 
Society, of the Torrey Botanical Society of 
New York, and a fellow of the A. A. A. 
Science. At the date of his death he was 
president of the Board of Trustees of the 
Reformed Theological Seminary at Lancaster, 
and last year was elected president of the 
Pennsylvania German Society. He was a 
prolific writer upon the flora of the State 
and of the United States. He was a student 
of literature, publishing much that he wrote- 
In 1854 he published Herman and Dorothea, 
which attracted much notice. In the same 
year he wrote a life of St. Augustine and two 
years later Ulrich Zwingli. 

The work of Dr. Porter in the field of Finnish 
literature is well known, and his famous at- 
tack upon Longfellow's " Hiawatha" gave 
him a world-wide reputation. 
Since his retirement from active work in the 



classroom Dr. Porter has been a familiar figure 
about the campus and only on Monday of last 
week delivered the third of his series of lec- 
tures on '• Reminiscences" to the Seniors. 

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral was held from the Grace Re- 
formed Church, of College Hill, at 2 p.m., 
Tuesday, the cortege leaving the residence on 
Paxinosa Avenue, at 1.45. The entire ar- 
rangements for the funeral had been indicated 
in the will, and also the pall-bearers who were 
to officiate had been designated. The faculty, 
students, and many friends of Dr. Porter had 
come out to pay their last tribute to his mem- 
ory, and the little church was crowded, while 
many were forced to listen to the service from 
the outside. A double quartette of college 
students furnished music for the occasion. 
Rev. Bartholomew, of the Grace Reformed 
Church, conducted the exercises, Prof. Bloom- 
bergh, Rev. Ferer, of Riegelsville, and other 
ministers assisting. The funeral address was 
made by the Rev. Dr. John S. Stahr, Presi- 
dent of Franklin and Marshall College, where 
Dr. Porter had at one time been a professor. 
His text was taken from Rev. 14 : 13 : 

" Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth ; Yea, saith the spirit, that they may rest 
from their labours ; and their works do follow them.'* 

He spoke in part as follows : 

It was the custom in ancient liturgies to pray: From 
plague, murder, and sudden death, O Lord, deliver 
us. In a certain aspect this is right and natural. Men 
do not want to be taken without warning from the en- 
terprises of life. There is so much in the activities and 
friendships of this earthly existence that we can easily 
understand how the Greeks thought the next life in- 
ferior to this one, and their symbol for it was the in- 
verted torch. So that naturally we feel regret as we 
come to pay our last tribute to the worth, ability, and 
affection of our deceased brother. But we must not 
regard the activities and labors of this life as an evil in 
themselves. I believe that rest in the future life does 
not mean inactivity, but there is a counterpart in the 
world to come to the activities and labors of this life. 
Only its cares and disappointments will be at an end. 
But more important is the statement that his labors 
do follow him. While we may miss his companion- 
ship and counsel, his labors remain, not only in mem* 
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ory, but in the grand results of his life work, and in 
the influence which is still going out from them. 

After the conclusion of the address, the 
friends were given an opportunity to pay their 
last tribute to the remains of the deceased. 
Interment was made in the Easton cemetery. 
The pall-bearers were Professor W. B. Owen, 
Prof. J. W. Moore, Prof. P. W. Shimer, Mr. 
B. F. Fackenthall, J. Marshall Young, A. J. 
Odenwelder, and M. J. Riegel. 

NEWSPAPER COMMENT. 

In the death of Rev. Dr. Thomas Conrad Porter, 
professor emeritus of botany, zoology, and geology in 
Lafayette College, an American scientist of the old 
school, passes away who in his time played an import 1 
ant part in the development of natural sciences. In 
no sense a profound thinker, nor a scientist whose 
generalists became the accepted theories of his day, 
Dr. Porter was, however, a pioneer in many fields of 
research, though it is perhaps as a collector in the 
department of botany that he will be longest remem- 
bered, both by reason of his actual achievements and 
because his name is attached to so many indigenous 
species of plant life first discovered and described by 
him. Dr. Porter's life labors on the flora of Pennsyl- 
vania yielded a herbarium complete in every detail 
and the materials he collected that bear on the flora of 
the United States were very compiehensive. Belong- 
ing rather to the Agassiz than to the modern school of 
investigators, Dr. Porter solved the broad problems of 
science in a fashion of his own and clung to the older 
rather than to the newer explanation of natural phe- 
nomena, though his contributions to the facts of science 
were by no means inconsiderable. -Philadelphia Press.

An encore was demanded for each 
piece and the "Scrub" Quartette made a 
special hit by singing a song on Pennsy's 
recent action in "dropping" us. The song, 
which was composed by Mr. Anthony and 
Yon, should be learned and sung at our games. 
The clubs simply outdid themselves, this 
being decidedly the best concert they ever 
gave. 

With such alumni as we have in Phila : 
delphia, it is no wonder we were successful in 
every respect. They get out down there and 
hustle. Many thanks are especially due to 
"Jack" Rowe, 'oo, for his industry and sacri- 
ficing zeal in preparing for the boys, and the 
concert in general. "Dick" Weaver pleas- 
antly entertained some of the boys at a little 
dinner in the rear end of the evening. This 
is probably the last trip of the 1901 musical 
clubs and not a few of us are- extremely sorry 
fork.

ADDITIONAL PREPARATORY 

SCHOOLS. 

ON the request of their principals the fol- 
lowing preparatory schools have been voted, 
by the faculty, a place on the list of institu- 
tions, the certificates of which are received in 
lieu of entrance examinations.

Lafayette took a big slump in batting on 
Wednesday and it was only the timely hitting 
of Captain Howard coupled with the costly 
errors of the New Yorkers that gave victory 
to the Maroon and White. The game was 
slow and there were no features to record.

Regarding the recent report in the city 
papers to the effect that no trace could be 
found of the library left by Stephen Crane to 
Lafayette College, Dr. Warfield authorizes us 
to make the following statement : 

Last summer, after a similar report had 
been published, the president made inquiries 
as to who was the executor of Crane's estate, 
and it was found out that a brother of the 
author had charge of the affairs of the de- 
ceased. Upon further inquiry it was ascer- 
tained that Crane had left all his property to 
his wife, and that there was no bequest to 
Lafayette. There is, therefore, no foundation 
for the recent report. 
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EVERY man on the team deserves the high- 
est praise and commendation for contrib- 
uting his share toward the gratifying victory 
of last Saturday over Fordham College.

of Pasteurization in the preparation of beer and wine 
brought him additional fame so that in middle life he 
was revered by the learned classes, but it was not 
until he had bidden the silkworm plague depart, that 
the common people felt his greatness. The Austrian 
government voted him a prize of 10,000 francs and a 
magnificent statue was erected at Alais in his honor. 
The price of success is labor. 

" Not a truth has to art or science been given 
" But brows have ached for it, 
" And souls toiled and striven. " 

His intense and constant work brought on paralysis 
which for a time disabled him, but he had demon- 
strated the ubiquitous presence and characteristics of 
the bacteria so thoroughly that Lister, of England, 
was able to give to the world antiseptic surgery, 
the greatest step forward in the progress of medicine 
since the discovery of vaccination. As soon as his 
health permitted, Pasteur was again in the laboratory # 
It was supposed by some that certain diseases were 
caused by parasitic plants or germs in the system but 
it remained for Pasteur to demonstrate in 1877 that a 
definite bacterium caused a definite disease. Having 
found the cause of disease, he felt it his duty to find a 
remedy. Months of continuous experimentation 
yielded blessings to the world which cannot be mea- 
sured in dollars and cents. In 1880 he gave to mankind 
his vaccination for anthrax, and in 1885 the already 
famous French savant reached the apogee of his glory 
when he announced to the world a remedy for hydro- 
phobia which has stood the test of time. 

Before 1885 nearly 1000 persons died annually of 
hydrophobia. Since 1885 over 25,000 persons have 
undergone the antirabic treatment at the Pasteur 
Institute, the mortality being less than one-half of one 
per cent, while thousands of unfortunates have been 
treated in the Pasteur institute of other lands. Besides 
the eight Pasteur institutes in Prance, there are six in 
Russia, five in Italy, two in Austria, and one each in 
New York, Chicago, Baltimore, Havana, Riojaneiro, 
Buenos Ayres, Saragossa, Malta, Bucharest, Constan- 
tinople, Aleppo, Tiflis, Kasauli, and Athens, making 
35 in all. Thus every land is a debtor to Pasteur. 
Through the work of that single laboratory on the 
banks of the Seine the human race has received untold 
blessings. The governments or the men who appropri- 
ate wealth for the maintenance of schools of science 
do that for which generations yet unborn will bless 
them. As Sir John Lubbock has well said: "We have 
in fact to make our choice between science and 
suffering." 

At the opening of the Pasteur Institute at Paris in 
1888 Bertrand said: " During 40 years, my dear Pasteur, 
you have let glory come to you without ever pursuing 
it. — On every road of science we meet you. It is to 
thank you in the name of science, to rejoice in the name 
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of humanity, and to triumph in the name of France 
that we all meet here to-day. M Pasteur's response con- 
tained this characteristic expression : "When after 
months, or even years, of labor the investigator finds 
himself face to face with a great scientific truth, the 
human soul experiences one of the greatest joys of 
which it is capable.'* 

The winter of life was in 1890 coming upon the 
decorated scientist. His work was laid aside. In 
1895 a paralytic stroke left him helpless. He bowed 
his will in cheerful homage to the rule of right. Two 
weeks later he died. A state funeral was given him 
with military honors. England's poet-laureate ex- 
pressed his country's sentiments in these beautiful 
words: 

41 No cypress-shadowed church-yard nor the gloom 
Of haunted cloisters, doth immortalize 
The dust of him whose patience proved more wise 

To save than death to slay. The busy loom 

Glancing with silk, the teeming herd, the bloom 
Of purpling vineyard, and the grateful eyes 
Of souls reprieved at Death's most dread assize 

Shall make eternal gladness round his tomb. 

Not 'mid the dead should he be laid asleep 
Who wageth still with Death triumphant strife 

Who sowed the good that centuries shall reap 
And took its terror from the healer's knife : 

Defender of the living, he shall keep 
His slumber in the arsenal of life."

Immediately following 
the title-page is a fine half-tone of Rev. Edsall 
Ferrier, D.D., to whom the volume is dedi- 
cated.

Jolly Professor 
Bloombergh, representing the college, was the guest 
of honor, and there were also present as guests : Dr. 
W. D. Roberts, Dr. H. G. McCormick, John White, 
W. W. Champion. Letters of regret were read from 
Dr. Warfield, president of Lafayette, absent on account 
of illness, and also from others of the faculty. 

At the time for speeches, John K. Hays, as toast- 
master, opened the roll with one of his humorous 
introductions and put the people into just the proper 
mood to laugh their heartiest over the drolleries and 
epigrams of Dr» Bloombergh, who was first of the 
speakers. Dr« Bloombergh is a scholar of wide repute 
and very high standing in this country, and his wis- 
dom and his years and his fine personality often com- 



bine to hit upon phrases that linger long in the softest 
side of one's memory. His opening remarks on the 
present state of Lafayette, its faculty, its student body, 
and its prospects, were fired with frequent flashes of 
wit, and throughout his speech he kept his listeners 
hanging intently upon his words, when they were not 
roaring at his jokes, and only too sorry when he 
ceased. One of his many humorous digressions on 
"Expansion," first as applied to Lafayette's policy 
and then with the international significance of the 
principle, was spiced with too much wisdom and 
shrewd observation to be left unquoted. Said Dr. 
Bloombergh : 

" Shall we remain at Lafayette what we are, or shall 
we expand ? Expansion seems to be in the air. The 
term is new but the idea is old. Expansion has been 
the characteristic of the Teutonic race. Your and my 
ancestors expanded from the forests of North Ger- 
many, conquered and settled the effete # Roman 
empire, infused in it new blood, new institutions, 
created France, Gothic Spain, Lombard Italy, Anglo- 
Saxon Britain or England. Becoming, through Nor- 
man accretions, more and more expansive in England, 
their descendants subjected the East Indies, created 
the America of the north, with Monroe doctrine possi- 
bilities for the remainder of the continent; and they 
are now creating an empire from the mouth of the 
Nile to the Cape of Good Hope. Yes, expansion is 
our manifest destiny. There is no standing still. We 
must either proceed or recede. Our rare brisk Ameri- 
can air, our nervous temperament, our energy, our un- 
trammeled individualism will not allow us to stop 
inside our own continent. If Andre finds the North 
pole, we claim it as falling within- the limits of the 
Monroe doctrine; American civilization, the best the 
world has ever seen, must be carried to the ends of the 
uncivilized world. It is our duty — and it will pay. 
But expansion if not wisely guided has its dangers. 
A frog once saw a bull. Charmed by its beautiful 
size, Jean frog wanted to be John Bull. He blew and 
he blew and he — busted. There is danger in blowing 
too much, in inflation. Let us inflate, but not our 
stomachs, not our currency, not our budget; let us 
inflate and expand, but let us not bust. The Roman 
empire busted ; the monarchy of the Philips busted; 
when Dewey and Sampson busted the Spanish iron- 
clads they simply finished a busting begun by Queen 
Elizabeth's gallant sailors. Now they want to inflate 
our army — they tried it first with rotten beef. I like 
armies; there is no better school for a citizen than 
military service. There you learn order, discipline, 
obedience, self-denial. Socialism in Germany is not 
dangerous, because the socialist learned in the army 
these virtues. Therefore he does not work with dag- 
ger and dynamite and petroleum, but through the law, 
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in parliament. But a large army in republics is 
dangerous because republics are necessarily ruled by 
political parties and hence by political bosses. Bosses 
are necessities. If the Republicans should drop Quay, 
I am willing to adopt him. All we Democrats need in 
Pennsylvania is a Quay. But woe to that Repub- 
lic when the political boss is crowned with military 
laurels and power, Sulla, a Republican boss, victor 
over Mithridates and Jugurtha, made himself a dictator. 
Caesar was a democratic boss; forming an army in 
Gaul, he made himself kaiser. Napoleon was a Jacobin 
boss— he became empereur. Cromwell was a radical, a 
puritan boss, and resting on his ironsides he became 
despot of England. Let us be careful of inflated 
armies, and their concomitant political and military 
bosses." 

Other speakers were W. C. Gilmore, Esq., Rev. E. C. 
Armstrong, Dr. H. McCormick, Hon. F. A. God- 
charles, Dr. Roberts, and John G. Reading, Esq. 

The association very greatly regrets the enforced 
absence of President Warfield, whose presence at the 
dinner would so much have heightened their pleasure 
and profit in the occasion. Between speeches, silent 
toasts were drunk to several of Lafayette's honored 
dead. And on rising to make his own speech, Dr. 
Bloombergh, at the instigation of Mr. Godcharles, was 
given a rousing cheer.

THE ABOLITIONIST. 

On the first day of January, 1831, a poor, unlearned 
young man, published in Boston the first number of 
a paper called the Liberator. It was not large, it was 
issued only once a week, it had but a limited circula- 
tion; but from the outset it awakened the deepest antago- 
nism, especially in ,the South, for it demanded the 
44 immediate and unconditional emancipation of every 
slave held in the United States." 

Before it had been issued a year, a Southern magis- 
trate wrote to Mayor Otis, of Boston, complaining of 
this incendiary sheet and demanding that it be sup- 
pressed. The Mayor replied that he " had ferreted 
out the paper and its editor ; that his office was an 
obscure hole ; his only visible auxiliary a negro boy, 
and his supporters a few very insignificant persons of 
all colors and of no influence." Little did Mayor 
Otis or any one else dream that " in (that) small 
chamber, unfurnitured and mean," "the freedom of 
a race began." 

He who edited, printed, published, and distributed 
the Liberator^ was William Lloyd Garrison, the 
pioneer abolitionist. 

We do not say that he was the first one to oppose 
slavery. How can we, since even before the Revolu- 
tion many were awakening to the consciousness that 
slavery was wrong ? But we do say that with him 
began that distinctive, organized movement, having 
for its object the immediate freeing of the slave, 
4 'which, when contemporaneous passions and preju- 
dices shall have passed away, will," as Mr. Bryant 
has well said, 44 be recognized as the beginning and 
largely the source of a new era in American History."

ON Wednesday night Instructor H.J. Lucke 
lectured before the Scientific Society 
on the " Pioneers of Heat." 

Instructor Lucke gave a brief outline of the 
old theory of heat, which considered all sub- 
stances as possessing a material thing called 
" Flogiston," which seemed to emanate from 
the pores of the substance as its temperature 
was raised. Contemporaneous with this 
theory was also the corpuscular theory of 
light as held by Newton. 

It was the object of the lecturer to show 
how these two theories were practically 
defeated by Count Rumford, 1753-1814, and 
Sir Humphry Davy, 1778-1829, by giving 
their experiments in those particular directions.

Race 
after race has taken up its God-appointed mission and 
carried it out with resistless energy. Lawless barba- 
rism and inhumanity of primitive man have given 
Slace to education, culture, and refinement. The enno- 
ling force of the revelation of an immortal soul has 
given a broader view of life and refined its character. 
The Prince of Peace has added a new rule of life and 
founded a new civilization Sometimes the work of 
the world seemed to be in the hands of a • ' Scourge of 
God," sometimes the chaos of conditions seemed to 
deny the very possibility of a divine destiny, but these 
remolded human ideas and prepared the way for a 
new advancement. 

The progress of perfecting is slow, and the working 
out of destiny sometimes seems uncertain, but the end 
is not yet. New generations bring new ideas, and 
new eras bring new activities, and meanwhile the per- 
fection of the plan is being slowly accomplished. 

The civilization and successes of one era are the foun- 
dation stones for its successor. The probability of a 
relapse becomes a remoter possibility with every coil 
of the cable about our planet. The thoughts of men 
move onward and upward, and with every advance 
toward final perfection, they become the more nearly 
identical ; and when that point is reached, then will 
the purpose of our race have been accomplished, then 
will the will of the Creator have been done. 

What then is the part which we have to play to the 
furtherance of this preeminent purpose ? 

The Anglo-Saxon race, enriched by the vigorous 
bloods of many peoples, stands preeminent upon the 
pyramid of progress builded by countless ages.

ARTICLE BY MR. R. K. MEADE. 

A NOVEL use of the electric current for 
laboratory purposes is described by R. K. 
Meade, of Lafayette College, in a recent issue 
of the Journal of the American Chemical Society . 
This is the preparation of standard sulphuric 
acid for use in volumetric analysis by electrol- 
ysis of solutions of copper sulphate. The dis- 
advantage of the older method of preparing 
the normal or decinormal solutions of sulphuric 
acid used by chemists, has been the difficulty 
of obtaining the desired strength without re- 
peated dilutions and checks of the solution in 
course of preparation. The author points out 
that in most cases, chemists have avoided this 



labor by using solutions only approximately 
correct. This entails the use of a factor to cor- 
rect the results obtained, and time is, there- 
fore, lost in calculation when employing such 
solutions. By weighing out the calculated 
amount of crystallized copper sulphate re- 
quired for a decinormal or normal sulphuric 
acid solution, and by electrolyzing this with a 
platinum anode and a copper cathode under 
suitable conditions, the whole of the copper 
can be removed and the sulphuric acid alone 
left in solution. The decomposition values 
for sulphuric acid and copper sulphate are 1.67 
and 1.24 volts respectively, so that decom- 
position of the former will occur towards the 
end of the operation. As, however, this pro* 
duces only hydrogen and oxygen, and the acid 
is continually reformed at the anode, no loss 
occurs, and the electrolytic decomposition can 
be left over night without any ill effect upon 
the accuracy of the method. It is this fact 
that gives the new method its chief advantage 
over the older method of procedure. In labo- 
ratories provided with the necessary electric ap- 
paratus and fittings, it is simply necessary 
to weigh out the calculated amount of copper 
sulphate and to leave the solution of this over 
night under the conditions described above, 
on the bench reserved for electric analyses. 
In the morning the whole of the copper will be 
deposited, and after dilution to one liter, a 
normal or decinormal solution will be obtained 
sufficiently accurate for all ordinary volumetric 
work. The use of electrolytic methods by 
chemists for metal determinations is extending, 
and this new method of preparing standard 
acids will serve to popularize electrolysis still 
further, and will increase the number of 
laboratories in which electricity is recognized 
as a most valuable aid in analytical work.

DR. B. F. LACVS LECTURE. 

TUESDAY night in Dr. Moore's lecture 
room, B. F. Lacy, Ph.D., professor of 
physics, Central High School of Philadelphia, 
lectured to the Scientific Society on "A Phase 
of the Evolution of Pure Science. ' ' 

Dr. Lacy's discussion concerned the influ- 
ences retardative to the evolution of • pure 
science, the influence exerted by mythology, 
religious scruples and superstition in the early 
days of scientific observation, which we have 
now for the most part overcome and the 
influence of metaphysics, personal temperament 
and the spirit of contrivance from which 
incumbrances scientific study must be disen- 
gaged to make possible the development of 
pure science. 

Dr. Lacy is a very interesting speaker and 
his lecture was highly appreciated by all who 
heard him. 
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WITH this number the new board takes up 
the work just relinquished by the out- 
going class.

BACCALAUREATE SERVICES. 

In the College Chapel on Sunday morning, 
before an exceptionally large audience, Presi- 
dent Warfield delivered the baccalaureate 
sermon. The Senior class numbering sixty- 
eight, in cap and gown, occupied the front 
seats. The class song was ' ' God Bless Our 
Native Land." The benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. J. F. Stonecipher, '74. 

Dr. Warfield took for his text, "Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations," Matt. 28 : 19, 
and spoke as follows : 

THE CHRISTIAN MISSION. 

It has been often noted that human cults offer satis- 
faction to some one side of human life, but fail because 
they are too narrow in their scope. This was true of 
the joyous worship of ancient Greece, which, with its 
glorification of youth and beauty, was well adapted to 
the spirit of a race of high vitality enjoying a period 
of splendid fortune beneath a friendly sky. This is 
true of the scientific scepticism of the present 
day, which seems sufficient for the instant needs 
of vigorous men intent upon the investigation of 
phenomena, and more interested in the details of their 
inquiry than the attainment of any ultimate goal. But 
the youth of the world passed, and Greece found the 
glory of sea and shore and sky had for her no eternal 
gift of fadeless faith, and the old gods disappeared, and 
the shrines fell into ruin, and other nations assumed 
the scepter of the earth, and neither Athene nor Zeus 
gave to their votaries the crown of heaven. And 
to-day youth passes and the busy hand grows weary of 
its task, and the strained eye turns away from the 
object glass, and the evening desires light which the 
morning has not found. Whether in the form of 
religion or philosophy, human cults cover but a small 
part of man's life and man's hope. 

But Christianity has no such limitations. It has a 
place in its large plan for the baby in its cradle, for 
the man in the full tide of active life, for the aged in 
the last epoch of earthly existence ; it speaks words of 
encouragement to the weak, of soothing to the sick, of 
stimulus to the strong ; to the unconverted its words 
are full of gracious invitation ; to the fully convinced 
they are ringing commands ; it has a philosophy of 
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life — not of mere animal existence — but of life in a 
Kingdom of Heaven which is even now on earth and 
among men ; it has also a philosophy of death, which 
is essentially rather a philosophy of larger life. Its 
great watchwords are many and fitted to every phase 
of need, but through them all no echo of doubt, de- 
spair or ruin is to be heard but only the swelling har- 
monies of faith, hope, and love. 

There is no figure which appeals so much to the 
Christian preacher as that of the Savior inviting men 
to come to Him. From the first pages of the Gospel 
to the last we see the Master thus drawing men to 
Himself. At first He invites those whom He would 
make His disciples with the simple but irresistible 
appeal: "Come and see;" then he cries in the 
mighty throes of His sympathetic soul : " Come unto 
Me all ye who labor and are heavy laden;" in the 
deepening fervor of His ministry : •' If any man will 
come after Me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow Me;" in the tenderness of the last 
familiar talk : " I go to prepare a place for you that 
where I am there ye may be also ;" in the glory of His 
resurrection body to the doubting Thomas: " Reach 
hither thy finger and behold My hands;" and last of 
all to Peter, penitent and restored to his apostleship : 
11 Follow Me." There is no figure so full of cheer, of 
comfort and of joy as the Savior calling all to come 
and find in Him rest, rescue, and resource. 

But the Gospel is not a Gospel of rest and repose 
only. Christ did not call men to Him to spend their 
lives in meditation and spiritual recreation. He 
called them out of sin into purity, out of the service 
of the devil into the service of God. Hence we are 
not surprised to find that to the men to whom He said 
" Come," he afterwards said " Go." They who came 
were in due season to go ; they who came and learned 
were naturally to go and teach. 

Hence we find that in the process of training the 
apostles and the larger body of followers also, the call 
and the companionship is not the whole education of 
the disciple. There is also the mission. Thus the 
chosen band of intimate associates whom the Lord 
gathered about Him in the first days of his ministry 
are sent forth in the second year to preach the Gospel 
of His Kingdom. It is evident that this was both to 
spread abroad the knowledge of His labors and the 
power of His spirit, and also that the apostles might 
make proof of their ministry and realize for themselves 
the glorious influence communicated to them by obe- 
dience to His commands. 

After the passing of some months in which many of 
the most important events in His career had taken 
place, notably His transfiguration, he sent forth the 
seventy with a commission almost identical with that 
given to the twelve in the preceding year. " As ye 



go preach, saying, The Kingdom of Heaven is at hand. 
Heal the sick, raise the dead, cleanse the lepers, cast 
out devils : freely ye have received, freely give." 

In the command given alike to the twelve and the 
seventy ; to the apostles and the larger body of disci- 
ples ; two charges are distinctly given — one the preach- 
ing of the Gospel of the Kingdom of Heaven, and the 
other the ministry of healing to men. Thus insepara- 
bly linked, we find the two great objects of spiritual 
teaching embracing the proclamation of a Kingdom of 
Heaven already come and itself the preparation for im- 
mortality ; and the improvement of the moral and 
physical welfare of men in this present life. Here we 
find fully set forth the mission of Christianity and its 
philosophy of the relation of man to God. There is 
none of that dualism so common in oriental cults 
which treats the soul and body as hostile elements 
temporarily unified in human beings : a dualism which 
would emphasize the future at the expense of the 
present, and treat the separation of the soul from the 
body as the highest good. Nor is there any of the oc 
cidental humanitarianism which would so identify the 
soul and body as to regard them as one and insepara. 
ble, and hence discover no means of blessing to the 
soul apart from the body. 

The identity of the person is maintained. A noble, 
pure, and holy life is possible to that person here on 
earth. The Kingdom of Heaven is not far off, but on 
earth and among men. It is a spiritual kingdom, but 
its citizens are men. The welfare of those citizens; 
their freedom from pain, from disease, from every 
unwholesome and unholy thing, is a matter of solici- 
tude to the Lord of the Kingdom. That kingdom is 
not limited to this world, nor yet is it confined to 
heaven. Here its symbol is grace ; there it is glory. 
Here its watchword is service ; there it is rest and 
peace. Here its Lord's voice says: "Go, make 
disciples." There it says: "Well done, enter into 
the joy of your Lord." 

Thus these disciples were sent forth. In due time 
they came back filled with wonder and holy joy. As 
Luke records : "The seventy returned with joy, sty- 
ing, ' Lord, even the devils are subject to Thy name.* n 

These missions of the twelve and the seventy were 
thus a part of the training of the disciples. They 
were performed, as it were, under the Lord's eye, and 
the results were reported to Him and they received 
His approval and encouragement. There remained 
the final mission, the true beginning of the universal 
mission of all Christians. No longer mere tyros, they 
who received this final command to " go " were tried 
and tested, proved by every experience of heart and 
mind ; lifted up by the glorious words of their Divine 
Master, they had felt the very joy of heaven ; cast 
down by the fearful scenes of his passion, they had 
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aced the pangs of hell. In the midst of the 
memories of that dear form, scourged, spit 
>rtured with rods and crown of thorns, faint- 
he way beneath the burden of the cross, dying 
ary upon the accursed tree, bleeding from the 
s spear, borne forth to sepulture, they had been 
y roused and restored by the cry of the women 
open tomb echoing the words of the angel, 
not here.

and glorious moods when God has given us some high 
and holy joy, how sweet is this blessing of telling it to 
others. How truly John touches the chord in the 
opening chapters of his great gospel of love. John 
the Baptist saw Jesus, and speaking amongst his dis- 
ciples, with prophetic vision proclaimed him "The 
Lamb of God," and two of his disciples went and 
followed Jesus. Andrew, who was one of these, 
went and found his brother Peter. The next day 
Jesus called Philip, and Philip straightway went and 
told Nathaniel that he had found the Messiah. Has 
it not been ever so? When we have felt the awaken- 
ing sense of love in our bosoms, when we have felt 
the growing sense that we, even we, are beloved of 
God and saved through Christ, have we not longed to 
go and tell it to those we love, and if they have 
not found the Savior, to lead them to him? It 
is indeed true. It is a natural and noble impulse, 
deep in the bosom of the natural man, and owned and 
blessed by the work of God's spirit. 

Such then is the Christian mission ; " Go and make 
disciples of all nations." And disci pi eship is first and 
last service of Christ. Christ, as the Spirit has plainly 
declared, came into the world to save sinners. He did 
not come to save men from sin in that ascetic sense 
which once regarded a Simon Stylites, perched upon 
a lonely pillar in the midst of the desert, as a perfect 
saint ; and still sees in a nun, hiding her womanhood 
in the secret precincts of a monastic house, a more 
perfect servant of the Master than the brave mother 
who, like Hannah and Monica — nay like Mary her- 
self, — rears children in a happy home to sweeten the 
concourse of men and swell the company of the 
redeemed. Christ came to save men. He commanded 
His disciples to live in the world but not to be of the 
world for only thus could they save others. He gave 
His life as an example, living humbly, simply, fear- 
lessly, a life of noble manhood, culminating in a death 
of supreme unselfishness. 

The mission of the Christian is based first then on 
Christ's command, and second on his example. It is 
further illustrated for us in the lives of his immediate 
disciples and in the thousands which have borne the 
Christ-life down the ages as a vital and vitalizing fact. 
We are not told very much of the individual careers 
of the apostles in the New Testament. We are told 
enough, however, to make it quite clear that they 
accepted their mission ; that they went ; that going, 
they preached the Gospel, and that in every place 
where the Gospel was preached, influences were set at 
work which wrought not only salvation, but moral and 
physical good in this present world. We see in Peter 
and John in the early chapters of the Acts, eager men 
making splendid proof of their mission. We hear of 
others, such as Philip and James, scarcely less active ; 
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and Paul blazes out in all the devotion of his fervid 
nature, in all the passion of his great heart made 
captive by the love of Christ. Yet withal, despite 
these conspicuous instances of fervent discipleship, we 
see that the force which bears Christianity up and on, 
in east and west, through scorn and hate, through con- 
tempt and persecution, is a silent power, a great secret 
force like the response of the cold earth to the grow- 
ing warmth of the spring sun. In after years great 
names appear in the story of advancing Christianity. 
Poly carp and Justin proclaim the Master by tongue 
and pen, by living and dying for him ; Athanasius 
and Augustine testify to the conquest of intellect by 
faith ; Charlemagne and St. Louis stoop the sceptre to 
the cross ; Savonarola and Luther dare all things for 
the sake of the truth they have accepted ; Calvin and 
Knox combine the old faith and its new zeal in fresh 
forms of splendid sincerity ; the divines at West- 
minster and the pilgrim emigrants to America show 
forth the undimmed brightness of the heavenly vison. 
But while these great and illustrious examples cheer 
and inspire us, they sometimes seem to conceal from 
us the fact — the great illuminating, triumphant fact — 
that these are but the crests of the wide waves swelling 
up out of a great sea of Christian faith and love. 
Behind the aged Poly carp, bearing him up in the 
agony of martyrdom to meet his Lord in the skies, is 
the great church of Ephesus, faithful unto death ; 
behind Athanasius, persecuted and exiled, rolls up in 
response to his appeal for Catholic truth, hundreds of 
churches in the unpolluted west ; behind Charlemagne 
marches a greater army with the symbol of the cross 
than ever buckled on harness or bared blade to 
fight the battles of Frankish Empire or Western 
Christianity ; behind Luther how many millions of 
free Germans chant his battle song and God's ? The 
eye of man has never seen the great company of the 
redeemed, who in lives of humble toil but heavenly 
hope, have been obeying the Master's command and 
performing their mission. 

The heart of man has felt in its stronger pulsing 
something of the higher purpose which this mission 
has given to all humanity. Yet only God can justly 
weigh the real worth of countless lives sustained and 
cheered in a daily round of drudgery by the sure hope 
of eternal life. 

It is because Christianity is a religion of deeds and a 
mission that it appeals to youth. I should never 
preach a gospel of repose, of unearned rest, to strong 
men whether young or old. The glory of life is in its 
capacity for action, — in its activity. The supremacy of 
our race is due to its spirit of action. We may well 
weigh and discriminate. Action has many forms and 
characters. There is an activity that is wicked : but 
there is a repose that is sinful too. Mastery in the 



cause of truth and righteousness is holy; supineness in 
the face of evil is sin. There is no call too urgent to 
rally men to serve the right. And this call is universal 
and it is a call that is a part of the Christ-command 
"go." 

We believe in the universal discipleship of the be- 
liever; and, therefore in the universal mission of the 
believer. The command to make disciples is not con- 
fined to a special class ; no priestly caste stands between 
the believer and his Lord ; no priestly caste deprives 
the believer of the glorious privilege, the joyous duty, 
of doing his Master's bidding, and of doing it unto the 
Lord. The universal ministry of all believers is an es- 
sential and inseparable part of our faith. 

It were indeed to carry specialization to a monstrous 
excess to say to men that only a few specially called 
and specially chosen shall enjoy the right to lead men 
to Christ. Shall not the mother teach the baby at her 
knee to lisp the daily prayer that first opens the infant 
eyes to the heavenly vision ? Shall not the father at 
the family altar, and in the frequent thanks for daily 
bread, open the heart of the children to receive the 
bread which came down from heaven ? Shall not the 
man of business or of humble toil, the man of earthly 
life, but heavenly expectation, so live that men may 
take knowledge of Him that he has been with Jesus? 
And can any one prevent the man or woman who lives 
a Christian life from showing forth the winsomeness of 
the Gospel ? from making men to desire to know the 
secret spring of such a sweet and serene existence? 

Shall anything prevent the Christian business man 
from entering a daily protest against the wild craze of 
this day to get rich at any cost ; from striving to show 
that money is only one of the many means he has 
made tributary to his purpose of leading a Christian 
life, rather than of showing that the Christian life he 
professes is only one of the many things he has sub- 
ordinated to his purpose to get rich ? Shall anything 
prevent the Christian citizen from a daily protest 
against the shameless prostitution of public office 
to the corrupt service of ring and boss. It is impos- 
sible to believe that the great mass of Christian mei 
are not to* day seeking the way (which they will 
surely find) of pouring rum out of their glasses, and 
wringing water out of their stocks ; of purging our 
cities of vice and our legislatures of rascals ; of making 
our homes happy and our business affairs honest and 
our government clean. 

It matters little what men's occupations may be, if 
they have heard the call of the Master, if they hast 
companied with him ; they will surely in due seasoe 
receive their mission and hear the divine command 
41 go, make disciples " ; win men to me. 

Is it not wonderful how profoundly the spirit is 
which a word is spoken, in which an act is done, affects 
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its import ? When the disciples came to Christ, poor 
ignorant men, he called them and they came — empty, 
he filled them full and sent them forth, fountains of 
living water. When the rich young ruler came, in his 
pride of wealth and worldly morality, he told him to 
go and sell all that he had and come and follow him ; 
and being full, he went empty away,— sorrowful. 

We might think that the command " go" was a pain 
because it involved a parting. Here again we have a 
marvelous contrast. ' It was no doubt a pain, it was 
no doubt with heavy hearts that the disciples turned 
away from the summit of the Galilean mountain and 
went down to the level of daily life ; but the Lord not 
only said go— he also added : " Lo, I am with you 
alway, even to the end of the world !" How different 
is the parting prepared for 

•• The day of wrath, that dreadful day 

When heaven and earth shall pass away." 

When the Lord of love who had so often pleaded in 
vain, shall say to the wicked—** Depart from me ye 
that work iniquity." Yes, how great is the contrast 
and how is that contrast heightened when we recall 
that to those to whom the Savior now said : " Lo, I 
am with you alway, even to the end of the world," 
he had already said, " I go to prepare a place for you, 
that where I am there ye may be also. " 

This college delights to call itself a Christian 
College. It prays day by day for an ever larger por- 
tion of the Holy Spirit. It longs to proclaim the 
power of Christ to make men wise unto salvation, and 
it has a perfect faith that the old command to pro- 
claim the Gospel of good tidings is as valid to-day as 
when first issued from the summit of that far-off 
Galilean hill. And is its life not a beautiful repro- 
duction of the ideas we have been considering this 
morning? of the call, the training and the mission 
of the Christian ? We invite the youth from all the 
region round to come hither and learn. We open to 
them many avenues, but all leading upward under the 
one large firmament of truth. When at length they 
have fulfilled their time of training we send them 
forth with a command which, while it is like the 
Master's " go," is the symbol of inseparable oneness. 
They "go," but because they can now no longer be 
parted from us. They are incorporated into us, are 
made a part of us. They are the college — the college 
"working in the world. The physical association is 
replaced by the spiritual unity. The more perfect 
oneness which is found in the spiritual tie is manifest 
to all. 

In closing, Dr. Warfield addressed the 
Seniors as follows : 

To you, members of the Class of 1901, the first 
fruits of a new century, I especially address these 
-words. This College invited you to come and see what 



it had to offer you by way of. training for life. It 
welcomed you with delight, it has opened its treasures 
to you with satisfaction, it now says to you "go," 
because it has a mission to the world to perform 
through you, and confidently believes that you are 
ready to perform that mission. In parting, it would 
remind you that while you have each amission, which, 
in its outward aspect is unlike any other man's, that 
you also have each a share in the general mission of 
educated, Christian manhood. 

We should not send you forth with its commission 
unless we had confidence in your part in this mission. 
We have seen you grow from manly boys into men ; 
we have had reason to praise your earnestness, your 
activity, your loyalty to the best traditions of our 
college. We now are about to commit to you a part 
of the best thing the college possesses— her real life ; 
and, bound still to her by a spiritual tie that can never 
be broken, send you out into the world to show to men 
by word and deed what the teaching of this college is. 
Go, then, make disciples of all men. Win them to 
Christian standards of life. Show them how a Lafay- 
ette man takes Christ with him into the court room, 
as well as into the pulpit ; into the sick room, into the 
counting house, into the machine shop. Let it be 
seen and known of all men that for you to live is 
Christ. 

So may you praise this college by giving the highest 
proof of its mission ; so may you please him who is 
your Lord, even Christ. 

SENIOR FAREWELL. 

Following the usual custom, the Seniors of 
the Y. M. C. A. held their farewell meeting 
in their rooms in South College at six o'clock. 
The retiring president, Mr. Isett, spoke on 
thoughts suggested in John, 15th chapter; 
afterward short talks were made by other 
members of the Senior class. By the out- 
going class, the association lose nineteen 
men, who have done much for the religious 
welfare of the college. 

SERMON BEFORE THE BRAINERD Y. M. C. A. 

Rev. Ethelbert Talbot, D.D., LL.D., spoke 
before the Society in the College Chapel, Sunday 
evening, at 8 o'clock. Dr. Eckard opened the 
services after which Mr. Thomas Burns read a 
report of the Society for 'igoo-'oi, as follows : 

The Brainerd Society of the Young Men's 
Christian Association is finishing one of the 
most successful years in its history. The 
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faithful work of the outgoing class has borne 
much fruit, and 1901 % leaves here with the 
happy knowledge that the Brainerd Society 
is vigorous and active. 

At the end of last college year, the asso- 
ciation had a membership of 106. The pres- 
ent membership is 136, an increase for the 
year of 30 members. With last year's class 
we lost 21 men, hence, the total number of 
new members secured during the year is 51. 

Two religious meetings have been held each 
week of the college year. On Thursday eve- 
ning, the meetings have generally been in 
charge of the students, but many of the Sun- 
day evening services have been addressed by 
members of the faculty, city pastors, and 
speakers from a distance. The aim of the 
meetings has always been to deepen the 
spiritual life and to lead the men into active 
service for the Master. 

Eight committees have done faithful work. 
The Committee on Work for New Students 
published a handbook for the information of 
new men and supplied each man in college 
with a copy. They also gave a reception to 
the new men, after which the committee was 
united with the Membership Committee. 

The large increase of members tells the 
story of the faithful work of the Membership 
Committee. 

Though the Association exists chiefly for 
Lafayette College, the Committee on Outside 
Work has endeavored to secure teachers for 
mission Sunday schools and speakers for 
mission services. Eighteen men have aided in 
conducting services in four mission chapels, 
thirty-four men have taught classes in the 
mission schools, several are teachers in the 
city Sunday schools and many are active mem- 
bers of the Young People's Societies of the 
several churches. 

The work of the Committee on Bible Study 
has been very successful. No less than forty- 
four men have taken the regular Y. M. C. A. 
courses in Bible Study. The Freshmen 
studied Sharman's "Studies in the Life of 
Christ;" the Sophomores "Studies in the 
Acts of the Apostles;" the Juniors and 
Seniors "Old Testament Characters." The 
same courses will be taken next year in the 
Freshman, Sophomore, and Junior classes, but 
the Seniors will study Speer's "The Man 
Christ Jesus. ' ' 

The Northfield Committee raised enough 
money to pay the expenses of eight men to 



the Students' Conference at Northfield last 
summer. This year ten men will be sent. 
Not a man goes to Northfield and breathes its 
holy atmosphere, but has his spiritual nature 
so quickened that Northfield spreads through- 
out the college. 

During the year the Finance Committee 
raised $237.37. The money was used as fol- 
lows : To general expenses, $88.49 ; Indian 
Famine Fund, $17. 07 ; to support of Rev. S. 
M. Jordan, Teheran, Persia, $129.79. Total 
expenditure, $235.35. Balance, $2.02. 

Mr. Mott once said to a convention, " Hide 
the word of God in your heart, tie yourself to 
one man, keep your eyes on the uttermost 
parts of the earth." Our Bible Study classes 
are doing the first, men doing personal work 
are fulfilling the requirements of the second, 
and we are endeavoring to make the third the 
ruling spirit of the Association. " The spirit 
of Missions is the spirit of Christ." The 
Brainerd Society believes this or we should be . 
unworthy of our name. The Missionary Com- ! 
mittee keeps the Association well informed on , 
Foreign Missions. A Mission Study class of 
twenty-four has held one meeting a week 
throughout the college year. The text-books ! 
were Mott's " Evangelization of the World in 
this Generation/' "Protestant Missions in 
South America,' 1 and " A Handbook of Com- 
parative Religions. ' ' A keen interest has been 
manifest and a good attendance kept up 
throughout the year. We have been fortunate 
in securing Missionary addresses from Mr. 
Robert E. Speer, of New York ; Rev. Mr. 
Laughlin, China ; Rev. Frank D. Hickman, 
West Africa ; and Messrs. Gilbert and Wil- 
liams, of Yale. The committee has a good 
Missionary Library to which fifty volumes 
have been added during the year. 

The Volunteer Band meets weekly to dis- 
cuss some phase of missions, and to pray for 
the extension of the Kingdom. The band 
commenced the year with two members. It 
now numbers seven. Four leave us with the 
graduating class. 

The money raised for missions has been paid 
toward the expenses of Rev. S. M. Jordan, 
'95, Teheran, Persia. Next year Mr. Jordan 
will use our money to pay part expenses of a 
preaching tour, which will be called the 
44 Lafayette Tour." We shall not be satisfied 
until the Association supports a missionary of 
its own. 

A new home is promised us. With the 
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ter facilities will come greater responsi- 
ties. The undergraduates bespeak the 
yerful interest of the alumni and friends 
he college for this, the most important of 
the college organizations.

Rev. Clearfield Park, of Woodstock, N. Y., 
of the class of '76, delivered the Hall oration. 
He said in part : 

THE TRUE CIVILIZATION. 

The true civilization, What is it? It is the civili- 
zation that improves and develops the real man, the 
man himself. 

Leigh Hunt's hero, Abon Ben Adhem, led all the 
rest because he loved his fellowmen. Herbert Spen- 
cer's hero is the thinker, the man who opens the 
world of thought to his fellows. In either case, the 
culture is partial, and therefore, not the best — it does 
not take in the whole man. George McDonald says, 
"train your children as souls having bodies, rather 
than as bodies having souls " Julius Caesar was an 
epileptic ; William III, hero of the revolution, was a 
man of feeble body ; Wilberforce, the advocate of 
slaves ; James Watt, inventor ; Tom. Hood, poet ; 
these (and many others) did their work amid suffer- 



ing and weakness. We need young men of full 
chests, broad shoulders, strong limbs, and irrepres- 
sible spirits. 

But the mere athlete is not the highest type. The 
ideal of humanity is not the boxer or prize-fighter. 
Four men out of five if suddenly asked what they 
meant by the true civilization would say : " Look at 
our brilliant victories over matter, our splendid inven- 
tions, our industrial development, our big business 
transactions, our combinations in iron and steel, our 
railroad consolidations, our tremendous fortunes and 
million-dollar dividends, our captains of industry, our 
business geniuses, look at the brains and character 
necessarily behind all this development, this is civil- 
ization, the latest and the best/* Yes, in these par- 
ticulars, " our century has a glory all its own." 

We are mastering nature's forces, and secrets, and 
materials, as no other age has ever done. Besides, we 
have our fleets and armies, a social and political order 
(at least so we think), quite sufficient to protect our 
greatness at home, and send it and share it abroad if 
we please. 

But the true human improvement is the improve- 
ment of the man himself, and not of anything that is 
outside the man. A man is not what he owns. There 
may be wealth of love, riches of truth, treasures of 
memory, even where there is little or no cash in the 
breeches pocket. Lazarus died among the dogs, but 
there was' a life in him that death couldn't touch. 

Not every man may be a millionaire, but every man 
may make himself worthy of a millionaire's trust, 
and no amount of wealth will give men eyes to see, 
and brains to think, and imagination to eajoy the 
loveliness of nature, the charms of romance and 
chivalry, the pathos and tenderness that knit the lives 
of men and women together. The vital question is: 
" W T hat is my idea of property? " Is property some- 
thing I must inevitably leave behind me when I die, 
or is it something which may be interwoven with my 
immortal nature, something that will last, outlast even 
death ? The divine order is this : The clean heart, the 
clean thought, the clean life, the clean memory- 
immortality. Habits wrought into the intellect and 
will : The love of God and man, sincerity, purity, dis- 
interestedness, these things live. 

These are our real treasures, our real property! 

14 Man is essentially a spirit clothed in bodily form." 
If you would really improve him you must give free- 
dom and supremacy to his highest, noblest nature. 
You must give to his intellect the highest truth for its 
exercise, you must give to his heart the highest duty 
for its loving, you must give to his will the perfect law 
for its obedience. The mental and moral must keep 
pace with the material. A bad heart will eventually 
wreck the best of everything ; a good heart will over- 
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i every danger that confronts us, no matter what 
e you may give the peril.

Certainty insures stability, fidelity, and efficiency, and 
these will make you masterful ; the want of them will 
threaten failure. 

Hold fast to faith in God, hold self in right esteem, 
and live in hope of immortality. " Prove all things ; 
hold fast that which is good."

UNVEILING OF MEMORIAL TABLET* 

IN the College Chapel on Tuesday morning, 
exercises were held in honor of the late Dr. 
Porter. The class of 1901 gave, as their grad- 
uating gift, a tablet which bears the following 
inscription :

Mr. J. L. Slattery, in behalf of the class, un- 
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veiled the tablet, and Dr. W. B. Owen, a per- 
sonal friend of the beloved Doctor Porter, 
made the following address : 

All Lafayette men, and many others too, will unite 
in grateful recognition of the good deed done by the 
class of 1901 in placing here this tablet to the memory 
of Dr. Porter. He deserves to be remembered, for he 
has by his work and his personal influence entered 
deeply into all our lives. It is a pleasant thing to note 
his valuable contributions to knowledge, his eminence 
in scientific pursuits, and this we did in more deliber- 
ate fashion on Founders Day of 1897 — a day devoted 
to his honor, when eminent professors from other insti- 
tutions paid their more formal tribute to his work. It 
would be pleasant, too, to note the fine monument of 
his labors which we have in the herbarium, now the 
property of the college, and to the care of which the 
Doctor's last years were devoted. 

It is understood, however, that this brief tribute is 
to be somewhat more personal in character and famil- 
iar in form. 

It has been my good fortune for many years to be on 
terms of intimacy with Dr. Porter and his family, and 
here we are sadly reminded that the Doctor is the last 
of his family. Within a few years, beginning at the 
youngest, they have all passed away, and now the 
Doctor follows them. 

Thirty years ago, and for a long time after that, their 
house was a social center for the young men and 
women of the college. Both Dr. and Mrs. Porter en- 
tered into all youthful enjoyments with zest. Many 
an evening we spent there, often socially, often ming- 
ling social with other pleasures, frequently, also, in a 
kind of literary class, reading Goethe or Lessing, for 
they were all good German scholars. 

I continued my intimacy at their house when none 
were left but Dr. and Mrs. Porter. Many a good book 
Mrs. Porter read aloud and many an evening has Doc- 
tor given us with his inimitable readings from Thack- 
eray, Hartley Coleridge, Carlyle, Ingoldsby Legends, 
Folk Lore of Old Ireland, and from other nooks and cor. 
ners of literature — Noctes Ambrosianae ! for there was 
an ample intermingling of comment and criticism and 
conversation. 

It was, by the way, like getting a peep into a new 
world to hear the Doctor read passages from the famous 
Noctes of Christopher North. 

Speaking of criticism, his intimate friends will re- 
member how sensitive he was to certain forms of lit- 
erary imperfection. An imperfect rhyme sounded 
harsh upon his ear ; he could not bear violations of 
natural history, inaccurate descriptions of plants and 
flowers, or finding them where they could never be 
found. In this, Longfellow was an arch-offender. I 



used to think that in this respect the Doctor was sub- 
ject to literary prejudice and might be captious in 
criticism. All Shakespeare's flowers he said were 
sweet and true, and all peeped forth from their true 
haunts. Any slip of the great poet, as an anachronism, 
or placing Bohemia on the seashore, e. g„ he could 
overlook with kindly allowance ; but there was no ex- 
tenuation for any such slip made by the author of Hia- 
watha ! In the main, however, he was so broad and 
just that what I refer to sinks to a mere foible. 

He had a marvelous memory and marvelously stored 
with the best things in books. If any famous passage 
came by chance under question, it was often unneces- 
sary to turn to it, for the Doctor would at once quote it, 
and though he may not have thought of it for years, it 
would seem to roll out with all the freshness and unc- 
tion of a recent acquisition. Homo mult arum liter- 
arum. 

One might well wonder how his scientific pursuits 
could be foremost with Dr. Porter. They certainly 
were so ; but he turned so readily and with such ex- 
quisite enjoyment to literature. He courted the muse 
of song, and it was his recreation to revive the meters 
of the old Latin hymns, e. g., turning them into Eng- 
lish verse. Even his botanical rambles, of which he 
was very fond, were like walks through the Sabine 
farm ; and when he returned from them it was his rest 
to lie on that little sofa in his den — the very one on which 
he died — and with tablet in hand, and ink and pen 
within reach, to put finishing touches upon a trochaic 
pent apod y of Horace in English. He translated in 
exact imitation of the Horatian meters. His render- 
ing of the secular hymn was the feature of one of our 
great college days not long ago, and his Dies Irae holds 
a good rank among the many attempts to translate 
that wonderful poem. 

My first experience with Dr. Porter as a teacher was 
when, in the Sophomore year, our class read with him 
the Satires and Letters of Horace. He had all neces- 
sary enthusiasm ; indeed he was sometimes a little 
boisterous in his enthusiasm ; he had ample knowledge 
of the subject ; he was not an ideally patient teacher, 
not very tolerant of our crudities or of our hesitancy, 
The student called upon to read would have to be 
pretty prompt, pretty fluent, and pretty accurate or 
the Doctor would break in with his own translation, 
which was sure to be a good one. 

He was a lover of Horace and never missed a single 
shade of thought in the inimitable letters, making, too, 
many a pertinent modern application. In what were 
properly his own subjects, Botany and Geology, to 
which we came later, he was even more at home. His 
lectures were fine. Without loss of seriousness, there 
was running through them a pervasive humor, which 
we richly enjoyed. I think from what I hear, that sto- 
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dents have continued to enjoy that trait to the very last 
lecture. 

In our Senior year he gave us a course of five or six 
lectures on science and religion. I think this was at 
our own request. In those days we thought that sci- 
ence and religion had to be reconciled — as though 
there was some deadly conflict ! Darwinism was ram. 
pant and was thought to be hostile to faith. The 
young Christian, and many an older one too, stood 
trembling before the cool and merciless logic of Her- 
bert Spencer, trembling not so much because of what 
he said as what he might say. Professor Tyndall was 
talking about prayer ; and there was Mr. Huxley and 
Haeckle. the German scientist, was getting to be 
known. Dr. Porter's lectures were timely. They 
were a great comfort to us. We hadn't learned, amid 
the clamorous noises of science, to listen for her Si- 
lences. 

The silences of science are soul-stirring. Life ? its 
origin ? Science closes her lips. Eternal life ? Science 
puts her hand upon her mouth, reverently often, but 
whether reverently or not, very eloquently. 

Except from some belated reader who opens a book 
of those days for the first time, I have not heard of 
Darwinism as a peril to faith in fifteen or twenty years; 
not because it was then answered, but because it didn't 
need to be answered. 

Dr. Porter was a strong preacher too. When we 
were in college it was no uncommon thing for him to 
give us a sermon in chapel that would be the college 
talk for many days. One such in particular I remem- 
ber, on Christian tolerance. It made a profound im- 
pression upon the students — one of those epoch-making 
discourses that settle for years, and sometimes forever, 
the currents of one's thinking. 

Later he was pastor for a number of years, of the 
Reformed Church here in Easton, adding this work to 
his regular college duties. I have never heard this pas- 
torate spoken of except in terms highly commenda- 
tory, but for myself I seldom heard him from that pul- 

pit. 

There was, however, no feature of his personal in- 
tercourse in which I took keener pleasure, or from 
which I derived more profound satisfaction, than our 
conferences upon religious subjects. He knew all 
about all the catechisms — well versed in the history of 
doctrine and of theological controversy, but I speak 
now not of his knowledge, but of his belief. He was 
a churchman also, but I so speak of him now, only in 
the sense of his laying strong hands on those eternal 
blessings which are the glorious inheritance of the 
church. 

He was a profound thinker upon these subjects and 
a profound believer, and there often came times when 
in congenial companionship he threw off reserve and 
opened his inner thought with a simplicity that was 



delightful. At these times I had many questions to 
ask, for it is not a very common experience to hear a 
strong man speak out with absolute freedom and sin- 
cerity upon matters of personal religion; but when the 
Doctor warmed up in this way to some great truth, the 
answers came full and candid, without a touch of pie- 
tistic affection, without dogmatism, without technical- 
ity. 

He was deeply imbued with spiritual truth and as he 
advanced in age this fact became more marked in per- 
sonal intercourse than in his public ministrations. He 
rose toward the sublimities of Christian belief with 
reverent boldness — that we are the sons of God \ chosen 
before the foundation of the world, redeemed by the 
blood of Christ, — these were not mere words, nor for- 
mal statements of doctrine, but conviction in the ut- 
terance of which there was buoyant joy. 

He was well aware of the mystery which here con- 
fronts us, but it was at this very point of transcendent 
mystery that his grasp was strongest and his answers 
clearest. He was Pauline in aspiration, in enthusiasm, 
and in bursts of fervent faith, — not, of course, in in- 
spiration, but upon the great truths once for all re- 
vealed, he rested with the profound confidence of one 
who was very near the heart and mind of the Master. 
This shows what he was in his inmost heart; and what 
he was, he put into his ivork. He is well commemo- 
rated on that tablet, which says 4< He sought in golden 
chain to bind science with reverence."

All Lafayette men, and many others too, will unite 
in grateful recognition of the good deed done by the 
class of 1901 in placing here this tablet to the memory 
of Dr. Porter. He deserves to be remembered, for he 
has by his work and his personal influence entered 
deeply into all our lives. It is a pleasant thing to note 
his valuable contributions to knowledge, his eminence 
in scientific pursuits, and this we did in more deliber- 
ate fashion on Founder's Day of 1897 — a day devoted 
to his honor, when eminent professors from other insti- 
tutions paid their more formal tribute to his work. It 
would be pleasant, too, to note the fine monument of 
his labors which we have in the herbarium, now the 
property of the college, and to the care of which the 
Doctor's last years were devoted. 

It is understood, however, that this brief tribute is 
to be somewhat more personal in character and famil- 
iar in form. 

It has been my good fortune for many years to be on 
terms of intimacy with Dr. Porter and his family, and 
here we are sadly reminded that the Doctor is the last 
of his family. Within a few years, beginning at the 
youngest, they have all passed away, and now the 
Doctor follows them. 

Thirty years ago, and for a long time after that, their 
house was a social center for the young men and 
women of the college. Both Dr. and Mrs. Porter en- 
tered into all youthful enjoyments with zest. Many 
an evening we spent there, often socially, often ming- 
ling social with other pleasures, frequently, also, in a 
kind of literary class, reading Goethe or Lessing, for 
they were all good German scholars. 

I continued my intimacy at their house when none 
were left but Dr. and Mrs. Porter. Many a good book 
Mrs. Porter read aloud and many an evening has Doc- 
tor given us with his inimitable readings from Thack- 
eray, Hartley Coleridge, Carlyle, Ingoldsby Legends, 
Folk Lore of Old Ireland, and from other nooks and cor. 
ners of literature — Noctes Ambrosianae ! for there was 
an ample intermingling of comment and criticism and 
conversation. 

It was, by the way, like getting a peep into a new 
world to hear the Doctor read passages from the famous 
Noctes of Christopher North. 

Speaking of criticism, his intimate friends will re- 
member how sensitive he was to certain forms of lit- 
erary imperfection. An imperfect rhyme sounded 
harsh upon his ear ; he could not bear violations of 
natural history, inaccurate descriptions of plants and 
flowers, or finding them where they could never be 
found. In this, Longfellow was an arch-offender. I 



used to think that in this respect the Doctor was sub- 
ject to literary prejudice and might be captious in 
criticism. All Shakespeare's flowers he said were 
sweet and true, and all peeped forth from their true 
haunts. Any slip of the great poet , as an anachronism, 
or placing Bohemia on the seashore, e. g. % he could 
overlook with kindly allowance ; but there was no ex- 
tenuation for any such slip made by the author of Hia- 
watha ! In the main, however, he was so broad and 
just that what I refer to sinks to a mere foible. 

He had a marvelous memory and marvelously stored 
with the best things in books. If any famous passage 
came by chance under question, it was often unneces- 
sary to turn to it, for the Doctor would at once quote it, 
and though he may not have thought of it for years, it 
would seem to roll out with all the freshness and unc- 
tion of a recent acquisition. Homo multarum liter- 
arum. 

One might well wonder how his scientific pursuits 
could be foremost with Dr. Porter. They certainly 
were so ; but he turned so readily and with such ex- 
quisite enjoyment to literature. He courted the muse 
of song, and it was his recreation to revive the meters 
of the old Latin hymns, e. g., turning them into Eng- 
lish verse. Even his botanical rambles, of which be 
was very fond, were like walks through the Sabine 
farm ; and when he returned from them it was his rest 
to lie on that little sofa in his den — the very one on which 
he died — and with tablet in hand, and ink and pen 
within reach, to put finishing touches upon a trochaic 
pentapody of Horace in English. He translated ia 
exact imitation of the Horatian meters. His render- 
ing of the secular hymn was the feature of one of our 
great college days not long ago, and his Dies Irae holds 
a good rank among the many attempts to translate 
that wonderful poem. 

My first experience with Dr. Porter as a teacher wis 
when, in the Sophomore year, our class read with htu 
the Satires and letters of Horace. He had all neces- 
sary enthusiasm ; indeed he was sometimes a littk 
boisterous in his enthusiasm; he had ample knowledge 
of the subject ; he was not an ideally patient teacher, 
not very tolerant of our crudities or of our hesitancy, 
The student called upon to read would have to he 
pretty prompt, pretty fluent \ and pretty accurate or 
the Doctor would break in with his own translation, 
which was sure to be a good one. 

He was a lover of Horace and never missed a single 
shade of thought in the inimitable letters, making, too, 
many a pertinent modern application. In what 
properly his own subjects, Botany and Geology, », 
which we came later, he was even more at home, 
lectures were fine. Withont loss of seriousness* 
was running through them a pervasive humor, 
we richly enjoyed. I think from what I hear, 
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dents have continued to enjoy that trait to the very last 
lecture. 

In our Senior year he gave us a course of five or six 
lectures on science and religion. I think this was at 
our own request. In those days we thought that sci- 
ence and religion had to be reconciled — as though 
there was some deadly conflict ! Darwinism was ram. 
pant and was thought to be hostile to faith. The 
young Christian, and many an older one too, stood 
trembling before the cool and merciless logic of Her- 
bert Spencer, trembling not so much because of what 
he said as what he might say.

— The General Scientific Course, in which the Modern Languages are made the 
instrument of the mental discipline secured in the Classical Course by the Classics, English 
Language and Literature receiving systematic and thorough study. 

IV. — The Civil Engineering Course. 

V. — The Mining Engineering Course. 

VI. — The Electrical Engineering Course. 

In these courses the earlier years are devoted to Mathematics and other fundamental 
courses, and the Junior and Senior years are given to field and laboratory work in the special 
subject of each course. 

VII. — The Chemical Course. A very complete course in all branches of Chemistry 
and Metallurgy. 

All courses lead to appropriate degrees, and the graduates of former years have been very 
successful in the various walks of life, the College always endeavoring to secure suitable posi- 
tions for them. 

All students are required to pursue courses of Biblical Study and to care for their Physi- 
cal Development under the direction of the physician in charge of physical training.
